FIRE APPARATUS 
AT TOWN YARD 


Commencing Tuesday of this 
week there have been two pieces of 
fire apparatus at the Town Yard on 
Lake street with a crow of four 
men, including an officer in charge, 
two drivers and a spare firefighter. 

This action has been taken by 
Chief James E. Callahan and the 
Selectmen to guard against the pos- 
sibility of apparatus being unable 
to get through a blocked center 
while Bacon street is closed by the 
construction of the underpass there. 

In the event a long freight goes 
through the square on the grade 
crossing it might be as much as 
fifteen minutes before there would 
be a sufficiently normal flow of 
traffic in the center to admit the 
passage of fire apparatus from the 
east to the west side of town. 

It has always been necessary to 
use alternate routes to the west 
side if trains happen to be on the 
center crossing when a fire occurs 
on the west side, but with Bacon 
street closed, it would now be neces- 
sary to go all the way through 
Cross street to reach any fire west 
of the center, if indeed the appar- 
atus could get out at all. 

Police Chief Charles J. Harrold 
has also recognized the problem of 
emergency police protection for the 
west side of town, and is keeping a 
police cruiser constantly on the 
west side to take care of any calls 
that may come in during the con- 
struction program. 


VOLPE RESIGNS 


John A. Volpe of Everett avenue 
resigned on Tuesday, the position 
of State Commissioner of Public 
Works, a post he has held since 
February 26, 1953. At the time of 
his resignation he refused to com- 
ment on rumors that he would be- 
come associated with President 
Eisenhower’s multi-million dollar 
national highway program, but did 
say it would be “a most interesting 
thing to have a hand in.” 

During his years as Commission- 
er the State Public Works Depart- 
ment has built $260,500,000 worth 
of highway construction, exclusive 
of Chapter 90 local projects, and 
currently has under construction 
another $155,556,000 worth, exclu- 
sive of flood control projects. 

Mr. Volpe originally excepted his 
appointment by Governor Herter 
for one year, but has stayed on be- 
cause, of the challenge of the work. 
His resignation was accepted by vhe 
Governor with deep regret. He said 
in part: 

“Your contribution as Commis- 
sioner of Public Works during the 
past three and a half years has been 
one of which you yourself must be 
very proud and for which both the 
people of the Commonwealth, and 
I, personally, owe you a deep debt 
of gratitude.” 

In announcing his resignation 
Mr. Volpe stated he would return to 
work with his own business, the 
Volpe Construction Company. 



JOHN J. SHANAHAN 

APPOINTED TO PARK BOARD 

At a joint meeting of the Board 
of Park Commissioners and the 
Board of Selectmen Monday eve- 
ning John J. Shanahan of 12 Bonad 
road was appointed to fill the va- 
cancy on the Park Board occasioned 
by the resignation of J. W. Smith, 
Jr., of 40 Arlington street. Mr. 
Smith, a member of the Park Board 
since 1950, has moved to Marion, 
where he has entered the invest- 
ment business with territory on the 
South Shore. 

Mr. Shanahan was one of several 
prospects considered, and was ap- 
pointed because of his engineering 
experience. With a long range 
program to improve the town’s 
waterways, and other construction 
projects in the making, Park Board 
members with experience in engin- 
eering are most desirable if not 
absolutely necessary. 

Mr. Shanahan was an unsuccess- 
ful candidate for election to the 
Park Board last March. A grad- 
uate of Michigan State University 
Engineering School, he has been a 
practicing engineer for 15 years 
and is a member of both the Amer- 
ican Society of Mechanical Engin- 
eers and the National Society of 
Professional Engineers.

Malcolm Graf of the Division of 
Inland Waterways, State Depart- 
ment of Public Works, visited Win- 
chester Tuesday and, accompanied 
by Town Engineer James Wake- 
field and Park Superintendent 
Herbert Mullen, traversed the Abcr- 
jona River from the Woburn line to 
the Waterfield road bridge, going 
down stream between the two rail- 
road roadbeds along Black Ball 
Pond and the Mill Pond, past the 
main street bridge past Filene’s 
and Horace Fora’s to the Post- 
office. 

The survey was made to enable 
Mr. Graf to see the condition of the 
river and learn the town’s plan for 
a long-range improvement program 
that will lend to a permanent solu 
tion of the river poiution problem. 

Mr. Graf praised the river clean- 
up tliut has already been made and 
was pleased with the improved con- 
dition of the stream as far south 
as the lagoon at Davidson Park in 
the Highlands. 

The State official in general 
agreed with the town’s plan for 
further improvement, and felt that 
some filling should be done at the 
Davidson Park Lagoon. 

He is to prepare rough plans for 
the river improvement program to 
enable the town to get an idea of 
what the improvement is to cost. 
Half the expense will be borne by 
the State and half by the town.

What are the arguments "or a 
four-year term for governor? Mr. 
Edgar M. Mills, N. E. political oor- 
respondent for the Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor, presented Jiem 
effectively at the Massachusetts 
League of Women Voters* fall con- 
ference which was held in Lexing- 
ton this year.

Winchester High bounced back from its first-game defeat at the 
hands of Concord to set back Stoneham in a Middlesex League engage- 
ment last Saturday afternoon on Manchester Field, 18-0. 

Both teams played sloppy ball with fumbles and penalties especially 
plaguing Winchester. The Indians fumbled seven times, recovering 
only once, and losing two touchdowns through bobbles inside the Stone- 
ham ten. Fifty yards Winchester lost to the w’hite pants, and several 
of the penalties were costly, two of them nullifying touchdowns. 

Winchester made 12 first downs to seven for Stoneham, rushing 
for 200 yards to 129 for the light blue.

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MARK TWAIN STORIES 
STILL LIVE IN HANNIBAL 
BY THE MISSISSIPPI 


Beside the Mississippi River, in 
northeast Missouri, is a Main 
street home town that attracted 
more American visitors last year 
than Hawaii, and a fourth as many 
as saw Europe. 

The town is Hannibal, Mark 
Twain’s boyhood home und scene of 
the adventures of Tom Sawyer, 
Huckleberry Finn, and other young- 
sters of fiction who are better 
known to millions today than many 
real-life persons in their daily 
newspapers. 

Jerry Allen — author of a recent 
biography on the writer-humorist 
who is seldom remembered by his 
actual name, Samuel Clemens — 
tells in the July issue of the Na- 
tional Geographic Magazine how 
Hannibal lives its literary legend. 

Name is Everywhere 

Many of the buildings Mark 
Twain knew are still in use, Miss 
Allen points out. The city shows 
its pride in its famous citizen of 
a century ago by restorations, 
monuments, and landmarks. His 
name is everywhere, in shop signs 
for Mark Twain printers, jewelers, 
cleaning company, confectionery; 
at hotel, taxi office, movie house 
nnd rest home. 

Hannibal’s best known address 
is 208 Hill street. Out of his up- 
stairs bedroom window, young Sam 
Clemens climbed to join his friend, 
Tom Blankenship (Huck Finn) for 
the moonlight deeds he later im- 
mortalized in the “Adventures of 
Tom Sawyer.” Against the Clem- 
en’s modest clapboard house leans 
a high, white board fence, copy of 
the one Tom graciously permitted 
his pals to whitewash for him. 

Next door to the old homestead 
is the Mark Twain Museum. Opened 
in 1937, it exhibits the author’s 
early typewriter, the scarred cherry 
desk at which he wrote, and a huge 
pilot’s wheel from a Mississippi 
steamboat. 

Behind such a wheel Mark Twain 
learned to steer his craft so as to 
“shave steamships as close as you’d 
peel an apple.” His pen name came 
from the river term “Mark twain,” 
for a safe depth of two fathoms 
(12 feet). 

Carefree Youth 

Hannibal treasures the law office 
of Mark Twain’s father, and the 
home of his first girl, Laura 
Hawkins, immortalized as Tom 
Sawyer’s Becky Thatcher. 

At the foot of Cardiff Hill the 
city has set up a bronze monument 
showing young Tom and Huck 
marching along barefoot and care- 
free. In a riverside park stands a 
giant statue of Mark Twain in late 
years, looking out on his beloved 
Mississippi. Farther along is the 
white Mark Twain Memorial Light- 
house, and nearby the Mark Twain 
Memorial Bridge. 

So closely is Hannibal linked 
with the author, says Miss Allen, 
that its history is usually ignored 
before 1839, when a four-year-old 
red-headed boy came there to live 
and stayed until he was 17. Actual- 
ly the town, older than the Oregon 
Trail, was settled in 1819. When 
the Clemenses lived there, it was 
an important steamboat center of 
some 1,000 people. 

Today, Hannibal has more than 
21,000 residents. Watching the 
Mississippi traffic flow by, it looks 
for livelihood to factories, business, 
and trade with a prosperous farm- 
ing countryside. 

Yet the river is still a living 
force in the community and a mold- 
or of young. Fishing is an industry 
as well us pastime for every man 
and boy. On hot summer days 
Jackson’s Island (where Huck and 
Jim set out on their famous raft) 
is a happy haunt for kids to camp, 
fish ana swim. 

With a mile-wide river as back 
yard, growing up is still as much 
fun in Hannibal as in the days of 
its famous pair of boys. 


OCEAN EXPEDITION 
TO LOWER NEW CAMERA 
TO GREAT DEPTHS 


An ocean research expedition off 
the west coast of Africa will try 
this month for the deepest photo- 
graphs ever made in the sea. 

The attempt will be made with a 
special electronic-flash camera built 
for the National Geographic So- 
ciety. Late in July the French 
oceanographic vessel Calypso will 
lower the instrument by nylon cable 
into nn 1R, 500-foot deep, 350 miles 
from the Liberian coast. 

If all goes well, the National 
Geographic Society-Calypso Expe- 
dition under Captain Jacques-Yves 
Cousteau will then sail 500 miles 
westward along the Equator 1o : e- 
peiit the experiment in the 25,000 
foot Uomanche Trech. one of the 
deepest holes in th<» Atlantic. 

Undersea Frontier 

For four years the Society hn* j 
cosponsored the work of Can* *n , 
Cousteau and the Calypso, a div- 
ing-researeb shin that iil»e«dy hat ' 
made scientific history. The project j 
i reflects the Society’s pioneer in- 
terest in the sens as the earth’s last 
frontier of major geographical 
secrets, president John Oliver Lu- 
Gorcc stated. 

As far back as 1927, the National 
Geographic Magazine published vhc j 
world's first undersea photographs j 
in color. . 

Inventor of the new camera "or 
m »• at great depths is Dr. Harold E. 
Edgerton of the Massachusetts In- 
titule of Technology. In tests his 
instrument has withstood pressures 
greater than that at the deepest l 
Known point in the oceans. 

'flu* camera will be lowered by 
tin longest nylon line ever woven 
in one length 28,000 feet, five and 
a half miles long, yet only a quurter

of an inch in diameter. Another 
cable the same length hut half an 
inch thick will be used to anchor 
the Calypso over the great deeps. 

Completed in June at the Samson 
Cordage Work in Shirley, Mass- 
achusetts, the braided nylon cables 
are virtually weightless when sub- 
merged — weightless because ihey 
have almost the same specific grav- 
ity as sea water. Thus the line it- 
self adds little if any strain as the 
100-pound Edgerton camera is low- 
ered into the far depths. 

New Record Deep 

In addition to electronic lights, 
the camera carries a position in- 
dicator that operates by bouncing 
sound waves from the sea floor be- 
neath. At depth, it makes expo- 
sures timed to the split-second 
flash of high-voltage lights. Large 
numbers of photographs can be 
made in one lowering. 

Tho deepest undersea photo yet 
made was taken by David Owen of 
Woods Hole Oceanographic Institu- 
tion in 1950 at 18,000 feet. Thus if 
the Edgerton camera catches a 
glimpse of the bottom at 18,500 
feet, in the unnamed depth at 10 
degrees west longitude, it will have 


set a new record. The Romanche 
Trench, if plumbed, will exceed that 
by nearly a mile and a half. 

Both Captain Cousteau and Dr. 
Edgerton will he aboard the 
Calypso on the voyage of explor- 
ation. The vessel, carrying scien- 
tists of the French National Mu- 
seum of Natural History in Paris, 
plus National Geographic staff 
photographer Bates Littlehales, has 
been at work in waters of the Gulf 
of Guinea around the islands of 
Fernando Poo, Principe, Sao Tome, 
and Atinobon. It will clear from 
Abidjan on the Ivory Coast about 
July 23, for the photographic ex- 
pedition.

PAST MONARCH OF THE 
MOUNTAINS, GRIZZLY BEAR 
NEARS EXTINCTION 


Once the terror of both man and 
beast, the mightly grizzly hear to- 
day needs protection itself. 

Scarcely heard of until 1807 when 
Lewis and Clark returned from 
their expedition to the Pacitie, King 
Grizzly reigned throughout the 
West for many years. Indians, 
armed only with hows and arrows, 
rarely challenged his supremacy. 
Such was the Indiana's awe of the 
beasts that any early frontiersman 
who felled a grizzly wore its claws 
around his neck ns a badge of un- 
excelled courage. 

As guns improved and as the 
price of pelts increased, however, 
killing hears became commonplace. 
Today, says the National Geogra- 
phic Society, they are nearly ex- 
tinct in this country. 

Alaska Last Refuge 

Outside Alaska, the animal’s last 
stronghold, only about 700 remain 
in the United States — mainly in 
Glacier and Yellowstone National 
Parks. The hears are still legal 
game in Montana and Wyoming be- 
yond the parks. But in Colorado, 
Idaho and Washington, the only 
other states reporting grizzlies, 
they are protected. 

Though the big hears have 
maimed and killed people, authori- 
ties agree that their reputation for 
ferocity is unfair. Lewis and Clark 
slew many hut never were attacked 
More than one hunter, following 
the adage — “Leave him alone and 
he’ll leave you alone” — has told of 
waking up to find a grizzly stepping 
gently over him. One woodsman 
tamed a grizzly so successfully that 
the two hunted, slept and ate to- 
gether. 

Seldom ns large as imagined, the 
males of the species average about 
500 pounds, the females, 400. The 
reported half-ton monsters, it has 
been said, “are not found inhabit- 
ing the same range of country as 
Fairbanks’ scales.” 

Grizzlies nevertheless are con- 
siderably larger than the more 
common black bears that roam 
mainland parks and woods. A black 
hear begs handouts. It also climbs 
trees. The grizzly does neither. It 
is further rG56gri?Zftble by its grizz- 
led, silver-tipped coat, by the maned 
hump on its hack, its dished-in face, 
and long, almost straight pitch- 
fork' front claws. 

A grizzly can outrun a man, and 
it takes a good horse to catch one. 
As strong as any animal, it has 
been known to drag a steer or buf- 
falo a half mile or more. Theodore 
Roosevelt once saw a hear making 
off with a huge carcass. Somehow, 
the hear lost its grip and somer- 
saulted over. It made him so angry, 
he hauled off and whacked the car- 
cass. 

Strong Mother instinct 

Almost as demonstrative as apes, 
grizzlies howl and bawl when hurt. 
They will roar with rage, yet coast 
down snowbanks with innocent,

j There has been a large amount of 
damage to trees due to w’oather con- 
ditions for more than a year. Start- 
ing with the hurricane flood rains of 
a year ago, followed by a more 
changing and severe winter than 
usual, a hard May freeze and a mid- 
summer drought, conditions have 
been favorable for root and other 
injury. 

Another situation thnt often cul- 
minates in injury is abrupt thinning 
out of such trees as white pine. This 
sudden exposure of the remaining 
trees to the elements may result in 
hark injury. 

Home owners are more likely to 
think in terms of “blights,” disease 
and insects when symptoms of in- 
jury show in a tree. We suggest 
that it is most important to check 
the root system and the trunk at 
and above ground level as the first, 
step in diagnosing tree troubles. If 
the tree roots are badly damaged or 
if the tree is girdled, naturally the 
leaves will show a combination of 
deficiency symptoms, even though 
there may he sufficient plant food in 
the soil. Pests such as mites may 
cause similar discoloration, hut a hit 
of careful observation will deter- 
mine the difference. Boers and 
mice will often produce the same 
effect from girdling, but their 
presence will he detected by root 
and trunk examination. 

As trees go into the winter there 
are a few things that can he done 
to prevent damage. A good mulch 
is a great help because it tends to 
equalize the soil temperature. Most 
damage is due to sudden changes in 
temperature. Mulch also will ‘hold 
the soil moisture. It is of great 
importance to be sure that trees go 
into the first hard freezes with an 
ample study of soil moisture. 
Mulches should not be placed dir- 
ectly against the trunk as they can 
be a hiding place for rodents. 

A great many experts recom- 
mend fall feeding to enhance the 
vigor of the trees as winter ap- 
proaches. This should not be done 
until the first of October and prob- 
ably much later this year. It is 
essential that it be done after all 
top-growth has ceased. Our prefer- 
ence for fertilizing would be early 
spring. It would be in order, how- 
ever, to feed trees this fall chat 
are obviously weak. The roots of 
a tree actually function all winter.

OCTOBER MOTOR VEHICLE 
INSPECTION 

1 Registrar of Motor Vehicles Ru- 
dolph F. King today announced that 
the second periodic motor vehicle 
inspection for 1956 will take place 
during the month of October. The 
law requires every motor vehicle 
which is registered in the Common- 
wealth prior to November one and 
which is operated on Massachusetts 
highways at any time during the 
month of October, to pass inspec- 
tion and have displayed on the 
windshield on November 1, 1955, 
the official October inspection 
sticker. 

This sticker, which hears red let- 
tering on a white background, is to 
be placed on the lower right-hand 
corner of the windshield and in no 
other position and all other stickers 
— except the financial transaction 
sticker — and gadgets, decals, tour- 
ist stamps and other attachments 
to the inside of the windshield, must 
also be removed. On wrap-around 
windshields, the sticker should he 
placed at the lower edge of the 
windshield as far to the right as 
possible and still be visible to iho 
front. 

The Registrar points out that 
there are now more motor vehicles 
registered in Massachusetts than 
ever before and that inspection 
stations and personnel will be over- 
worked during the latter part of the 
inspection period. It is suggested 
that early inspections be made and 
that full and complete cooperation 
of the driving public will prevent 
disappointment at the end of the 
month. 

Following the April, 1956 inspec- 
tion, 1064 were penalized because 
there was no sticker on their wind- 
shield on May first. 

Motorists and owners should 
patronize neighborhood inspection 
stations as soon as possible after 
October 1, 1956.

RESERVE COMPANY FORMED 


1. The Bay State Reserve Com- 
pany, first of its kind in Massachu- 
setts, will depart from the Army 
Base, Boston, on October 7, Major 
General Ralph A. Palladino an- 
nounced yesterday. 

2. Composed of volunteers from 
the 94th Reserve Division and other 
units throughout the state, the Bay 
State Company will train enmasse 
at Fort Dix, N. J., as part of the 
new reserve force currently mus- 
tered under the RFA of 1955. 

3. Regulations of this law pro- 
vide youths 17 to 18 Mj with the 
chance to fulfill their military oblig- 
ation with only a brief six months 
of active duty, returning home after 
that time draft free, ready to re- 
turn to school or jobs with only 
half a year interruption. There- 
after, members of the reserves con- 
tinue to play their part in national 
defense by attending meetings with 
the reserve unit in their home town. 

4. Enlistees may join with com- 
panions and all are guaranteed to 
serve their basic training period to- 
gether at Fort Dix, nearest training 
installation to Massachusetts in the 
East. From Dix all will be able to 
return to their homes within six 
hours travel by train or car, which 
means that the period of enlistment 
will seem even shorter. Periodic 
leaves are interspersed through the 
training as well.

RED FEATHER CAMPAIGN 
BENEFITS WINCHESTER HOSPITAL 

(Third in a scries of articles 
on Community C hest benefits to 
Winchester) 

The Winchester Hospital is one 
of six local institutions and agen- 
cies which share in the sizeable 
portion of Bed Feather funds which 
flow back to Winchester from the 
Greater Boston campaign. While 
the hospital benefits locally from 
private and organizational philan- 
thropy, it also needs, and will need 
increasingly, a broad base of com- 
munity support in order to continue 
giving the same high quality ser- 
vice to the Winchester- Beading- 
Wilmington area without raising 
patient fees. The United Commu- 
nity Services campaign begins Sun- 
day, October 31. 

The Community Fund, which for 
many years has contributed to the 
hospital, may be asked for more 
help this coming year, it was re- 
vealed here recently by Harlan L. 
Paine, Jr., administrator. As the 
hospital now comes to the end of 
its fiscal year, Mr. Paine explained, 
it is faced with a considerable defi- 
cit, due to the squeeze between pa- 
tient fees, which have remained the 
same, and operating costs, which 
have soared, largely because of 
payroll increases. None of this can 
be made up from Ford Foundation 
funds, as these are earmarked, un- 
der the terms of the gift, for im- 
provements to physical plant and 
equipment. 

The Winchester Hospital has al- 
ways made it a policy to give the 
same high quality professional 
care, with a friendly personal 
touch, to the ward patients as it 
gives to patients in private rooms, 
and yet keep the ward fees below 
actual costs. It relies on the com- 
munity to make up the difference 
for ward and charity patients be- 
cause it believes that the people 
of Winchester and neighboring 
towns want the best for all. Ward 
care totaled about 11,000 patiewt- 
days this year. 

Winchester is fortunate in hav- 
ing a hospital within its limits 
which is larger and better equipped 
than a town this size could afford 
to support alone. Besides its con- 
venience, there is the advantage 
that it attracts doctors of high 
calibre to set up their practices 
here. The hospital has 110 beds, 36 
bassinets and all the most modern 
equipment for scientific treatment, 
and is fully approved by all accred- 
iting organizations. Incidentally, 
1200 babies were born there this 
year. It deserves the support of 
everyone in the greater- than- Win- 
chester community it serves, 
through the Red Feather campaign.

PATENT TO GRANT 

Nicholas J. Grant of 10 Leslie 
road was the recipient on Septem- 
ber 18, 1966, of U. S. patent No. 
2,763,043, entitled “Consumable 
Glass Fiber Ingot Mold Liner.” 

In the pouring of steel or other 
metal into molds to product* ^aat 
ingots, there occurs a splashing and 
surging of the molten metal. This 
results in surface defects upon the 
ingot which are removed by subse- 
quent processing operations. 

Various methods and expedients 
have been employed to overcome 
this limitation. For example, the 
metal has been poured through 
special steel funnels and into tar- 
coated or soot-coated molds. In 
addition, curtains of a metal similar 
to that being poured have been 
used as splash preventing liners. 
However, according to Mr. Grant! 
no successful arrangement has 
heretofore been devised for avoid- 
ing the formation of splash and 
surging defects during the top pour- 
ing of molten metal into the ingot 
molds. 

It is the object of Mr. Grant’s in- 
vention to present a solution to 
this problem and for this purpose 
he makes use of a liner that is made 
preferably of woven fiber glass and 
is suspended within the ingot mold. 
This liner may abut or be spaced 
apart somewhat from the interior 
wall of the mold; and during the 
pouring operation it prevents the 
splashing metal from striking the 
mold wall and thus forming scabs 
and other imperfections on the sur- 
face of the ingot. In the event of 
surging of the molten metal, the 
woven fiber glass is forced back 
against the wall of the mold and 
thereby minimizes the defects 
caused by this action. 

It should he noted that the fiber 
glass liner of this invention is rel- 
atively inexpensive, readily avail- 
able and easy to install in the mold. 
It melts as it contacts the surface 
of the rising molten metal in the 
mold and becomes a floating liquid 
slag which is not trapped in the 
ingot. It does not react with the 
metal to form other products, and 
its use does not result in the gener- 
ation of gas which causes blow 
holes on or just below the surface 
of the ingot. 

Mr. Grant has assigned this 
patent to Lukens Steel Company.

“Enactment of the highway bond 
issue was a long-awaited event

“Governor Hei- 
tor, we in the Department of Public 
Works, and the entire long list of 
accelerated highway program ad- 
vocates have assurance now that 
the vital need will be met for roads 
adequate to handle traffic growth in 
the next 20 years. 

“All are aware that the program 
has suffered because funds were 
lacking to maintain the record- 
breaking pace of last year. Now 
we can begin to take up the slack, 
and place on the construction mar- 
ket the projects for elimination of 
major bottlenecks. 

“Meriting immediate attention 
arc additional Central Artery con- 
tracts, completion of Route 128 at 
both ends, tying the Fall River Ex- 
pressway into Route 128, and con- 
necting the Southeast Expressway 
with Route 128 at one end and with 
the Central Artery at the other. 

“Other major projects are com- 
pletion of the Mid-Cap Highway, 
closing the gaps in new Route 2, 
taking Route 3 to the New Hamp- 
shire line, starting the outer cir- 
cumferential highway into the 
Haverhill - Lawrence - Lowell, area, 
and getting new Route 28 under- 
way.

ANIMAL WORLD FILLS NATURE 
WITH MANY STRANGE SOUNDS 


Man speaks in many tongues 
and accents, but his sound-making 
has nothing on the babel of the 
animal kingdom. 

Beasts, birds, fish and insects fill 
nature with an amazing medley of 
noises, the National Geographic 
Society points out. Some are so 
familiar as to go almost unheard. 
Others are outlandish and rare. 

A rooster's crowing is a far cry 
from the melancholy bray of the 
jackass penguin. A whale surfac- 
ing on a still night exhales with an 
errie whoosh, whereas a lady 
moose sometimes mistakes a diesel 
locomotive’s air horn for the love 
bellow of her swain. 

Listening to Nature 

Naturalists equipped with mod- 
ern recording apparatus have 
turned increasing attention in re- 
cent years to the sounds made by 
earth’s creatures. 

Capturing the songs and calls of 
wild birds was begun by Cornell 
University in 1930. Since vhen, )ed 
by Dr. Arthur A. Allen and Dr. 
Paul Kellogg, Cornell expeditions 
have roamed most of the United 
States and across Latin America 
to record voices of as many species 
of birds as possible. Amphibians, 
insects, and mammals have been 
added more recently to the unique 
“Cornell Library of Natural 
Sounds.” 

Other scientists have joined the 
work, discovering among other 
things the complexity of a song- 
bird’s song. A wood thrust, for 
example, can emit four notes at 
once, and a blue jay almost a major 
chord.

Still others 
sound to research microphones like 
coal sliding down a tin chute or 
heavy ciiains being dragged over a 
vvooden door. 

Taken as a whole, insects outdo 
all other forms of life in volume of 
sounds produced. The katydid, the 
cricket, the mosquito, and the bum- 
blebee are loud enough individually, 
but consider the uproar of all their 
voices together. 

By recording mosquitoes and 
amplifying the buzzing half a mil- 
lion times, two Cornell Medical Col- 
lege scientists drew mosquitoes 
from miles around to electrified 
traps. They found that different 
species of mosquitoes have different 
calls, and a given type can emit 
several kinds of noises. 

For all their vocalization, insects 
have no real voices. They produce 
sound by rubbing rasplike legs to- 
gether, scratching one wing against 
another, or clicking parts of their 
hard body armor. Nevertheless, a 
cricket — in relatiQn to its size— is a 
noisy creature indeed.

SURVIVOR OF COMANCHE CHIEF 
RECALLS FRONTIER TAMING ERA 

Americans are closer to their 
Wild West past than is often re- 
membered in those days of trans- 
continental airliners and atomic 
energy. 

Just 81 years have passed since 
Comanche Chief Quanah Parker led 
the Inst of his people to the sur- 
render thnt marked the end of In- 
dian wars in the southern plains. 
Qunnah’s aged widow still survives. 
A recent flower-scattering cere- 
mony at the grave of her warrior- 
husband (ho died in 1911) recalls 
the turbulent, frontier-taming era 
that saw the passing of a wild, free 
way of life. 

Famous for their fierce indepen- 
dence and courage, the Comanchcs 
were called “Lords of die South 
Plains,” and “Spartans of die 
Prairies,” says the National Geo- 
graphic Society. They were a terror 
to enemy tribes, and for decades 
delayed America’s westward expan- 
sion. 

Related to Shoshones 

The Comanchcs were originally 
linked with Shoshonean cribes of 
the Rocky Montains’ arid Central 
Basin. Separating from the others, 
they drifted in the early 1700’s 'nto 
the southern plains, where they 
eventually ranged from Kansas 
and Oklahoma to New Mexico and 
Texas. 

Among the first Indians to ac- 
quire horses from the Spaniards, 
the Comanchcs took naturally vo 
the nomadic life of open rolling 
country. Tribal traits are hinted in 
such band names as “Those Who 
Move Often,” “Meat Eaters,” “An- 
telopes,” and “Raiders.” There’s a 
note of community disapproval in 
the “Wanderers Who Make Bud 
Camps.” 

The Comanchcs’ prime interests 
were war, hunting and horseman- 
ship, in all of which they excelled. 
They accumulated wealth in large 
collections of horses that they 
prized highly and tended carefully. 

The average brave was short and 
stocky, and on the ground gave die 
impression of awkwardness. But 
once astride his mount, the Com- 
anche was a model of grace. The 
headlong rush of war-painted 
tribesmen, their long black hair 
streaming in the wind as they 
charged across the plains on high- 
spirited horses, was a sight chat 
lingered in many a pioneer’s 
memory. 

Life Was Good 

Comanche camps, quickly pitched 
and dismantled, held well-built 
tepees that were snug in winter and 
cool in summer. The scattered 
bands sheltered in thickets along 
stream beds, in canyons and ar- 
royos. When raina came, oven ’die 
desert bloomed. Wild fruits, ber- 
ries, nuts, and root plants were 
plentiful. The horses grazed on 
succulent prairie grasses. 

The Comanches hunted elk, foer 
and antelope, as well as smaller 
game. But their main source of 
food, shelter and clothing was die 
buffalo, a challenge alike to bravery 
and love of sport. Racing their

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highly trained horses beside the 
pounding, dust-enveloped herds, 
they skillfully picked off* their 
quarry with arrows and lances. 
Afterward, the women did vhe 
drudgery of butchering. 

Massacre of the buffalo herds and 
ever-increasing pioneer pressures 
brought want and wars that spoiled 
the end of plains life as vhe 
Comanches knew it. In June, 1875, 
Quanah Parker, half-white son of 
a Comanche chief, and his hungry 
hold-out band of Antelopes gave 
themselves up to the military 


authorities at Fort Sill in south- 
west Oklahoma. 

Although formidable, the Coman- 
che tribe was never numerous. By 
conservative estimate there were 
probably 20,000 in 1800. A few 
years after their surrender to res- 
ervation limitations there were less 
than 1,400. Today the Comanchee, 
who live mostly in Oklahoma, num- 
ber about 2,700.

HIGH SCHOOL TEACHERS 
STUDIED IN EUROPE 


Many Winchester High School 
pupils are benefitting from the :’act 
that three members of the faculty 
spent a good portion of the past 
summer in Europe an study and 
travel. From a first-hand observer 
they may he capturing a sense of 
the glory that was Rome; they may 
catch a glimpse of the Scotland that 
knew Rol) Roy; they will certainly 
hear about the incredible beauty 
of Finland, country of 60,000 lakes. 
The experiences of Miss Constance 
Trickett, Miss Agnes Walsh, and 
Mr. Michael Power will he paying 
the high school dividends for years 
to come. 

At the close of school in June, 
Miss Agnes Walsh, Latin instructor 
at the high school, began a ten week 
tour of travel and study. As vhe 
winner of a scholarship offered by 
the New England Classical Asso- 
ciation, Miss Walsh studied at the 
American Academy in Rome. Along 
with 40 other teachers and college 
professors she was enrolled in a 
study of Roman Civilization under 
ho direction of Dr. Paul MacKen- 
irick of the University of Wiscon- 
sin. Field trips each morning to 
study existing monuments in and 
ibout Rome were followed by lec- 
tures and discussion groups in the 
ifternoon. 

In addition to her travels in Italy, 
Miss Walsh enjoyed stop-overs in 
London, Paris, and Geneva .mroute 
to Rome, and in Madrid and Lisbon 
m her return. Asked what was the 
highlight of her trip, she renlied, 
“It really made Rome live! From 
now on, every picture of a Roman 
ruin will come alive.” 

For English teacher Constance 
Trickett, the summer of 1956 will 
he remembered as the season she 
came to know the people of Finland. 
As a member of a group called The 
Experiment ip International Liv- 
ing, she traveled extensively on the 
continent, more particularly in 
Scandinavia. 

Since the purpose of the Experi- 
ment is to give Americans a better 
understanding of the people of Eu- 
rope and to promote international 
understanding, its members spend a 
substantial nart of their travel 
period actually living among the 
people of one country. Miss Triek- 
ett’s group spent six weeks in Fin- 
land, most of it in Kangsala, said to 
he the most beautiful village in ail 
that country. 

Though the Americans spoke no 
Finnish, they were received gra- 
ciously everywhere they went. In 
commenting on her stay in Fin- 
land, Miss Trickett expressed tre- 
mendous enthusiasm for the land 
and the people. The simplicity and 
courage with which the Finns have 


faced their problems should he an 
example to all the world. 

To Michael Power, n summer in 
Europe was a familiar experience, 
hut the manner in which he spent 
the time this year was novel. A 
plane trip to Scotland and a piano 
recital in Edinburgh opened a 
memorable period of study for Mr. 
Power at Dame Myra Hess’ famed 
school of music. Situated on the 
estate of Lord Ira Churchill, the 
school provided unsurpassed musi- 
cal facilities for a selected group of 
musicians from all over the world. 

Asked to report on his reaction 
to the English people’s traditional 
reserve and IncK of warmth, Mr, 
Power noted that throughout his 
stay he was impressed by the 
warmth and cordiality of his re- 
ception. Already ho i* making 
plan? to return to England next 
summer. lie expects to repeat his 
concert, probably In London, and to 
perform one of the Bach concertos 
at the Musical Festival at Glyne- 
bourne.

Cambridge Latin Downed, 32-13 

Winchester won its second game in a row at Manchester Field 
last Saturday, beating a big, and at times good-looking Cambridge High 
and Latin team, 32-13, in a non-league engagement. 

Cambridge replaced Watertown on the Winchester schedule, and 
attracted nowhere near the number of fans through the turnstiles that 
the Scarlet used to bring. For three quarters the score was always 
close enough to provide interest, but the visitors faded rather badly 
toward the end and Winchester punched out two quick touchdowns in 
the final quarter to salt away the game. 

Winchester nearly scored the first time it had the ball. Cambridge 
received, and two penalties in a row forced them to kick, Courtney’s 
short boot being downed on the Cambridge 34. 

On the first jilay Chapin took A’ 
pitchout from Longworth and get- 
ting outside to the light went all 
the way to pay dirt, only to have 
the play called back because ho had 
edged the line at the Cambridge 19. 

On second down a bad pitchout 
was recovered by Martin of Cam- 
bridge at his own 31. From then 
until the end of the quarter neither 
team could put together an offense. 

In the opening minutes of the 
second period Courtney kicked to 
Chapin, who fumbled the ball on 
his 20, with Freddie Bartlett recov- 
ering on the 19.

COMMUNITY CHEST BENEFITS 
HOME FOR AGED PEOPLE 


( Fourth in a series of articles on 
Red Feather benefits to 
Winchester 


One of the six local agencies and 
institutions which receive aid from 
the United Community Services :-s 
the Home for Aged People in Win- 
chester, located at 110 Mt. Vernon 
street. The Red Feather Campaign 
begins Sunday, October 21. 

The Home, which housed only 
four people when it was founded 62 
years ago, has been enlarged and 
modernized until it now has twenty 
members in its family, one of whom, 
incidentally, is 100 years old. It is 
a truly homelike place, not at all 
like an institution, with attractive 
furnishings and plenty oi green, 
growing things about. 

Financially, the Home is com- 
pletely responsible for its people, 
not only while they live there, hut 
also while in nursing homes or hos- 
pitals if they become bedridden. 
Its services are limited to people 
who have lived in Winchester for 
ten years before entering, or for 20 
consecutive years sometime in 
their lives. There is almost always 
a long waiting list.

Now is none too early to set out 
those bird feeders to attract 
feathered friends all winter long. 

Richard Kleber of the Education 
Department at Boston’s Museum of 
Science points out that outdoor 
feeders are as easy to make for the 
woman-of-the-house as for the 
man-of-the-house. 

“Just a shelf with wild bird seed 
a piece of suet hung from a tree and 
a peanut butter stick will start a 
very good feeding station,” says 
Kleber. The peanut butter stick is 
nothing more than a stick with 
holes drilled in it and then filled 
with peanut butter. 

Birds like the Chickadee. Red 
Breasted and White Breastea Nut 
hatches and Woodpeckers will eat 
both the suet ana peanut butter 
while a variety of Sparrows, Gold- 
finch and Grosbeaks will be attract- 
ed by the seeds. 

For those who want to know 
more about birds, the Museum 
offers a course in General Ornithol- 
ogy which started Wednesday, Oc- 
tober 10th, at 7:30 p. m. with 
Kleber as instructor. 

Discussion will include anatomy 
and migration, as well as identifi- 
cation. 

A special lecture on “Flight in 
Nature and Aircraft,” also by 
Kleber will he among highlights of 
the “Spotlight on Science” st*ries, 
new afternoon course for adults 
starting at the Museum on Wed- 
nesday, October 17, at 2:15 n. m.

Coming events cast their shadows before! It was 28 degrees on 
the outskirts of town yesterday morning. 


That is surely a provocative letter which Mr. Hichborn has written 
the Star this week, yet the point he seeks to make is difficult to contest. 
Playgrounds, Scout activities. Little League, recreation programs, Sun- 
day school and other youth activities cannot take the place of parental 
interest in, and control of, the nation's youth. If the parents do not 
care, or cannot be bothered, it is hard to expect that others will. 


Everyone learned with regret that Winchester’s John Volpe has 
retired as State Commissioner of Public Works. None, however, can 
find fault with Mr. Volpe’s desire to return to his own business after 
effectively serving the State for longer than he planned when he ac- 
cepted Governor llerter’s original appointment. The public’s apprecia- 
tion of Mr. Volpe’s stewardship shows that honest, efficient administra- 
tion of public affairs is appreciated. 


Last Saturday the new drinking fountain installed at Manchester 
Field near the gymnasium entrance was smashed, adding to other dam- 
age that has been done at the field. Groups of youngsters have repeat- 
edly smeared the scoreboard with mud, stoned it, and until practically 
a rebuilding job was done, continually broke into the press box and 
photographer’s booth. 

It was only after considerable deliberation that the flagpole was 
replaced at the field because youthful hoodlums have made a practice 
of cutting the halyards on the pole and replacing the ropes has been 
quite expensive. Even the National Colors apparently do not mean 
anything to some misguided youngsters, and when you see some of the 
things they do you just have to wonder how much our young people 
really appreciate what is done for them. 


Winchester has a fine student band, and as they played in front 
of the home stands between the halves of last Saturday’s football game 
the young musicians sounded great. The band has also added some 
sound effects for certain phases of the games that are amusing, but we 
do hope there will be no more playing of “Taps” at football games. 
The soldier’s requiem has no place at athletic contests, except under 
very special conditions that did not apply last week end. We real- 
ize the thing was done inadvertently, but let us have no more of it! 


A CRYING SHAME!

Isn’t 
that also the aim and responsibility 
of a parent? 

It is a crying shame to note that 
many of these organizations are 
staffed by non-parents. That many 


are understaffed and even further, 
that many have had to curtail or 
discontinue because they lack the 
parents’ interest and assistance to 
carry on their programs. 

“Scouts Hunt Man” states that 
thirty boys who have, by their 
present ratings, evidenced their in- 
terest and hard work in Scouting 
need One man. A man who need 
have no special training, ability, or 
qualifications and, in short, just he 
a good dad. 

Perhaps these thirty dads whose 
hoys stand to gain so much should 
look in a mirror and ask themselves 
if there is any real reason why 
they should not offer their services 
to their own boy and his pals. Ask 
themselves if they should advertise 
for some outsider to do their job 
for them ? To assume the obli- 
gations of father to their boy? 

Think, and think well, parents. 
God has seen fit to bless us with 
children. They are children all too 
short a time and are then gone. 
The time to help them most is right 
now. Tomorrow your heart will he 
full and your blessings many be- 
cause you helped today before it 
was too late. Because you did the 
job of being a parent in more than 
name.

THE COWBOY: 
IRISHMAN, VIRGINIAN, 
AND VAQuERO 


Ho was born an Easterner, rode 
a Moorish horse, took his ways 
from Mexico, and became a legend. 
His business title: American cow- 
boy. 

Today, often enough, the cowboy, 
is a college man. He inspects elec- 
tric fences in a Piper Club. His 
range reaches to vhc Florida 
'Glades, ranches near Philadelphia, 
t lie prairies of Long Island. He's 
capitalist. 

Whence came the first cowboy, 
however? From Ireland, from 
Spain, from backwoods Massachu- 
setts, from tidewater Virginia, the 
National Geographic Society says. 
He rode a long trail to become a 
hero of the Old West. 

By Webster and other weighty 
dictionaries, a “cowboy” is (1) A 
hoy who tends cows, (2) A Tory 
marauder and cattle-raider north 
of New York City in the Revolu- 
tionary War, and (3) A mounted 
western cattle herder. 

Both word and job are older than 
177<) in this country, yet at the 
same time considerably younger. 
Red and black kinc grazed on the 
Commons of Jamestown and in 
Puritan Massachusetts by 1(136. 
About 1655 — full 300 years ago — 
cattle were driven east to Boston 
from the then farwest outpost of 
Springfield on the Connecticut 
River. 

Though English and Scotsmen 
used “cowherd” or “drover,” the 
word “cowboy” was known in the 
colonies by 1G70. Irish fieldhands 
may have brought it, for the term 
occurs in Irish balladry of 1,000 
years ago. 

Cattle were known in the New 
World 150 years before 1070. Small 
sharp-horned Andalusian cattle and 
fine-bred Barbary horses came to 
Mexico with Spanish conquistadors 
within 30 years after Columbus 
sighted Hispaniola. Coronado took 
cattle north of the Rio Grande in 
1540. It was prophetic, perhaps, 
that the first white man to cross 
Texas was Cabeza de Vaca, whose 
name meant “Head of a Cow.” 

Huge Spanish haciendas spread 
cattle slowly north on the grassy 
Mexican tablelands. Herds ran 
wild and multiplied. Half-wild 
vaqueros — “cowboys” — rounded 
them up to burn or cut the hidalgo’s 
brand on the calves. 

From these Mexican vaqueros, 
Scottish and English frontiersmen 
drifting into what is now Texas 
learned their trade and forged a 
cattle kingdom. Their animals, 
their tools, even their words were 
Mexican: mustang, sombrero, pon- 
cho, corral, bronco, adobe, vigilante, 
vamoose, stampede. 

But no market existed for Texas 
cattle. All possible selling points 
were too far away. Herds grew 
larger still. Then came the Cali- 
fornia gold rush and the crossing 
of the continent. The railroads fol- 
lowed. 

At the Civil War’s end the “Iron 
Trail” reached west into Kansas, 
and Texas herds began moving 
north to meet it. Over the Red 
River, amid clouds of dust and the 
whoops of hard-driving saddle-bred 
cowhands, long-horns streamed by 
the millions — gaunt, bawling, wild- 
eyed beef on the hoof. 

They surged into Abilene, Ells- 
worth, Newton, Wichita, and Dodge 
City. Other herds moved on north, 
following the Long Trail to Wyo- 
ming’s lush grass, Montana, and 
Alberta. They went west to New 
Mexico, Arizona, and even Nevada. 
They took a new Texas-style life 
with them. 

The cowboy rode into national 
hero-worship on the Chisholm Trail 
only 90 years ago. Yet he is four 
centuries old on this continent. His 
longhorn now is almost an extinct 
breed. White-faced Herefords, 
glossy black Angus, Shorthorns — 
tamer, meat-solid breeds — have tak- 
en over the range. The cowboy is 


MINK TRAVELS FAR 
TO PLEASE MILADY 


Grand Canyon National Park en- 
closes the home of the Havasupais, 
possibly the smallest and certainly 
the most isolated Indian reservation 
in the United States, says the Na- 
tional Geographic Society.

The modern mink — even before it 
passes on to the Park Avenue prom- 
enade — is a well-traveled little ani- 
mal. 

A few years ago 250 of them flew 
the Atlantic from the United States 
to Norway to help stock farms 
there. Recently 340 entrained at 
Dauphin, Manitoba, bound for New- 
foundland to build up the island’s 
mink industry and thereby capi- 
talize on a plentiful supply of 
whalemeat. 

America’s 5,000 mink farmers 
sold a record 2,700,000 skins last 
year. Wisconsin produced more 
than a third of the Nation’s farm- 
raised pelts, says the National 
Geographic Society. Other leaders 
were Minnesota, Illinois, Michigan 
and New York. 

In addition, trappers marketed 
1,000,000 skins, boosting the value 
of mink pelts to GO percent of all 
raw furs produced in the United 
States. 

Still they didn’t satisfy demand. 
America, the world’s leading mink 
producer-consumer, also imported 
1,800,000 skins in 1954, a new high. 
Of these, skins from Canada repre- 
sented a little less than half the 
number, though three-fifths of the 
value, indicating their fine quality. 
Japanese mink, second in quantity 
among the imports, is much less 
prized because it is yellow and has 
to he dyed. 

Before the war, fur traders im- 
ported Chinese mink nnd kolinsky, 
the Siberian mink. But both of 
these, like all furs from Communist 
countries, have been barred by Con- 
gress since 4951. 

The only other foreign source to- 
day is Scandinavia. It was the 
Swedes who first exported the word 
“maenk” which became mink. The 
Choctaw Indians also had a word 
for the elegant skin a woman loves 
to touch; they called it “toni.” To 
the Germans, it is simply the 
“Nora.” 

In North America the wild mink 
takes to forest and water. Sweet- 
water areas show a tendency to pro- 
duce thicker, darker colored furs 
than salt water sections. From 
North Carolina southward pelts get 
thinner and redder, except near 
Lake Maurepas in Louisiana. There, 
in the presence of sweet water, the 
mink grows a dark coat liko its 
northern brother’s. 

In the wild the omnivorous, poly- 
gamous mink is a lone roanier. 
Even the female, a fiercely protec-

tive mother, likes to go it alone as 
soon as she releases her kits. Once 
a year, late in April or early in May, 
she produces an average littler of 
four. By August her brood is ready 
to fend for itself. Her daughters 
issue grandchildren the following 
spring — -unless they are trapped. 

The mink’s winter fur — it changes 
coats at the enviable rate of two a 
year — reaches its prime in Novem- 
ber. 

The chief interest of experiment- 
ers is in colors of pelts. Steeped in 
the laws of heredity, breeders in the 
past two decades have worked up 
more exquisite color tones than 
Mendel himself could have imagin- 
ed. The first mutation produced in 
quantity was the blue-gray plati- 
num, trade-marked as silverblu. 

Then came pastel, followed by 
palomino, blufrost, white, amber 
gold, and sapphire, the guard hair 
of which is a sparkling sky-blue and 
the underfur, a softer blue. To add 
to tho confusion, each breeder usual- 
ly dreams up his own name for the 
mutants so that the public has been 
pelted with names like breath of 
spring, green eye pastel, and half- 
blood (redressed as starlight). 

A single sapphire pelt has 
brought as high as $380 at auction. 
Figure 65 to 100 skins to a single 
cout — and there goes one man’s an- 
nual bond clippings. 

The average price of a farm- 
raised nelt today runs about $25. 
A finished, full-length coat may 
cost from $4,000 to $40,000 or more. 
It is easy to see why, when one con- 
siders the letting-out process by 
which the coat is created. Each 
pelt is cut into tiny, *4 -inch diag- 
onal ribbons which are sewed into 
strips that run the length of tho 
coat. Into one coat go nearly seven 
miles of thread and more than 700 
hours of highly skilled labor. 

How much longer a mink pelt will 
travel once it reaches the hack of 
its ultimate bearer depends on the 
wear and care she gives it. Fur 
experts advise hanging a mink coat 
on a heavy, shoulder-shaped hanger 
in a cool, roomy closet. Should it 
become wet, don’t brush or comb.

This could not have been done with- 
out the trained Civil Defense work- 
ers. 

All of us who are following the 
progress of the freighter Etrusco 
that went aground in the March 
blizzard will be interested to know 
that when all other communication 
methods failed the Scituate Civil 
Defense unit put its new $1200 
radio communication rig to genuine 
disaster use. 

What made them especially proud 
was that they were able vo main- 
tain communications between two 
key points when other portable 
units were bogged down in the 
heavy snow. Winchester also has a 
very efficient communication sys- 
tem with several trained operators 
that would hold up under any emer- 
gency that might come our way.

CHANGES IN YOUR 
SOCIAL SECURITY 


By Gerald J. Murphy, District 
Manager Cambridge Social 
Security Office 


Some important changes have 
been made in the old-age and sur- 
vivors insurance program as a re- 
sult of the Social Security Amend- 
ments of 1956. 

Working persons — employed and 
self-employed — need to know about 
these changes; their families need 
to know about them. It is the in- 
tention of this newspaper, with the 
cooperation of the Social Security 
Administration, District Office, 2 
Trowbridge street, Cambridge, to 
explain these changes in the Jaw, 
through a series of articles. 

In the articles to follow we shall 
describe the changes in detail. To- 
day we will summarize the three 
most important changes designed 
to strengthen this Federal insur- 
ance system, which provides partial 
protection against loss of earned 
income upon the retirement or 
death of the worker, and now — un- 
der certain conditions — upon the 
total disability of the worker. 

Effective with November of this 
year, benefits will become payable 
to women when they reach age 62. 
Survivors’ benefits for widows and, 
in certain cases, mothers of de- 
ceased workers will start with a

ayment for November which will 
e* received in December. The 
amount of the monthly payment to 
survivors will be the same as they 
would have received at age 65 un- 
der the old law. Beginning with 
November 1956, retired insured wo- 
men workers and wives of retired 
insured workers can start getting 
benefit payments at age 62. In 
these cases, the amount of the pay- 
ment will be somewhat less than 
the amount that would have been 
payable at age 65 under the old law. 

A change has been made in the 
total disability provision in the law. 
While the "disability freeze” pro- 
vision which protects the social 
security insurance right of workers 
is continued, monthly cash benefit 
payments beginning with July 1957 
will be made to totally disabled 
workers when they reach age 50. 

Beginning with January 1957 
monthly benefits will be payable to 
a disabled, unmarried child, even 
after the child has reached age 18, 
if the child was disabled since be- 
fore he reached 18 and is the de- 
pendent child of a retired or de- 
ceased parent, step-parent, or 
adopting parent who is eligible for 
old-age insurance benefits under so- 
cial security, or was insured for the 
purpose of survivors benefits at the 
time of his or her death. 

Newly-covered groups are law- 
yers, dentists, chiropractors, veter- 
inarians, naturopaths, osteopaths, 
and optometrists. Other recent 
legislation provides for the exten- 
sion of social security on a per- 
manent contributory basis after 
1956 to members of the armed serv- 
ices on active duty. 

In the next article we shall dis- 
cuss the newly-covered professional 
groups and explain the steps they 
must take to have their earnings 
correctly reported for social secur- 
ity credit under the amended law.

l. W. V. NOTES 


An enthusiastic group of over 50 
women listened to Professor Milton 
Saks, of the department of politics 
at Brandeis University, as he spoke 
to the League of Women Voters Oc- 
tober 3, on the federal loyalty- 
security programs. Mrs. James 
Baker graciously opened her lovely 
home at 6 Grove street for the 
afternoon meeting. After a busi- 
ness meeting conducted by Mrs. 
Neil Borden, the League president, 
the speaker was introduced by Mrs. 
Robert Joslin, Civil Liberties chair- 
man. 

Professor Saks gave a brief his- 
tory of federal loyalty-security pro- 
grams which actually date from 
George Washington’s informal 
screening of Tory sympathizers in 
the early years of the republic. This 
problem has always been with us 
because Americans have two basic 
beliefs which must live side by side 
but which frequently, especially in 
times of war or war’s aftermath, 
seem to come into conflict. One is 
our belief in individual rights and 
the other is our belief in the 
rights of the group — specifically the 
need for loyalty to our form of gov- 
ernment. It is very difficult to 
maintain a just balance between 
these two concepts, consequently an 
entirely satisfactory federal loyal- 
ty-security program has not been 
devised. Professor Saks stressed 
the fact that it is a very difficult 
problem with many cogent argu- 
ments on both sides and we must 
not expect to find an easy answer. 
However we must not underestim- 
ate the Communist menace and a 
loyalty-security program is essen- 
tial. 

He also feels that both parties 
must share the blame and/or praise 
for the loyalty system which has 
developed since the rise of recent 
totalitarianism. He believes that 
current recommendations by the 
American Bar Association and 
others would improve the present 
loyalty-security program, and that 
with some pressure from public 
opinion these recommendations 
have a good chance of being ac- 
cepted. 

As the meeting ended the League 
members and guests were served 
delicious cider and doughnuts by 
Mrs. K. W. Donnell and her hospi- 
tality committee.

persons of what kind of a UN we 
need, as a preliminary to working 
toward it. 

UN Day on October 24 merits 
real recognition and a Winchester 
UN Committee is already in action. 
But unless we assume the UN can- 
not be improved, it is important to 
think of what changes are neces- 
sary and worth thinking about.

Accompanying themselves on 
their guitars, Mary Craig McLane 
and Mr. Theodore Wood struck a 
light and homey note in their pro- 
gram of American and European 
folk songs at the Music Hall last 
Thursday. This was the second of 
the Wellesley Club’s series of Win- 
chester Mornings. 

Mr. Wood opened the program 
with a mellow and clearly-sung 
Whaling Song, a condensed, musical 
“Moby Dick.” There followed a 
robust “play party” song from the 
southern Appalachians. As Mr. 
Wuod explained, these songs took 
the place of forbidden dancing. 
They dealt with subjects of love or 
drink, had a certain course quality 
which is their appeal. 

In an equally pleasing hut lighter 
voice, Miss McLane offered a more 
plaintive French folk tale of a 
father’s loneliness for a son; then, 
a gay satire on the doubtful effi- 
ciency of the French government, i 
la Maurice Chevalier, called “Ma- 
dame la Marquise.” In contrast, 
was her beautifully sung religious 
chant, mediaeval in origin and 
character. 

With a complete change of mood, 
Mr. Wood rollicked through the 
tragi-comic ballad, “Rocking the 
Cradle from Someone’s Baby that j 
Isn’t Your Own;” the great Negro 
folk song, “John Henry;” and a 
hate-song, “When I Lay Down and 
Die, Do Die.” 

The loneliness in the songs of the 
American West was caught so well 
by Miss McLane in a cowboy’s 
melancholy plaint to his cattle, and 
in a second ballad which ended on 
the soft, haunting note of a distant 
train whistle. 

Miss McLane and Mr. Wood cried 
in vain to end their program with 
a very melodic and moving duet 
about a gambler's love for his lady. 
An appreciative audience demanded 
encores. It was rewarded with the 
original of “Autumn Leaves,” sung 
in the characteristically melancholy 
style of the French by Miss Mc- 
Lane; and another catchy duet, 
“Any Time.” Not until they had 
disposed of the popular “Bluetail 
Fly” were these artists able to tear 
themselves away.

AIR FORCE ANNOUNCES NEW 
RE-ENLISTMENT REGULATIONS 

Master Sgt. A1 Raftopoulos, the 
local Air Force Recruiter, for the 
Medford-Winchester urea announc- 
ed to this paper today that the 
United States Air Force has adopt- 
ed n new Re-enlistment regulation 
whereby former Air Force service- 
men are offered choice of assign- 
ment and grade adjustments up \o 
two years from date of discharge. 
The new assignment regulation 
does away with the date of return 
from an overseas area, and instead, 
the assignment is done by allowing 
the prior servicemen to select from 
a list of valid vacancies nation wide 
his choice of an Air Force Base. 

This new assignment procedure 
should he of interest to any prior 
serviceman who desires to he as- 
signed to a specific Air Force Base 
anywhere in the United States of 
America, and also allowances have 
been made for those prior service- 
men who desire to re-enlist for a 
specific overseas assignment. 


Sgt. Raftopoulos explained that 
the prior servicemen are in the 
drivers seat as concerns a choice of 
assignments, for example, if an in- 
dividual wishes to he assigned over- 
seas he may select one of four 
areas, which include, Kurope, Far 
Eastern Air Forces, Alaska, or 
N.K.A.U., he is assigned directly to 
the command of his choice, there 
are no strings attached he is posi- 
tively assigned to the area he de- 
sires. 

Sgt. Raftopoulos requests any 
former servicemen who ihink that 
they may qualify under this new 
regulation to immediately call him 
at his office, MYstic 6-5109 or at his 
home, Winchester 6-1764.

UNITED COMMUNITY SERVICES 


(Fifth in a series of articles on 
Red Feather benefits to 
Winchester) 

Among the six local agencies and 
institutions to benefit from the Red 
Feather Campaign, which begins 
this Sunday, will be the Winchester 
District Nursing Association. 

The Association maintains a staff 
of four full time nurses, a part- 
time nurse, and a part-time secre- 
tary. It provides bedside care in 
homes, instruction in caring for 
new babies and the sick, as well as 
a great variety of services for pre- 
venting illness, both physical and 
emotional. 

The nurses are available to any 
family in Winchester, regardless of 
economic status, but care is given 
only under the orders of a physi- 
cian. Visiting fees are kept at cost, 
but about half the patients treated 
are on a part-pay basis. Approxi- 
mately one-quarter of the Associa- 
tion’s budget is met by the United 
Community Services. 

Local charitable groups help to 
furnish equipment and a citizens’ 
board contributes many volunteer 
hours, providing transportation and 
preparing sterile supplies. How- 
ever, without the Red Feather cam- 
paign the district nurses could not 
continue so efficiently to furnish 
home care and instruction where it 
is most needed.

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FIRST PASSENGER TRAIN ON OVERHEAD 
B. & M. Diesel breaks ribbon at Winchester Station last Sunday. 
Trains Over Winchester

Exercises Mark Passing Of 

First Train On Overhead 

The first trains to go through town on the new overhead tracks, 
a morning freight and an early afternoon combination passenger and 
milk train, pulled slowly up the grade to Winchester Station last Sun- 
day with many turning out to watch both as they passed. Many had 
seen work train units moving on the overhead between the center and 
Winchester Station, but the first actual trains to use the elevated tracks 
were those of last Sunday. 

By far the larger turnout was that watching the early afternoon 
train, which had been advertised as the first to use the overhead. Se- 
lectmen anti past Selectmen, Planning Board members, State and rail- 
road officials and representatives of the contracting firms involved in 
the construction boarded the passenger train at West Medford to ride 
over the new overhead to Winchester, riving at 1:12. Many made the 
trip to West Medford in a bus which left the rear of the town hall in 
time to meet the train at West Medford. 

A special car had been promised 
the official party, but this did not 
materialize. The last car on the 
train, however, was only sparsely 
filled, and although all of the 
guests were unable to get seats, 
the whole group was accommodat- 
ed. Many of those in the official 
party crowded the platforms or 
stood in the aisle of the car, the 
better to follow the progress of 
the train toward town. 

A number of persons were gath- 
ered at the spot below Wedgemere 
south of the old Bacon Felt Mill 
where the tracks start their up- 
ward swing. At Grove place others 
were gathered and at Wedgemere 
on both sides of the tracks larger 
groups were waving to the train 
as it moved up the grade toward 
Winchester. 

At the little bridge across the 
river half way between Wedgemere 
and Winchester residents of the 
Mystic avenue and Cutting street 
neighborhood had gathered, and 
from there along the river to the 
station people were standing, or 
walking toward the station. 

Waterfield road and the adjacent 
parking lot were filled with onlook- 
ers, waving to the party of local 
officials and guests as they left the 
train. As the big Diesel, No. 4224, 
moved into the station it broke a 
blue ribbon stretched across the 
tracks as a symbol of opening the 
overhead to passenger traffic. 

As the train moved off toward 
the Highlands the local party was 
escorted by regular and auxiliary 
police across the tracks so that 
their trip down to the Common 
could be along the ramp on the 
Common street side. Many at that 
time got their first glimpse of the 
crowd awaiting them on the Com- 
mon, and were surprised at the 
size of the gathering. 

In the group of former Select- 
men moving down the ramp were 
Vincent Farnsworth, Jr., chairman 
of the Board of Selectmen when the 
State Department of Public Works 
gave positive priority to the eli- 
mination of the grade crossing 
in town, and Harrison F. Lyman, 

Jr., chairman of the Board when 
the town voted 151 to 1 to appro- 
priate money for the elimination, 
a vote later confirmed by referen- 
dum.

Winchester Wins Over Melrose 

In Final Quarter , 27-6 



A 66-yard touchdown jaunt by Captain "Moo" Russo in the third 
quarter broke up what had been a tight football game to that point, and 
started Winchester on the way to a 27-6 Middlesex League victory over 
Melrose on Manchester Field last Saturday afternoon. 

The visitors’ win over Concord the preceding Saturday had aroused 
great interest in the game among followers of both schools, and the 
biggest crowd since the season’s opener with Concord turned out for 
the game. 

For three quarters they saw n tense, if not an especially well-played, 
game, with Russo’s point conversion after Winchester’s first touchdown 
the difference between the two teams as play moved into the final period. 

Winchester had been held deep 
in its own territory as the quarter 
ended and Russo punted to his own 
43-yard line. 

At this point Melrose was play- 
ing with a lot of spirit, following 
its third-period touchdown, and not 
a few in the Winchester stands 
were far from happy as Aveni 
drove to the Winchester 40 and 
Vorville hit off tackle to the 36. 

Aveni carried again to the 34, 
and Melrose needed a yard for a 
first down at the 33. 

The Scarlet went for it, but the 
ball was fumbled and the play 
piled up on the 34, still a yard 
short, and Winchester took over. 

Here Longworth sent Russo on 
a fullback sweep right, and a spec- 
tacular block by Paonessa got big 
"Moe” into the clear along the 
near sidelines. Gathering speed as 
he plowed ahead. Russo used n nice 
combination of fake and straight- 
arm to get by the only Melrose boy 
with a chance to stop him around 
the Melrose 30, and galloped all 
the way into the end zone for the 
touchdown that really decided the 
ball game. 

"Moe” added the point after from 
placement and facing a 6-14 defi- 
cit Melrose seemed to let down a 
bit. A 15-yard clipping penalty on 
the kickoff forced the Scarlet back 
to its 19, and four plays later, dis- 
daining to kick, Melrose was held 
for downs at the 28. 

Longworth on a sweep right was 
knocked out of bounds at the Mel- 
rose 15, and Paonessa drove 
through to the 6. Russo swept over 
around his own right end, but Win- 
chester was offside on the play and 
the ball went back to the eleven.

The Indiana drew 
another five-yard penalty for off- 
®' ( k\ putting the hall buck to the 
hut this time Coaimo Paonessa 
s yot off his own left tackle to go 
the way. Russo again kicked the 
R°al and Winchester led 21-6. 

Uusso kicked and Aveni slipped 
and fell at the 6 as he tried to 
scoop up the ball. Dutton picked up 
cjtfht and Aveni got a yard before 
Freddie Bartlett picked a Mel- 
1 r osc pass out of the air at the Mel- 
*080 25 and zig-zagged into the 
end zone for the final score of the 
Kfline. Russo missed the try for 
point after, his first miss in six 
tries. 

Coach Knowlton cleared the 
bench at this point, and Melrose 
started to roll. A pair of good tack- 
les by Danny Serieka stopped 
Whitehouse at the 35, and Vorville 
at the 50 as both looked to be on 
their way. Moments later Lindvall 
recovered a Melrose fumble at the 
Winchester 47 to end the threat. 

Winchester’s first score rode in 
on a fumbled pass from center on 
a fourth-down kick with the ball 
going to the Indians ut the Mel- 
rose 37. 

A sweep lost three, but on sec- 
ond down Longworth hit Vin Mur- 
phy with a pass that carried to the 
Melrose four, and in two tries Rus- 
so bucked over. Russo kicked in the 
extra point at placement, and there 
was no further scoring before the 
half, though twice Melrose pass re- 
ceivers got well behind the local 
defenders, only to have the heaves 
fall short or be batted down. At 
least two of these aerials could 
have been intercepted by the Win- 
chester defenders for long gains 
or possible touchdowns. 

Opening the new half Winchester 
stopped Melrose at its 36. Two tries 
by Thomson were piled up without 
gain, and on third down a Long- 
worth pass was grabbed by White- 
house of Melrose, who was downed 
on the Winchester 38 by Paonessa. 

Vorville hit off tackle for nine, 
and Ilsley picked up eight to the 
Winchester 20. Verville sprinted 
around Winchester’s right end to 
the eight where he was brought 
down by Bartlett. 

Aveni broke through for four, 
but Verville on an attempted sweep 
lost a yard. Aveni swung around 
Winchester’s left flank to the very 
goal line where he was dropped by 
Flaherty, and on the next play 
Whitehouse bucked over. 

Jackson failed to kick in the ex- 
tra point twice, a penalty for off- 
side against Winchester giving him 
an extra try. 

Melrose had nine first downs to 
eight for Winchester with the In- 
dians having a slight edge in rush- 
ing, 216 yards to 204. Winchester 
completed two of three passes for 
37 yards, having the other inter- 
cepted. Melrose completed two of 
10 passes for 16 yards and had two 
intercepted. Winchester lost 35 
yards in penalties and fumbled six 
times, recovering once. 

Melrose lost 50 yards in penalties 
and fumbled three times. 

Both Winchester and Melrose had 
big student bands at the game, and 
Winchester’s musicians were ac- 
companied for the first time by 
color bearers and color guards, who 
stood in the middle of the gridiron 
for the playing of the Star Spang- 
led Banner.

TEACHERS STUDIED 
AMERICAN SECURITIES BUSINESS 

The American -iruritios business 
was the theme of the sixth annual 

conference of the Industrial Coun- 
cil held at Rensselaer Polytechnic 
Institute on October 11, 12, and 13. 
Delegates from 050 schools 
throughout the United States met 
with 175 leaders in the investment 
business to discuss the role of fi- 
nance in the development of Amer- 
ica, past, present, and future. Win- 
chester schools were represented 
by F. Meredith Cooper, head of the 
social studies department at the 
Winchester High School. Repre- 
senting the* securities business was 
another Winchester resident, Mr. 
Lionel Pollacehi. 

During the period of the confer- 
ence the teachers attended a series 
of lectures and seminars devoted to 
significant phases of the securities 
business. Topics discussed included: 
“The American Securities Business 
in Perspective,’’ “Underwriting — 
The Role of the Investment Bank- 
er,” “The Role of Stock Exchanges 
in Our Economy,” “Funds fori 
Schools and Other Government 
Projects.” One of the outstanding i 
lectures was that on “Investment 
Companies” presented by Boston’s 
Charles F. Eaton, Jr. 

The Industrial Council is a non- 
profit educational organization 
sponsored jointly by Rensselaer 
Polytechnic Institute and American 
Industry. Its aim is to provide the 


social study teacher of our second- 
ary schools an opportunity to meet 
informally — in friendly surround- 
ings — with the leaders of our basic 
industries so that both of these 
important segments of our society 
— through and exchange of ideas 
ran more readily understand and 
appreciate each other’s problems 
and goals. In this way, teachers are 
able to inform their students of the 
role of American industry in their 
society, its value to our economy 
and its contribution to our way of 
life. 

Founded in 1952, the Council ses- 
sions have been sponsored in turn 
by the oil industry, the chemical 
industry, the electrical manufac- 
turing industry, the automotive in- 
dustry, and the pharmaceutical in- 
dustry. Nearly 7000 educators and 
industrialists have attended these 
sessions. 

A fitting climax to this year’s 
conference on the American secur- 
ities business was provided by the 
address of Mr. Harold E. Wood, of 
Minneapolis, Minnesota. Selecting 
as his topic, “Education and Fi- 
nance Face the Future,” Mr. Wood 
first revciwcd the story of Amer- 
ica’s tremendous economic develop- 
ment from pioneer days to the 
present. Then he forecast that the 
next twenty years will see a fur- 
ther expansion in our economy and 
a notable increase in the standard 
of living enjoyed by the average 
man. 

Mr. Wood believes that American 
education will play a vital role in 


this development, especially as it 
helps the pupils of our schools to 
understand nnd appreciate the free 
enterprise system. From this un- 
derstanding and appreciation lie 
hopes will come the desire of the 
average citizen to participate more 
fully in the economic system 
through the ownership of a share 
in American industry or business. 
In his opinion, “broader share own- 
ership is so integral a part of demo- 
cratic processes, that we must ac- 
complish it, however painstakingly, 
if we are going to keep our essen- 


tial character as a nation.”

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EDITORIALS 

Next Wednesday evening will be Hallowe'en, a time not so long 
ago to be looked forward to with apprehension and in some instances 
with real dread. Fortunately hoodlumism has been progressively miss- 
ing from recent Hallowe’en observances, especially in Winchester where 
church, civic and school leaders, as well as the police, have stressed 
fun instead of destruction for Hallowe’en celebrations. Winchester's 
youngsters have behaved in exemplary fashion on recent Hallowe’ens, 
and there is no particular reason to expect any different conduct this 
year. Hallowe’en is one occasion on which our young people can defi- 
nitely show they have the good sense some people seem to think they 
lack. 

It is too bad more persons, and especially parents, both of boys in 
service and prospective service boys, didn’t take the trouble to visit the 
display of engineer equipment put up on the Common last Saturday by 
Winchester’s reserve unit, the 319th Engineer Battalion. 

Boys completing service are going to be required to join a reserve 
unit, and the 319th offers Winchester boys an opportunity to serve 
their reserve hitch with its “C” company in Winchester. Some of what 
the Winchester Reserve unit had to offer was on display last Saturday, 
the reservists having been on the job at 5 o’clock in the morning to have 
the exhibition ready. 

Captain Guido Santo Liquido commands the unit and had on display 
a Nike guided missile, guns of various calibers, mine detectors, hand 
grenades and model bridges. Winchester people might well have been 
more interested, especially in view of the present reserve requirements.

EXERCISES HARKED PASSING OF 
FIRST TRAIN ON OVERHEAD 

(Continued from Page 1) 

Several hundred persons of all 
ages gathered on the Common for 
the brief exercises held there, de- 
spite the , r nrt that the hour was 
one during which most families 
are nt dinner on a Sunday. 

A bunting-draped sneaker’s plat- 
form had been erected and a public 
address system installed by the 
B. & M. Rep. Harrison Chadwick 
acted ns master of ceremonies. 

Stating that the grade crossing 
had been a problem in Winchester 
since the Boston nnd Lowell first 
started to run trains through town 
in 1831, Rep. Chadwick told his 
bearers that Selectmen from the 
incorporation of the town in 1850 
had been concerned with the neces- 
sity for its elimination. He told of 
the progress of the elimination 
movement and congratulated all 
those who in any way had a hand 
in the final solution of the problem. 

In conclusion ho called upon the 
representatives of the State De- 
partment of Public Works, Boston 
& Maine Railroad and the contract- 
ing firms involved, the Maney Com- 
pany and the Berk-Moorc Com- 
pany, to take hows. 

George Redding, chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen, represented 
the town, and prefaced his re- 
marks with the statement that the 
day’s events were not a dedication, 
hut rather a “launching,” since the 
overhead project is not yet com- 
pleted. 

Continuing, Mr. Redding said the 
grade crossing had been considered 
dangerous as early as 1835, when 
certain of the officers of that time 
ordered its abolition. 

As early as 1900 the Star print- 
ed the statement that the crossing 
gates were down so much and so 
long that it was time to agitate for 
the crossing’s abolition. Since that 
time most people have felt, Mr, 
Redding stated, that the crossing 
should be abolished, the difference 
of opinion being what plan of abo 
lition to accept. 

Mr. Redding expressed his own 
and his Board’s pleasure that the 
crossing has at last been abolished, 
and ventured the opinion that the 
abolition is worth the price. 

In closing he expressed the ap 
preciation of the town to the State 
the railroad and the contractors for 
their fine cooperation and interest 
which has made the transition from 
grade to overhead tracks so easy 
for us all. He described the break- 
ing of t ho blue ribbon across the 
tracks by the engine as the symbol 
of a job well done. 

Next introduced, Mr. P. J. Mul- 
laney, vice president of the Boston 
& Maine Railroad, said that he was 
pleased to participate in the day’s 
ceremonies as a resident of “this 
fine town.” His home is on Oxford 
street. 

He brought to the gathering the 
greeting of Patrick McGinnis, pres- 
ident of the Boston & Maine, and 
told his audience that the railroad 
would like to be able to abolish all 
grade crossings in its system, be- 
lieving the price to be not too high 
when set against the possibility of 
saving life. In closing he expressed 
the belief that the Woburn loop 
would be ready for use in a “month 
or so.” 

Rep. Chadwick- then read u letter 
from Governor Herter, congratulat- 
ing the town upon the abolition of 
its grade crossing and expressing 
his personal regret at being unable 
to join in the celebration. 

Representing Governor Herter 
at the exercises was former Public 
Works Commissioner John Volpe, 
who was in office during the actual 
construction of the overhead. He, 
too, expressed his pleasure at par- 
ticipating in the celebration as a 
resident of Winchester. His home is 
on Everett avenue. 

He said that as far back as 1634 
there was a traffic problem in Win- 
chester with north and south bound 
travel crossing that bound from 
east to west. With the advent of 
the railroad in 1835 the traffic 
problem became intensified until 
in 1930 the State Department of 
Public Works placed Winchester at 
the head of a list of crossings slat- 
ed for abolition. 

In 1950, said Mr. Volpe, the then 
Public Works Commissioner Calla- 
han, the President of the State 
Senate, Winchester’s Harris Rich- 
ardson, and the Selectmen “got to- 
gether on the plan” to eliminate the 
overpass by raising the tracks, and 
constant review of the plan had 
convinced him. Mr. Volpe said, that 
the plan with his own addition of 
the Skillings by-pass, was the only 
one feasible. 

Mr. Volpe placed the cost of the 
overhead at $7,000,000 and praised 
the fine construction job done by 
the Maney Company and the other 
contractors. He also expressed re- 
gret that the tracks could not be 
raised without hurting certain resi- 
dents of the town. 

In conclusion Mr. Volpe took the 
opportunity of bidding a temporary 
farewell to his fellow townspeople 
on the eve of his departure for 
Washington to head the National 
Highway Construction program, 
expressing the hope that ne would 
be back in his home town next year.

Winchester's share of the $15,- 
000,000 going to municipalities 
from the $30,000,000 Highway Bond 
Issue through Legislative action 
under Chapter 718 of the Acts of 
1950, is $70,997.04, according to an 
announcement made yesterday by 
State Public Works Commissioner 
Carl A. Sheridan. 

This money has to be set up in a 
special account and can be used by 
the town for any purpose for which 
highway money can he borrowed. 
Estimates of plans for spending 
the $70,997.64 must be submitted to 
the State authorities immediately. 

Each year municipalities get back 
from the State a percentage of 
what they have paid in corporation 
and state income taxes. The 
amount each receives is established 
by a Legislative formula based on 
valuation, this same yardstick hav- 
ing been used in the distribution of 
the Highway Bond issue money. 

Winchester will receive this year 
from the State from income and 
corporation tax money $249,000. 
To date $203,000 of this amount has 
been received, leaving a balance of 
$46,000 due. 

Last Friday the Governor’s office 
announced a windfall of money 
from the state income and corpor- 
ation taxes. Winchester's share in 
the windfall amounts to $51,000, 
which will be added to the $46,000 
now due. making the total to be re- 
ceived before the first of the vear, 
$97,000.

WILLIAM J. O’DONNELL 


AIDED IN PACIFIC RESCUE 


Winchester friends of Mr. and 
Mrs. James K. O’Donnell of 15 
Myrtle street, were interested to 
learn that their son, Radioman Wil- 
liam J. O’Donnell, played an im- 
portant part in the rescue of 31 
passengers from a wrecked Pan 
American Airliner in the mid- 
Pacific last week Tuesday. 

Radioman O’Donnell, a former 
Woburn boy, is assigned to the 
Coast Guard Cutter W-70 Pont- 
chartrain based at Long Beach, 
Calif. News of the imperiled air- 
liner reached the Pontchartrain at 
sea, and sent O’Donnell to his post 
in the radio room of the ship. There, 
while the cutter sped to the rescue, 
he kept the outside world informed 
of the exciting train of events. 

All of the 31 passengers of the 
air-liner that went down in .the 
Pacific 1,045 miles southwest of 
San Francisco, were taken safely 
aboard the Pontchartrain and re- 
turned to California. The rescue 
was completed 21 minutes after the 
plane crashed and then sank to the 
bottom of the ocean. 

O’Donnell is a graduate of Wo- 
burn High School, class of 1953, and 
is a former Tanner football player. 
He has been in the United States 
Coast Guard for three years and 
has seen service in the North At- 
lantic, Iceland, Greenland and 
Labrador. His present ship, the 
Pontchartrain, is a weather and 
patrol ship, patrolling the waters 
west of the United States, day and 
night, noting weather conditions or 
any other hazards and relaying 
them to the main land. He has 
been with the cutter since October 
of last year. 

The O’Donnells have two more 
sons with service records; Jackie, 
who was a member of the Rhine 
Conference championship football 
team while serving with t-he Army 
in Germany; and James, who was a 
member of the United States Air 
Force.

YOUTHS BATTLED 
NEAR THEATRE 

Two groups of youths, one from 
Stonchnm and the other from Med- 
ford, Maiden, Somerville and Mel- 
rose battled each other on upper 
Main street near the Winchester 
Theatre Hallowe’en night about 10 
o’clock. 

According to the police five 
Stonchnm hoys were talking to 
some Winchester girls near the 
theatre shortly before the fighting 
broke out. The other hoys, 12 in 
number, drove up in cars, looking 
for a party on Horn Pond road. 

What precipitated the trouble 
could not immediately he determin- 
ed, but police say the Medford, 
Malden, Somerville and Melrose 
youths got out of their cars and 
fighting broke out immediately. 

Officer William Nash, on duty 
nearby, sent in a call to headquar- 
ters and a police detail under Ser- 
geant Irving Reardon, comprising 
Officers James Flaherty, William 
Haggerty and John Hogan went to 
Officer Nash’s assistance. 

Most of the battlers were rounded 
up and taken to headquarters wJiere 
their names were taken and they 
were questioned by Lt. Edward W. 
O’Connell. One youth was taken to 
the Winchester Hospital with a cut 
behind the ear necessitating nine 
stitches, and another, w’ith stomach 
injuries said to have resulted from 
a blow’ with a piece of pipe. A 
severe wrist injury, a bruised arm 
and a had black eye were among the 
other visible evidence of the fracas. 

Police believe the head injuries of 
the youth taken to the Winchester 
Hospital and another treated at the 
Lawrence Memorial Hospital in 
Medford were made by blow’s from 
pipe w’ielded by the combatants, 
w’ho ranged in ages from 17 to 19 
years. 

One of the two cars in which 
some of the youths escaped W’as 
later picked up by the police and its 
occupants questioned. Lt. O’Con- 
nell stated that a conference would 
he held at headquarters Thursday 
afternoon to determine w'hat sort 
of court action w’ould be taken 
against the youths.

Medical history is full of fasci- 
nating coincidences, hut none* more 
fascinating — or important to the 
human heart — thnn a miracle which 
began in a haystack. 

Heart attacks occur when the 
arteries narrow and the blood clots, 
cutting off flow of blood to parts of 
the heart. Aflt»r a heart attack, 
when the victim is in bed, the lack 
of activity causes the blood lo flow 
even more slowly, and its suscep- 
tibility to more clotting — and con- 
sequently, a second heart attack — 
is even higher. 

One of the most important tools 
to recovery is an anti-clotting agent 
— something to thin the blood so it 
flows more easily through the sick 
arteries and the struggling heart. 
Without such agents, thousands of 
persons now in good health would 
have been dead long ago. 

In the late 1920’s, mid western 
farmers were losing hundreds of 
cattle to a mysterious malady they 
knew as sweet-clover disease. The 
cows ate rotted sweet clover hay 
and promptly hemorrhaged and 
hied to death at the slightest wound 
even a routine de-horning. 

In February, 1933, farmer Ed 
Carlson of Wisconsin lost five cows. 
Angrily, he took a carcass co the 
University of Wisconsin, demand- 
ing to know why. Dr. Karl Paul 
Link, an agricultural chemist, tried 
without success to make the dead 
animal's blood clot. It wouldn’t. 

That started a chemical search 
which lasted for years, with moun- 
tains of rotted sweet-clover litter- 
ing his laboratory basement and 
experiment after experiment 'ail- 
ing. Finally in June, 1939, he found 
a few tiny crystals. It took him 
18 months of experimenting to get 
one teaspoonful of this crystal 
material He and his associates 
found it was dicoumarin, made of 
a chemical agent which chins blood 
by inhibiting the formation of pro- 
thrombin in the liver 

This was what killed the mid- 
western cows. It proved to be easy 
to manufacture from coal tar deri- 
vatives, but it was not until 1941 
that it came out of the laboratory 
and into your doctor’s kit.

Next Tuesday is election day, and Winchester voters, if they need 
any particular urging, should be attracted to the polls by the fact that 
two of our fellow townsmen are running for oflicc this year. Rep. 
Harrison Chadwick has represented Winchester in the State Legis- 
lature for some years now and is a candidate for re-election.

for the State Senate in the Sixth Middlesex District. 

Candidates at all levels and of all parties naturally hope you will 
vote for them, but those running for office who are most worth while 
urge you to vote, whatever your choice may be.

The overhead is proving a popular, if not an especially safe place 
for youngsters about the square to play, and it would be a good idea 
to discourage this practice before a serious accident occurs.

He isn’t going to sell you unreliable service or merchandise because 
his place of business is located in the community where his customers 
live, and they can get at him easily if anything he sells them or does 
for them turns out badly. 

The point of the whole advertisement is that your home town 
merchant or service dealer wants your business, and wants to deserve 
vour business by standing squarely behind the goods and services he 
sells. It isn’t always safe to shop price alone. The fly-by-night dealer 
can always give you a good price. 


P. 0. ROUTE ADJUSTMENTS 

At the beginning of this week the 
letter carrier routes at the local 
post office wore adjusted to try to 
keep pace with tin* growing popula- 
tion of the town. Up to now, new 
houses which could not he absorbed 
by the present carrier force were 
delivered by a mail truck which 
took care of the fringes, new de- 
velopments, etc. 

Another route has now been ad- 
ded and these places are now incor- 
porated into regular carrier routes. 
There are still sections of town 
where better service is provided by 
the use of trucks, where the houses 
are too far apart for efficient foot 
carrier service.

However, 
the office is trying to give better 
service and the wrinkles which will 
develop will have to be taken care 
of as they occur. So, all the officials 
ask is that everyone bear with the 
local office while adjustments are 
being made. 

One of the features of the re- 
adjustment is giving the business 
center of town two complete deliv- 
eries. The first delivery is strictly 
first class mail. The second complete 
delivery will consist of papers, mag- 
azines, circulars, etc., as well as 
any later first class mail. 

The local business men contacted 
have expressed strong approval.

WINCHESTER ART ASSOCIATION 


The November meeting of the 
Winchester Art Association will be 
held in the Library Gallery on Wed- 
nesday evening, November 7, in- 
stead of the usual Tuesday evening. 
The subject “How to Draw a Line” 
will be discussed by Mr. Harold F. 
Lindergreen, who is well known 
tc the members of the Art Associa- 
tion. 

Mr. Lindergreen graduated from 
the Mass. School of Art in the 
Dept, of Design. He is a member 
of the Guild of Boston Artists and 
has exhibited there, and he is also 
a member of the Boston Water 
Color Society. He is past president 
of the Eastern Art Assn., vice 
president of the Mass. Art Educa- 
tion Assn., and is on the faculty of 
the Garland Junior College. 

For four years he held the po- 
sition as the founding director of 
Castle Hill. Now Mr. Lindergreen 
is director o.f the education pro- 
gram of the Bureau of University 
Travel. 

The exhibit will be pictures loan- 
ed by Winchester friends and in- 
cludes Chinese and Japanese prints 
and paintings, also etchings, line 
drawings and charcoal drawings. 

The painting classes which are 
sponsored by the Art Association, 
are progressing favorably. There 1 
are one or two vacancies in the 
evening class directed by Mr. King 
Coffin.

Grade 6 of the Lincoln School 
visited Science Park and Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts recently. The 
trip was directed by teacher, Robert 
Nearine and was a school sponsored 
project. A total of 31 childr 
tieipated. 

For the second successive year, 
Lincoln School was invited to par- 
ticipate in the Metropolitan District 
School Program. This is a pro- 
gram whereby schools are permit- 
ted to send children to the Museum 
under supervision. Free access to 
the exhibition halls is combined 
with a demonstration of scientific 
principles and an animated lecture. 
The demonstration, this year, con- 
cerned itself with sound transmis- 
sion and more practically, with 
television, tape recorders, and pitch 
control. 

As part of the social studies pro- 
gram, the remainder of the day was 
spent investigating the early Amer- 
ican collections of Fine Arts. Pupil 
interest centered around the Paul 
Revere Room, the collections of 
early American furniture, and the 
portraits of Revolutionary leaders 
by Stuart and Copley. A side trip 
through part of the Egyptian col- 
lection proved an interesting ex- 
perience. 

The classroom follow up for the 
trip consisted of letters written to 
Science Park with illustrations of 
the visit. It was hoped that free 
passes, awarded by the musuem, 
might be earned by the letters and 
pictures. 

Miss Cullen’s third grade class at 
the Lincoln School took a walk 
about the center of town to get 
placement of important buildings 
and streets for their map study in 
connection with a Social Studies 
unit. 

Mrs. Sullivan’s and Mrs. Buck- 
ley’s class took a Nature walk in 
the Fells to observe the birds and 
the seasonal changes in the trees 
and bushes as part of their study in 
science. 


One of the finest services per- 
formed by the League of Women 
Voters is the annual release of 
hundreds of non-partisan, factual 
publications whose sizes range 
from one page flyers to fiOO page 
books. The large majority of these 
publications are nut out by the 
national office of the L.W.V. which 
is located in Washington, I>. C. 
League members and their hus- 
bands are familiar with the “Na- 
tional Voter,” a bi-monthly four 
page newspaper crammed with con 
cise, up to the minute analysis of 
affairs in Washington. Each mem- 
ber receives this paper automatic- 
ally upon joining the League. In 
addition, pamphlets are always 
available at nominal cost on items 
which the League is studying or 
has recently studied. The Carrie 
Chapman Catt organization, the 
educational arm of the League, puts 
out larger booklets generally writ- 
ten by educators, lawyers, news- 
paper men, or other authorities in 
the field with which the booklet 
deals. One of these booklets which 
was recently used by the Winches- 
ter League is “The Role of Political 
Parties U.S.A.,” by Joseph C. 
Harsch of the Christian Science 
“Monitor.” 

This year the Massachusetts 
State League has very proudly pre- 
sented to the public as well as to 
League members an outstanding 
book, “Mass. State Government: A 
Citizens’ Handbook.” Published by 
the Harvard press, this book has 
had excellent review's from every 
critic and was analyzed recently on 
Channel 2 by Louis M. Lyons, Har- 
vard’s new analyst and commenta- 
tor. The Lincoln Filene fund direc- 
tors thought so highly of the book 
that they have presented a copy of 


it to every public library and every 
high school library in the state. 

A state publication to which all 
Winchester citizens are freely web 
come is available now at all of 0UI 
banks, the library, many hairdress- 
ers, etc. It is the very pertinent 
“Voters’ Guide” which present s 
many facts about the offices, plat- 
forms, and rules of voting for the 
November fi election. The cost of 
presenting this pamphlet to the 
public has been shared by the local 
leagues and the state organization. 

In this field our local league has 
not been idle. Last spring it pre- 
sented to Winchesteritos the 31- 
page booklet, “Inside Winchester, 
U.S.A.” The booklet can still he 
purchased for 35 cents at the 
Spaulding Bookstore. Approxi- 
mately 800 copies have been sold 
and the League has nearly regained 
the cost of publication. Almost nil 
town meeting members own a copy 
and report that they find it an ex- 
cellent reference. 

The Winchester League greatly 
regrets the recent resignation of 
our excellent publications chairman, 
Mrs. Thomas Halloran, who is 
moving out of town. However we 
feel very fortunate in securing 
Mrs. Richard Kelley of Somerville 
as our new publications chairman. 
Mrs. Kelley’s husband is dean of 
the school of special studies .it 
Tufts and the Kelleys have many 
friends in Winchester.

For taxable years after 1055, 
persons who work for themselves — 
alone or in partnership — as lawyers, 
dentists, chiropractors, veterin- 
arians, naturopaths, osteopaths, 
and optometrists, started building 
old-age and survivors insurance 
protection for themselves and their 
families on the same basis as self- 
i employed persons previously cov- 
j ored by the law. It is estimated 
j that about 200,000 professional 
; people are affected by this change 
in the Social Security Law.

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CHANGES IN YOUR 
SOCIAL SECURITY

Today I nm addressing my dis- 
cussion of the new Social Security 
Law to women — to wives of retired 
insured workers, to widows of de- 
ceased insured workers, to women 
workers who are in employment or 
self-employment that counts toward 
old-age and survivors insurance 
benefits, and to those dependent 
mothers who might become’ eligible 
for survivors payments if an in- 
sured son or daughter should die. 

Heretofore there has been a uni- 
form age’ at which benefit payments 
could start for all beneficiaries 
other than children and wives or 
widows with children in their rare. 
That age was 65; it remains 65 for 
male beneficiaries. The 1956 amend- 
ments to the law, however, lower 
the age at which women can re- 
ceive benefits. Beginning with No- 
vember of this year (1956) women 
an start getting payments at age 
62. 

Widows and (in case there is no 
surviving child or spouse entitled *o 
benefit payments) dependent moth- 
ers, may begin getting survivors 
benefit payments when they reach 
age 62. They will get the same 
monthly benefit that ihcy would 
have started to get at age 65 under 
the old law. 

Wives of retired insured workers 
and retired insured working women 
can, if they choose, start getting 
benefit payments at age 62. How 
ever, the monthly benefit amount 
payable to them will he somewhat 
less than the amounts of the bene- 
fits they would have received had 
they waited until age 65. In case a 
wife or an insured working woman 
elects to start getting benefits be- 
fore age 65, she will continue to re- 
ceive a reduced amount after she 
reaches that age. The longer a 
woman waits after reaching 62 and 
before age 65 to start getting pay- 
ments, the less the reduction in The 
amount of the monthly benefit. As 
I have said above, however, once 
she starts getting monthly pay- 
ments at a reduced rate, she can- 
not later qualify for the full 
amount. 

Let us take the example of a wo- 
man who has been employed in

amount, based on her .average • Tu n- 
ings in covered work, is $78. JO. If 
she walls until she reaches ago •> > 
to retire, she will get that ‘ml 
amount every month ’mm then on. 
But he will reach age 62 in No- 
vember 1956. If she decides vo o- 
tire then, she can get old-age pay- 
ments starting with November. The 
amount she will receive i 1 1 ho 80 
percent of the monthly amount he 
would receive if she waited until 
she reached 65. This will ho $62.40 
monthly instead of $78.00 per 
month. If she waits until she is 
63 to start getting retirement pay- 
ments, her benefit, amount will he 
$67.60 monthly. Every year, and 
every month within a year in which 
she puts off receiving retirement 
benefits up to age 65, will increase 
her benefit amount slightly. 1 want 
to point out again, however, that 
once she starts getting reduced pay- 
ments, she will not he able to qual- 
ify later for the full payment. 

The above example applies also 
to the wife of a retired insured 
worker receiving benefits. In her 
case, however, the amount of vhc 
monthly benefit she would get, if 
she chose to claim payments at age 
62, would he 76 percent of what she 
would get if she waited until she 
reached age 65. As in the case of 
the woman worker, the wife’s 
monthly payments will be a little 
larger each month she defers claim- 
ing benefits after her 62nd birthday 
and before she roaches 65. How- 
ever, if her retired insured husband 
should die at any time after she has 
begun to receive her reduced bene- 
fits she will begin receiving ?uil 
widow’s benefits plus the lump-sum 
death payment 

Today I have explained how age 
62 has become important vo women 
under the new Social Security Law.

ARE YOU EXPECTING 
mm BY MAIL! 

A word of advice to home garden- 
ers come; today from Postmaster 
Thomas J. Gilgun, “If you’re ex- 
pecting a shipment of shrubbery or 
plants through the mail, you’ll get 
best results” ho says, “if you lake 
certain steps to co-operate with 
postal authorities. This is the ship- 
ping season for nursery stock or- 
ders, and much of the stock is 
perishable.” So here’s what you 
should do, according vo Postmaster 
(Jilgun and iho Gardening Council 
of New York. 

If you plan to he away or on 
vacation, make arrangements to 
have a neighbor accept your ship- 
ments, keep watered and in a cool 
location until your return home. 
Otherwise, the plants may deterior- 
ate in storage at the Post Office. Ex- 
press, or Freight Station while a- 
waiting delivery. 

If a neighbor cannot accent de- 
livery, contact the Post Office or 
Transportation Agent, and leave in- 
struction as to where the plants can 
he delivered. A cool basement, gar- 
age, or shaded porch is always bet- 
ter than a mail room or On-Hand 
Department for storage of plants 
and dormant nursery stock. 

If you are home when your ship- 
ments arrive, make sure you have 
prepared the gound for planting in 
advance, and put the nursery stock 
in the ground as soon as it arrives. 
Early planting, liberal watering, 
and following the sender’s instruc- 
tions will insure best growth of all 
plant materials.

Safety Tip: Temper your driving 
with common sense, advises the 
AAA. It’s only common sense to 
Look and Signal before you pull 
out of a parking space — yet too 
Common Sense way. 


How’s your highway I. Q.? How 
much do you know about the facts 
of driving safely ? 

A quiek-quiz to find out how 
much — or how little — drivers know 
about the cause of accidents has 
been prepared by James Haley of 
the Luther W. Puffer, Jr., insur- 
ance agency, based on information 
supplied him by safety engineers 
for the Kemper Insurance group. 
Haley says the Highway I. Q. 
quiz offers drivers a brief refresher 
course on some common misconcep- 
tions about driving safety. 

“Knowing the correct answers to 
these questions,” he points out, 
“may someday save a driver’s life.”

3. Good weather. Only one out 
of five fatal accidents occurs in in- 
clement weather, according to the 
Kemper safety engineers. 

4. (b) Pull over to the curb and 
rest. Avoid starchy foods, heavy 
meals and liquids. Drugs, which 
slow up reactions, are dangerous. 

5. (d) pump the brake pedal 
gently but firmly, particularly on 
wet or icy pavement. 

6. (h) Apply brakes gently or 
not at all. In case of blowout, a sud- 
den application of the brakes may 
cuuse a car to overturn. 

7. (d) Going too fast for road, 
weather and visibility conditions is 
most common cause of fatal acci- 
dents. 

8. (b) A worn out tire is a men- 
ace to the driver, his passengers 
and to others on the road. Keep it 
in the garage, put it on the rubbish 
pile or make a swing for the kids, 
Haley advised. 

9. (b) One out of six. The figure 
for pedestrian deaths only is even 
higher. One out of every four adult 
pedestrians killed in traffic had 
been drinking. 

10. (a) Octagonal, (b) Square, 
(c) Circular, (d) Diamond-shaped. 

Traffic Tip: Let your car warm 
up before taking it into traffic, ad- 
vises the AAA. It’s not fair to 
other drivers to stall in traffic, and 
it’s a dangerous thing to do.

Intercepted Passes Hurt 

Reading In 19-6 Win 


Winchester came hack from Rending last Saturday afternoon with 
a 19-6 win over Reading High in a Middlesex League game at the 
Junior High Field. The game was a tight one nnd somehow you can’t 
get over the feeling that Winchester’s win was a hit on the lucky aide. 

Reading, ns usual, was fired up for this one, nnd out-stntiRticked 
Winchester, 16 first downs to It), with a total of 288 yards rushing to 234 
for the Indians. The Rockets threw six passes, completing two for 19 
yards nnd having three intercepted. Winchester didn’t complete either 
pass attempt. Both teams fumbled disastrously, Heading twice and 
Winchester three times. The Indians lost 20 yards in penalties to 25 for 
Reading, the Rockets’ final 15 yarder for unnecessary roughness leading 
to Winchester’s final touchdown. 

It was really those three pass in- 
terceptions that raised hob with 
the losers, those and a stout goal 
line stand that stopped the red 
shifted Reading hoys at the be- 
ginning of the final quarter on the 
Winchester four. 

Winchester had a chance in the 
first quarter when the Indians 
blocked a Conway punt and recov- 
ered on their own 40. The locals 
swept to two first downs on die 
ground, only to lose the hall on a 
fumble at the Reading 26. 

With Bcighley and White doing 
the bulk of the carrying the Rock- 
kets drove to the Winchester 35 
where they in turn fumbled away 
the leather. Winchester had io 
kick and Murphy dropped the Read- 
ing safety on the Rockets’ 15. 

Once again Reading started to 
roll, driving out to its 41, where an 
attempted lateral was spilled by 
Murphy for an eight yard loss and 
Conway dropped hack to the punt.

Conway ran the kickoff hack to 
his 36, and three plays later a 15 
Vard personal foul against Win- 
chester nullified some good defen- 
sive work and gave Reading a first 
down at Winchester’s 45. 

From there, first White and then 
Beighley got away for good gains 
! to give the Rockets a first down at 
‘the Winchester 13. 

Reading’s running game was go- 
ing well, the Indians seeming to 
have no defense for a sweep right 
with Beighley carrying. At vhis 
point, however, the Rockets took to 
the air, and little Freddie Bartlett 
made the second of two providential 
interceptions for Winchester, pluck- 
ing the pigskin out of the ether at 
the one yard line and getting back 
with it to the Winchester 10 just 
before the half ended . 

Coming out for the second half 
Reading was full of fire and return- 
ing the kickoff to their 36, vhe 
Rockets moved steadily down field 
to a first down at the Winchester 
20 . 

Here the Indians put on the first 
of two good defensive stands. White 
on a sweep left was piled up on die 
line of scrimmage. Wendell got 
four through the line, hut Flaherty 
stooped White again without gain, 
and a fourth down sweep was stop- 
ped by the Indians two yards short 
of first down, with Winchester cak- 
ing over at the 12. 

Winchester couldn’t go and Russo 
got off a short kick that carried 
only to the Winchester 35.

Pierce, PhD., Pro- 
fessor of History of Emerson Col- 
lege, gave a “Brief Historical 
sketch of Roxbury and the Church.” 

The present 152-yenr old Meeting 
House was erected on the site of 
the 6th church built in New Eng- 
land in 1631. Here John Eliot, the 
Apostle to the Indians, was minis- 
ter for nearly 40 years. Across the 
street was “Dillaway House” (the 
parsonage) where during the Rev- 
olution General Washington stop- 
ped and reviewed his troops on vhc 
Church Green. It was from vhc 
church that John Dawes started his 
famous ride. 

Rev. Everett Carlton Herrick, 
D.l)., Pros. -Emeritus of Andovcr- 
Ncwton Theological School, spoke 
on “John Eliot,” saying that he was 
most charitable, liberal, industrious, 
and self-sacrificing. He learned 
the Indian language, put it into 
English letters and then translated 
the Bible into words of the 4 Pray- 
ing Indians,” (a copy of which was 
on exhibition). He founded the 
1st private school in America, the 
Roxbury Latin School, 311 years 
ago. 

The Church and “Dillaway 
House”, the headquarters of the 
Roxbury Historical Society, were 
full of priceless antiques. 

Refreshments were served in the 
Parish House at the close of the 
well-attended meeting.

(Sixth in a series of artieles on 
Red l eather aid to IT inchester) 


Benefits "rom the current United 
Community Services Campaign will 
he felt throughout Winchester as 
funds are distributed to six local 
agencies and institutions, among 
them the Conference of St. Vincent 
de Paul of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion Parish. 

The Conference is a charitable or- 
ganization which gives help where- 
ever it is needed, regardless of re- 
ligious affiliation. The St. Vincent 
de Paul trucks are a familiar sight, 
collecting clothing and furniture, io 
he repaired and used again whore- 
over needed. Less well known, per- 
haps, is the quiet, kindly work done 
by the members of the Conference, 
visiting homes in pairs, helping 
families to solve their own prob- 
lems. The investigators * 011 fill 
emergency needs on their own re- 
sponsibility, hut for longer-term 
problems they report hack to the 
Con ferenee. 

Family bills for food, clothes, 
fuel, light and medical services are 
taken care of by the Conference 
when needed, especially when the 
problems are of a temporary or 
borderline nature and do not ••c- 
quire resort to public welfare. The 
conference advises families where 
to get additional help when their 
problems need to ho referred 10 
other, more specialized agencies. 
Many children who need a few 
weeks in the country are sent to 
summer camps, at the Conference’s 
expense, in whole or in part. 

To carry out its work the Con- 
fluence depends to a large extent 
on the United Community Services, 
although it also receives contrib- 
utions from the Church. The five 
other local agencies which share in 
the two-day flow of Red Feather 
funds between Boston and its sub- 
urbs and which have been reviewed 
in previous articles, are: the Fells- 
land Council of Boy Scouts, ihe 
Winchester Girl Scouts, the Win- 
chester Hospital, the Home for 
Aged People in Winchester, and the 
Winchester District Nursing Asso- 
ciation.

MAJ. GEN. RALPH PALLADINO 


PALLADINO PARADE MARSHAL 


Major General Ralph A. Palla- 
dino, Commanding General of vhe 
94 th Infantry Division (United 
States Army Reserve) has been in- 
vited by the Suffolk County Council 
of the American Legion to serve as 
Chief Marshal in the annual Veter- 
an’s Day Parade in Boston on No- 
vember 11. 

Palladino, a native of Winches- 
ter, is the first Army Reserve com- 
mander so honored by the local 
Parade Committee during vhc 37 
years that these parades have been 
held. His is also the first Itaiian- 
Anierican to head the annual 
parade. 

Commissioned a reserve second 
lieutenant upon graduation from 
Boston University in 1926, he en- 
tered upon active military service 
in 1940 as a Major. Assigned to 
the 26th “Yankee Division,” he took 
command of the 2nd Battalion, 
104th Infantry Regiment in April 
1942, and became executive officer 
of that regiment in December 1943. 

Shipping to Europe with the 
Division in August 1944, General 
Palladino took command of the 
104th Infantry Regiment in Novem- 
ber 1944, soon after the unit began 
offensive operations in vhc Euro- 
pean Theater He led the regiment 
through combat until the end of 
World War 11, and after a vour of 
occupation duty in Austria returned 
to ihe States with the unit in De- 
cember 1945. 

General Palladino has command- 
ed the 94th Infantry Division since 
1946, and was promoted vo Major 
General, USAR, in December 1954. 

The General’s decorations include 
the Silver Star, Legion of Merit, 
Bronze Star, and several high-rank- 
ing medals from other nations. Ho 
also wears the Combat Infantryman 
Badge. 

The General’s home is at 19 
North Gateway. He is a partner 
and General Manager of vhc Palmer 
Spring Company, a Charlestown 
automotive spring manufactory.

ATTENDED UN 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY 

MRS. Ct SACK HEARD DEI. I.ES 
PRESENT C. S. RESOLUTION 

Mrs. William C. Cusack »f Lake- 
view rout I, who is alternate United 
States delegate to the United Na- 
tions Children’s Fund (UNICEF), 
has just had three interesting 
weeks, the first of which was spent 
in Washington being briefed ’or 
the work she is to do. 

For the past two weeks Mrs. Cu- 
sack attended executive board 
meetings of UNICEF, which coin- 
cided with the meetings of the UN 
security council, giving tin* 
UNICEF delegates opportunity to 
hear some of the exciting security 
debate. 

Last Thursday all other UN 
meetings were adjourned to permit 
everyone to attend the meeting of 
the General Assembly, at which 
Secretary Dulles presented the 
United —States resolution on the 
Middle East Crisis, subsequently 
approved by the attendant nations. 

Mrs. Cusack described as espe- 
cially thrilling the opening of the 
General Assembly when the new 
president of the assembly, from 
Chile, called upon all present to 
stand and join in prayer. 

The meeting of the General As- 
sembly lasted from 5 in the after- 
noon until 3 o’clock the following 
morning, and it was at its conclu- 
sion that Mrs. Cusack was privileg- 
ed to meet and talk with both Sec- 
retary Dulles and Ambassador 
Henry Cabot Lodge. 

A week ago Mrs. Cusack and the 
United States delegate to UNICEF, 
Dr. Martha Eliot gave a luncheon 
at the Cosmopolitan Club in New 
York for delegates from 10 mem- 
ber countries, including delegates 
from India and Israel, the Ambas- 
sadress from the Dominican Re- 
public, and delegates from the 
USSR, Canada, Italy, Yugoslavia, 
Colombia, the Philippines and Pak- 
istan. 


FELT MILL FIRE 

A large crowd gathered to watch 
a two alarm lire which destroyed i 
storage shed at the Bacon Kelt Mill 
on Grove street Sunday afternoon. 
When firefighters answered a 1:17 
alarm, they found the building en- 
veloped in flame, and put in the sec- 
ond alarm. While Engine 3 and 
the Chief’s car from Stoneham, and 
a ladder truck from Arlington cov- 
ered Winchester Headquarters, ail 
• six pieces of apparatus from Win- 
chester fought the blaze. 

In half an hour they brought the 
flames under control and eliminated 
any chances of its spreading to the 
nearby main building of the aban- 
doned mill. The storage shed, 
which burned quickly because of its 
wood construction, was empty. This 
shed was the last remaining struc- 
ture of the old mill, the rest of 
which burned to the ground shortly 
after the turn of the century. 

Chief Callahan discovered there 
was also a fire on the first floor of 
the main building, which was 
empty, and upon investigation 
found that this fire had been de- 
liberately set, and that there had 
been several other attempts to set 
fire to this building. He believes 
that a group of children who were 
seen around the mill shortly before 
the fire were responsible for both 
blazes, and is now carrying on an 
investigation to learn their iden- 
tity. 


AUTO OVERTURNS 

A Chevrolet auto driven by Ed- 
ward F. Gearin, Jr., of Arlington 
was almost demolished late Satur- 
day night when it crossed the road- 
way, jumped the curb, knocked over 
a state sign, and hurdled a stone 
wall into a vacant lot between 19 
and 23 Cambridge street. 

The car landed on its roof atop 
a ledge about 20 feet below in a 
gully. Gearin escaped serious in- 
jury and was released from the 
Winchester Hospital where he was 
taken by police.

Republicans Favored As 94.2 
Percent Of Electorate Cast Ballots 


Winchester’s vote in the National and Slate Election Tuesday was 
preponderantly Republican as it has been in the past, with 94.2 percent 
of the 10,582 on the voting list expressing their preferences at the polls. 

Good ns this vote was percentage- wise, it was not as good as the 
local vote in 1952 when 95.3 percent of an electorate of 10,011 went to 
the polls. Actually more votes were cast this year than four years ago, 
9907 votes to 9543. 

The early morning vote in 1952 
was a hit better than it was this 
year, with 2728 votes recorded at 
9:30 four years ago and 4321 votes 
at 11:30. This year’s totals at these 
hours were 2593 and 4275. 

A 2 o’clock, however, Tuesday’s 
vote was bigger than in 1952, by 
5715 to 5033, and at 4:15 the *56 
advantage increased, 6915 to 0555. 
In the late voting 3052 cast ballots 
between 4:15 and closing time at 
8 o’clock this year to 2988 four 
years ago. 

Precinct 5 was the first in at 
10:05 p. m. and the last precinct, 
Precinct I, came in at 10:53. Town 
Clerk Helen Stinson was able to 
announce the vote at 12:05 a. m. 
Wednesday morning. There was 
little excitement around the polls 
during closing time and while the 
votes were being tabulated. Only a 
handful was present when the re- 
sults were announced. 

Rep. Harrison Chadwick, run- 
ning unopposed in the 29th Middle- 
sex, led the ballot with 8408 votes. 
Winchester gave its fellow towns- 
man, Harrison Lyman, 6850 votes 
to 2948 to the successful Democra- 
tic candidate for State Senator in 
the 6th Middlesex District, Fred- 
erick T. McDermott. 

Keeping in mind there were more 
votes cast on Tuesday, Winchester 
gave the Eisenhower-Nixon Pres- 
idential team 7353 votes this year 
to 6857 in 1952. The Stevenson- 
Kefnuver Democratic standard 
bearers fell slightly behind the Ste- 
venson-Sparkman team of 1952, by 
2504 to 2577. 

Both the successful Democratic 
gubernatorial candidate, Foster 
Furcolo, and Sumner G. Whittier 
ran ahead of the *52 vote for Her- 
ter and Dover, Furcolo polling 3447 
to Dever’s 3020, and Whittier poll- 
ing 6402 to Herter’s 6362. Actually, 
considering the large vote this year 
Furcolo’s vote was about the same 
as Dever’s, and Whittier’s not so 
good as Herter’s. 

In the referendum on liquor, the 
town voted against the sale of 
liquor in any form in town, even 
the vote for package stores falling 
off, 5963 against this year, to 5248 
four years ago. 

With only 424 more votes cast 
this year than in *52 the figures 
above show really little change in 
the town’s voting. 

Sandwiches, doughnuts and cof- 
fee were served at the polls by 
Peg’s Restaurant. Heavy traffic 
was reported around the polls and 
in the center all day. 


REV. NORMAN L. SMITH 


NEW PASTOR 
AT SECOND CHURCH 


Rev. Norman L. Smith is the new 
pastor of the Second Congrega- 
tional Church in the Highlands, suc- 
ceeding Rev. A. John Skeirik, who 
resigned recently to accept a call to 
the First Congregational Church of 
Wellsville, N. Y. 

The new pastor was born June 21, 
1921, in Taunton, was graduated 
from Taunton High School in 1939, 
and attended Suffolk University be- 
fore graduating from Boston Uni- 
versity College of Liberal Arts as 
a history major with the degree of 
A.B. in 1945. 

He graduated from Boston Uni- 
versity School of Theology with the 
degree of S.T.B. in 1949, and was 
ordained in his boyhood church, the 
Trinitarian Congregational Church 
of Taunton January 28, 1951. While 
in school he was employed by Car- 
roll E. Whittemore Associates. Inc., 
and for two years thereafter head- 
ed its religious book department. 

While in theological school he 
served churches in Maine, Rhode 
Island and Massachusetts and in 
1950 was unanimously called to the 
Fourth Christian and Pacific Union 
Congregational Churches in West- 
port. He came from his pastorates 
there to Winchester. 

While in Westport Mr. Smith was 
active in establishing the Westport 
Council of Churches, was a frequent 
radio speaker and served for two 
years as director of the Daily Vaca- 
tion Bible School. 

During bis pastorate the Pacific 
Union Church was completely re- 
novated upon the occasion of its 
100th anniversary in 1955, and in- 
terest and membership in this and 
the Fourth Christian Church have 
been at an all time high. 

Mr. Smith is a member of the 
Boston Congregational Club, the 
Massachusetts Association of Con- 
gregational and Unitarian Minis- 
ters, the Westport, Fall River and 
New Bedford Ministers Associa- 
tions, Westport Council of Church- 
es and Protestant Advisory Coun- 
cil, Boy Scouts of America. 

Among his interests are New 
England antiquities, antique fur- 
niture and china and creative writ- 
ing. Being a bachelor, his aunt 
will act ns hostess in the parsonage. 
Mr. Smith maintains the family 
home in Taunton and a summer 
home at Oak Bluffs, Martha's Vine- 
yard Island.

EDITORIAL 

Some motorists do not realize that they are supposed to yield posi- 
tion on the highway to an ambulance on the way to an accident or trans- 
porting a patient to a hospital. Highway regulations require motor- 
ists at the approach of an ambulance to pull to the right and stop at 
the side of the road until the ambulance has passed. Few do any such 
.thing, not because they would willfully delay an ambulance on an 
emergency errand, but because so many drivers have become so imbued 
with the desire to get where they are going first that it doesn't occur 
to them that others on the road may be traveling on business more 
urgent than their own. 

Surely no one would want to delay an ambulance the few minutes 
that might mean life or death to a badly injured fellow man. Ambu- 
lances on emergency errands signal their approach with sirens and 
the drivers do everything possible to ensure right of way. 

It is an excellent idea to grant this right of way, not only for the 
sake of the person the ambulance is carrying, hut also because delaying 
an ambulance might easily result in your registration being sent to 
the Chief of Police. We are sure his action on such registrations will 
he immediate and not especially pleasant. 


Every once in a while we hear talk of the extension of Route 3 
from 12S to Boston being routed right through the Winchester Country 
Club. We have always believed such a route will not be chosen, espe- 
cially in view of the recent prominence given recreational facilities by 
the State. 

The plan for Route 3 which the Board of Selectmen has felt all 
along is most likely to he chosen is the one mentioned by our fellow 
townsman, John Volpe, while he was State Commissioner of Public 
Works. This plan would have the new Route 3 cutting across a section 
of Winchester in the hill district west of Ridge street and going south- 
erly on the other side of Morningside in Arlington. This is the plan 
Winchester has expected and would very probably support. 



THERE IS A LIMIT! 


Editor of the Star: 

The M.D.C. Police Department 
has recently employed an additional 
forty-four police officers at an an- 
nual cost of approximately $275,000 
to the already overburdened tax- 
payers of the Metropolitan district, 
of which Winchester is a part. The 
Legislature has added more streets 
to the M.D.C. system, hence the new 
personnel. 

There have been mass resig- 
nations of police officers who were 
employed by the towns and cities in 
this area in order to fill these more 
lucrative positions, because the 
M.D.C. is the highest paid police de- 
partment in the Commonwealth. 
The exodus is well understood! The 
services rendered by the additional 
personnel amounts to duplication 
and overlapping of police work and 
has become a great racket and a dis- 
grace. The original intent of the 
M.D.C. system has been abused by 
the recklessness and political pres- 
sure bestowed upon it by the Legis- 
lature. They cry out at election 
time that in certain areas people 
are drained by the landlords. The 
politicians could do a great deal of 
nouse cleaning themselves for if 
any draining is done, they are the 
worst offenders. 

The M.D.C. should be limited to 
the activity for which it was creat- 
ed. Let the towns and cities in 
Metropolitan Boston do their own 
policing. They did a much better 
job. The added cost of the in- 
creased M.D.C. will be apportioned 
to the Town of Winchester, reflect- 
ing an increase in our tax bill. How- 
ever rich and productive our state 
may be, there is a limit to what it 
can spend.

THE IRON HORSE 

Editor of the Star: 

A short time ago, Winchester was 


offered, free, a discarded steam 
locomotive. The Selectmen did not 
accept this gift as there were prob- 
lems of site, possible vandalism, 
costs etc, etc. 

However, it has been suggested 
that the small plaza under the new 
bridge at Winchester center, would 
be an excellent location for such an 
educational exhibit. Even now, we 
have youngsters who have never 
seen the Iron Horse! It must he 
remembered that the steam rail- 
roads were a vital part of our his- 
tory. There is a strong body of 
sentiment, at all age levels, inter- 
ested in such a project to preserve 
at least one specimen locomotive. 

The suggested site is ideal, as it 
ties-in with the new railroad de- 
signs. The spot is so constantly 
under observation, that vandalism 
would be discouraged. In any case, 
all movable parts should be welded 
or otherwise fastened to the body 
of engine and tender. The exhibit 
should be mounted on a short sec- 
tion of real track; not only for looks 
hut to distribute the weight. 

Old locomotives are going to the 
scrap pile fast. Plans must be 
started and the Maney engineers 
notified to delay finishing details at 
the circular plaza as long as pos- 
sible. 

The Selectmen could call on Rail- 
road executives who live here in 
Winchester, to study these sugges- 
tions and make recommendations 
to the Board. There is no time to 
he lost. If the idea interests you, 
he sure you let your Selectmen 
know you are hoping they will re- 
consider the project. No action 
will be taken if you do not bring it 
up.

DR. HERBERT E. MAYNARD 

Herbert E. Maynard, M.D., r\ 
practicing physician and surgeon 
tor 54 years and the oldest mem- 
ber of his profession actively prac- 
ticing in Winchester, died suddenly 
at his home in Stetson Hall Wed- i 
nesday morning, November 7. He 
had been bothered with a heart 
ailment for some time and his death 
is attributed to a heart attack. The 
end came peacefully ns he sat in 
his chair in his living room after 
nn active day on Tuesday, during 
which he visited several patients 
and listened to the election returns 
until midnight. 

Dr. Maynard was the son of Fred 
\V.. and Emily F. (Colby) Maynard. 
He was horn November 30, 1878, in 
Waltham, and grew up in that city, 
attending the Waltham schools, and 
Waltham High School. He was 
graduated from Boston University 
Medical School in 1902, and soon 
after his graduation came to Win- 
chester and established himself in 
practice hero. His first office was 
in the apartment house beside the 
Trust Company on Church street, 
which has housed so many physi- 
cians through the years. 

On February 2, 1907, he married 
Dr. Mary Elizabeth Taylor of Alex 
andria Bay, N. Y., a classmate at 
medical school, and they lived at SO 
Church street until her death in 
1940. Dr. Maynard had his office 
at his home until just, prior to 
World War 1 when he opened a Bos 
ton office at 178 Commonwealth 
avehue. 

Throughout his long career Dr 
Maynard was both a general prac 
titioner and a surgeon. He did the 
first surgery at the old Winchester 
Hospital and he was from its found- 
ing chief of surgery at the Hahne- 
mann Hospital on Commonwealth 
avenue in Brighton.

and he also studied as an Army offi- 
cer at Neuro-Surgical School in 
New York City. 

Although his busy professional 
life permitted him little time for 
hobbies, Dr. Maynard was a great 
nature lover and an ardent devotee 
of hunting and fishing in the region 
about Kezar Pond in Maine. 

He was a member of the Nuttall 
Club, an ornithological club, of 
Cambridge; a member of William 
Parkman Lodge of Masons and of 
the Winchester Unitarian Church. 
He had also been a member of the 
Boston City Club and of the former 
Calumet Club of Winchester. 

On November 28, 1949, Dr. May- 
nard married Marguerite D. Jones 
of Winchester, who survives, with 
a daughter, Mrs. Ralph I). Larson 
of this town, two grandchildren, 
Carol and Dexter Larson; a brother, 
Fred W. Maynard of Weymouth;

of Chelmsford.

Harlan Grant, director of the 
Players, with his tongue-in-cheek 
narration of the modern version of 
the Cinderella Story, did his share 
in setting the mood of the play, and 
conditioning the audience for vhe 
choice humor ahead.

As Laura Patridge, the little old 
lady who goes to Wall street, Janet 
Dalrymple set a smart pace, with 
a crisp, direct approach. Not once 
did she slip out of character, and 
her comedy was keen and well 
handled. Doris Carlson, who play- 
ed Shotgraven, the secretary, was 
attractive, poised, and sincere — 
making it hard for us to believe 
that this is her first stage role. She 
has a very pleasing voice, and she 
and her boss, Mrs. Partridge, made 
a happy team. 

Mark Jenkins, played by Henry 
Fitts, made the job of mail clerk in 
a big company seem good fun and 
lively. This is a different role from 
that he played in “Sabrina Fair” — 
but then, Mr. Fitts is a very ver- 
satile actor, we have found. 

Miss L’Arriere the model, was 
capably played by Helen O’Donnell 
of Woburn — with swivel hips and a 
wonderful “canned” voice, she cer- 
tainly could wear clothes, and was 
just right for the part. Mary 
Whitesell, as Miss Logan, was a 
mechanical doll, conveying a world 
of words and ideas without utter- 
ing one single line in the play. Her 
pantomime was delightful, and it 
proves very forcefully that on the 
stage, what one thinks of as a 
“small part” is oftentimes a mem- 
orable one! 

Bob Blake as the U.P. man, and 
George Connor as the A.P. reporter 
did some fast talking, to trap Mrs. 
Partridge into pictures. And again 
three “small parts” proved the 
theory that oftentimes these parts 
are little gems in themselves, and 
add greatly to the show. Such 
roles were given a great deal of 
meaning by Caroline Eccles as the 
“Louella Parsons” of the airwaves; 
George Connor in his take-otf of 
John Cameron Swazey, and George 
Hebb with his dignified version of a 
veteran newscaster. 

At the final second of the play, 
Dot Wills as the little old laay in 
the audience who “wants to ask a 
question,” just brought the house 
down, for this lady is one of the 
Parish Players’ old favorites and 
always enjoyed. 

But it is to A1 Pywell as “Ed Mc- 
Keever” that top honors in “Solid 
Gold Cadillac” must go — for he was 
admirable in every way. He was 
every inch the big self-made, top 
executive with the ham actor’s 
complex — the top man who wasn’t 
too big to wish he could go onto the 
stage, and secretly admire Mrs. 
Partridge for being an actress. His 
recitation was one of the most 
hilarious scenes we have seen on 
the Players’ stage in muny many 
years. Or anywhere, for that mat- 
ter! He is a forceful speaker, with 
a good sense of timing, and the au- 
dience heard — and enjoyed — every 
word. We hope he will be on this 
stage again soon. 

To the stage crew and prop wo- 
men in this play goes enormous ap- 
plause. There were fourteen scene 
changes in this play, and they were 
whipped along by the crew with v» 
delays or hitches. The crew on 
lighting were equally on the job, 
and Ed Eccles “doubled” is the 
chauffeur in the gold suit! The con- 
vincing make-up job on the cast ny 
Florence Grant, and tin* always 
smooth, polished directing of Har- 
lan Grant made this play an excel- 
lent 1956-67 opener for the Players.

Nazareth, scone of many mir- 
acles, has witnessed a new one — 
water, in plentiful supply. 

Joint Arab-Jewish ceremonies 
have opened a pipeline which brings 
the literally precious fluid into 
every home in this perennially 
parched city. 

The water for the most predom- 
inantly Arab city in Israel is piped 
in from a Jewish farm settlement 
in the Valley of Esdraelon. The 12- 
inch pipe carries it to a summit 
overlooking Nazareth where a 
junction with municipal pipelines 
allows distribution throughout the 
city. 

Heretofore, Nazarene women had 
to carry water in carthern jugs just 
as their predecessors did long before 
the time of Christ, says the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. Now 
such sources as the famed “Foun- 
tain of Our Lady Mary” will he 
needed only as shrines recalling the 
city’s historic past. 

To the homeplace of Jesus the 
advent of modern conveniences is a 
vast change from experiences of 
the past. In the Christian era alone 
Nazareth has been conquered a half 
dozen or more times. Under most 
of the conquerors, the city fared 
badly. 

The Jewish inhabitants of Naz- 
areth disappeared sometime before 
the sixth century. But long before 
the birth of Christ they had been 
the target of a variety of invaders. 

No mention is made of Nazareth 
in the Old Testament. In the time 
of Christ the town was so insigni- 
ficant that the term Nazarene was 
applied to Him in derision. Yet 
Nazareth became and continues vo 
be one of Christendom’s holiest 
places. 

The city was wrecked by Saladin 
in the Christ ian-Moslem wars of 
the Middle Ages. In the same 
period the Christian population was 
massacred by Hi bars, the Egyptian 
sultan and general. Some of the 
historic churches have been razed 
and rebuilt as many as three times. 

In the heights above Nazareth, 
which lies in a cup of the Galilee 
hills, may he seen the sites of many 
of the famous place names of bibli- 
cal history. To the east lies Gilboa 
where Saul died, and Tabor where 
Deborah’s men gathered to meet 
the Canaanites. Westward is an- 
cient Megiddo where the Egyptians 
defeated Josiah of Judah, and Car- 
mel where Elijah bested the 
prophets of Baal. 

Less than five miles away was 
the once thriving city of Sepphoris 
where the Romans put down a des- 
perate revolt of the Jews led by 
Judas the Galilean when Jesus was 
a boy.

Winchester Boy. Hospital Administrator, 

Says Many Unnecessarily In Hospitals 

The following report of a recent address to the ( iyitan Club, printed 
in the St. Petersburg, Fla., Times, should prove interesting to those 
in Winchester who know the speaker, David Kenerson a former Win- 
chester boy and the son of Mr. and Mrs. Edward II. Kenerson of 14 
Brooks street. m .. .. . „ , „ 

Mr. Kenerson is administrator of the Mound I ark Hospital, the 
hospital for whites in St. Petersburg, and , a y!° of . , Mercy Hospital 
for negroes in the same city. He has held these jobs since February 
1 of this year and with both hospitals administers a $10,000,000 plant 
and a $3,000,000 budget. 


Born in Winchester, Mr. Kener- 
son graduated from Winchester 
High School, from Dartmouth and 
from the Amos Tuck School of 
Business Administration at Dart- 
mouth. He is presently a candidate 
for a Ph.D. from the University of 
Florida, having completed his the- 
sis on the subject of Hospital Ad- 
ministration. The report of his ad- 
dress to the Civitan Club of St. 
Petersburg, Fla., follows: 
"Hospitals might well adopt some 
of the techniques used by industry 
to cope with rising costs, David R. 
Kenerson, Mound Park adminis- 
trator, told members of the Civitan 
Club yesterday. 

"Although wages in industry have 
risen substantially in the last 10 
years, industry has been able to 
absorb the increased costs by in- 
creasing productivity through auto- 
mation and other devices, Kenerson 
said. Though limited in the hospital 
field, a few such opportunities do 
exist, he said. 

"All hospitals are confronted by 
rising costs, which have gone up 
132 per cent since 1946 while the 
cost of living was going up 37 per 
cent, Kenerson said. He quoted 
Ray Brown, president of the Amer- 
ican Hospital Association, as say- 
ing that in the next five years they 
will go up 25 per cent more, at the 
rate of five per cent per year. 
"Kenerson gave as the reason for 
this rise the fact that hospitals 
are personal service institutions; 
that it costs more today to keep 
up with high standards of medical 
care and that, due to certain hospi- 
tal requirements, 100 per cent bed 
occupancy cannot be maintained. 

Salaries Biggest Item 
"Biggest item of hospital cost is 
salaries, which make up 64 per 
cent of the total budget, Kenerson 
said. Food costs account for more 
than half of the balance, he added. 
In the last ten years, he continued, 
hospital salaries have risen 165 per 
cent, but without any proportionate 
increase in the number of patients 
that can be handled. 

"Only way in which hospital pro- 
duction has been increased in the 
last 50 years, the administrator de- 
clared, is in reducing the average 
length of a patient’s stay. Since the 
patient undergoes more technical 
and scientific treatment in a day, 
however, it costs him more per day, 
Kenerson said. 

Empty Beds Costly 
"To a hospital administrator, 


when occupancy is less than 70 per 
cent, when occupancy averages 
more than 70 per cent, it is $1,300, 
he said. 

"Because personnel is such a large 
factor, it behooves hospital author- 
ities to pay close attention to sal- 
aries, man-hours and all factors 
that go into the personnel budget, 
Kenerson concluded. Studies must 
be made, be said, of how much time 
it takes to do different jobs, em- 
ploying various techniques of ac- 
counting. 

"There may also he possibilities 
for economy, Kenerson said, in the 
following suggestions: Using to the 
utmost the skills of various special- 
ists, rather than using skilled per- 
sons in many types of jobs; permit- 
ting ambulatory patients to eat in 
the hospital cafeteria; separating 
patients who are in critical condi- 
tion, according to diagnostic cate- 
gories, in order to make better use 
of skilled manpower; seeking new 
techniques for getting bedridden 
patients on their feet sooner. 

"New patterns must eventually 
come in hospital management, Ken- 
erson asserted. The large number 
of patients who are in the hospital 
when they don’t need to be sends 
Blue Cross premiums up, he said. 
Perhaps, he suggested, insurance 
plans should set up a policy that 
would permit some diagnostic work 
to be done outside the hospital. 
"Rarely are the costs of the indi- 
vidual patient covered by what he 
pays the hospital, Kenerson ob- 
served. The crux of balancing the 
hospital budget is to see that some- 
body pays for every patient — either 
the individual, Blue Cross or some 
government body."

ANNUAL MEETING 
WINCHESTER HOSPITAL 


The annual meeting of the Win- 
chester Hospital was held at 8:00 
p. m. at the hospital, October 30, 
1050. A large attendance was pres- 
ent to hear the reports of the pres- 
ident and administrator and to 
receive reports of the various com- 
mittees. 

Mr. Gilbert H. Hood, Jr., presi- 
dent, reported an increase to 37,337 
in total patient days for the year 
ended October 1, 1050, and an in- 
crease in admissions of 3,941 pa- 
tients. Average stay of patients 
dropped to 7.2 days. The cost of 
operating the hospital increased 
substantially during the year and 
there was an operating loss of $27,- 
348.00. Net non-operating income 
and depreciation of fixed assets 
were substantially in equal n- 
mounts and offset each other. An 
indebtedness of $80,000 remains 
from the building and remodelling 
program of 1952. 

One-half the Ford Foundation al 
lotment of $55,000 to the hospital 
was received during the year. In 
keeping with the terms of the 
grant, a portion of the money so 
far received has been used to im- 
prove the physical services and 
equipment of the hospital and the 
balance has been set aside for simi- 
lar use. These improvements have 
thus been made possible without be- 
ing a charge against operating in- 
! conic and without the long delay 
that would otherwise have occur- 
' red. 

In closing, Mr. Hood expressed 
his appreciation to the staff and 
personnel of the hospital for their 
cooperative spirit and to the En Ka 
Society, the Winton Club, the 
Friends of the Winchester Hospital 
and the many others who have con- 
tributed materials, financial assis- 
tance and services during the past 
year and who have become an es- 
sential and vital part of the hos- 
pital family. 

Referring to finances, the ad- 
ministrator, Mr. Harlan L. Paine, 
Jr., reported an increase of $61,000 
in expenses over the previous year. 
Of this amount, $42,000 was attri- 
buted principally to salary increas- 
es with wage levels still rising. 
Speaking of the services of the 
hospital, the administrator stated, 
“1 would remind you that we are 
providing top-grade service with 
nursing care far in excess of that 
provided in the average hospital, 
and doing so at rates that are at 
the bottom of the scale for hospi- 
tals in the Greater Boston area.” 

After the acceptance of reports,

G. W. Blanchard Co . Closes Doors 

When the First National Stores took over the G. W\ Blanchard 
Lumber Co. at ti9» Main street on November 1, another old-line Win- 
chester firm closed for the last time the doors of its offices and yard that 
had been open for business for 84 years. Many a house in Winchester 
and surrounding cities and towns were built with lumber from Blan- 
chard’s, drawn through the streets of the town by two-horse teams with 
the driver perched on a sliding seat beside his load at the front of the 
long wagon. 

Blanchard’s was not always at its Main street location; nor was it 
always Blanchard’s. The firm had its origin in the lumber and tan-bark 
business of Alexis Cutting on what was later old Manchester Field, 
which was also in the seventies and eighties the site of several tanneries 
and a railroad freight and switch-yard. 

George W. Blanchard, later to 
head the Blanchard Company, did 
not know there was such a person 
existing us Alexis Cutting when he 
came to Winchester in 1880. He 
was born in Cumberland, Maine, 

January 14, 1857, the male mem- 
bers of his family having been sea- 
faring people for years. 

Mr. Blanchard came to Winches- 
ter with the idea of going to sea 
himself. His uncle, Dean Blanchard, 
living in Malden, was in the sugar 
importing business with Captain 
Kinsman of Winchester, whose 
home was located on what later be- 
came the Edwin Ginn estate on Ba- 
con street, and it was in one of 
thehwships, plying between Boston 
and Cuba, that the young George 
Blanchard was planning to sail. 

When he arrived in town there 
was no ship sailing in the near 
future, so while he was waiting for 
one to arrive Mr. Blanchard lived 
with Captain Kinsman and got 
himself a job at the lumber and 
bark yard of Alexis Cutting on old 
Manchester Field. 

Ships arrived and sailed, several 
of them, but they sailed without 
Mr. Blanchard. He liked the lumber 
business, and he also liked the 
boss’s daughter, Celista, whom he 
married in 1885. 

Some five years later Mr. Cutting 
merged his business with that of 
Henry A. Emerson, whose coal 
yard was located adjacent to the 
Cutting lumber and hark yard on 
Manchester Field. 

Mr. Blanchard bought into the 
firm at that time as did Charles E. 

Kendall, and the new firm, known 
as the H. A. Emerson Company, 
continued on Manchester Field un- 
til about 1894-95 when the Metro- 
politan Park Commission took over 
the property and turned it into a 
public playground. 

At that time the Emerson com- 
pany moved its yards to (195 Main 
street, the location later occupied 
by the Blanchard Company until it 
closed its doors last week. 

The Blanchard Company did not 
stem directly from the II. A. Emer- 
son Co. In 1902 this firm became 
Blanchard & Kendall, with Mr. 

Blanchard and Mr. Kendall as part- 
ners, a firm that continued the coal, 
wood and lumber business previ- 
ously carried on by the H. A. Emer- 
son Company until 1907 when Mr. 

Blanchard bought out Mr. Kendall’s 
interest. 

At that time Blanchard & Ken- 
dall became the George W. Blan- 
chard Company, and Sidney, who 
graduated from Amherst in 1907, 
and was a member of the last Win- 
chester High School class to grad- 
uate from the old Prince School on 
Church street, the class of 1908, 
joined his father in the firm. In 
1910, upon his graduation from 
Amherst, Mr. Blanchard’s son, 

Dean, entered the business. 

The business grew and prospered 
under Mr. Blanchard and his sons. 

At its peak the firm employed 40 
men at the yard in Winchester and 
at the mill further up on Main

street, acquired by Mr. Blanchard 
from David N. Skilling. There were 
88 horses housed at the Winchester 
barn and an office staff of seven. 
When the lumber business was 
booming the firm had yards in 
Medford, Arlington and Stonehani 
as well as in Winchester. 

Much of the lumber handled by 
the firm came from the Henrys at 
Lincoln, N. H., or from H. C. Stet- 
son near Ashland, Maine. In those 
days it was nothing to buy ten cars 
of lumber, or a million feet at a 
time. Lumber for a whole house 
came together in a freight car, 
frame, siding, hoards, lathes, etc., 
and was unloaded at the railroad 
siding at the Winchester yard, be- 
ing driven to its destination in the 
Blanchard two-horse teams. 

From the first the Blanchard 
Company’s principal business was 
lumber. For some years the com- 
pany handled coal and kindling, es- 
pecially in the days when Mr. Ken- 
dall was associated with the busi- 
ness. Mr. Blanchard continued to 
handle coal for some years after 
he bought the Kendall interest, hut 
gradually this part of the business 
declined, and in recent years the 
Blanchard Company has concen- 
trated on lumber. 

Commencing in 1908 the com- 
pany began to motorize its business 
with a “Cool Kelley” machine and 
later an old Locomobile made over 
into an iron-tired contraption that 
would now he known as a tractor- 
trailer. Many who saw the machine 
predicted it could not he driven on 
the roads, but it was, though the 
ride was something less than su- 
premely comfortable. 

Mr. Blanchard gave up active 
business in 1922 and went to Cum- 
berland Foreside, Maine, to make 
his home. His comfortable Win- 
chester home on Washington street 
beside the then high school was 
torn down to make room for the 
wing that houses the gymnasium 
and auditorium added to the build- 
ing in the early thirties. 

Following Mr. Blanchard’s de- 
parture, his sons. Sidney and Dean, 
have run the business until the 
property was bought by the First 
National Stores as the site for a 
super-market. 

When the Star reporter visited 
the Blanchard yard October 2(5, he 
found both Sidney and Dean in the 
denuded office, packing records and 
valuable papers for future refer- 
ence. The yard, once teeming with 
activity, was quiet; doors every- 
where were shut, empty coal bunk- 
ers yawned and only a typewriter 
standing on an otherwise empty 
counter remained a mute reminder 
of the busy days of yesteryear. 

With the closing of the Blan- 
chard doors November 1 another 
old-line Winchester business left 
the local scene, joining those that 
have gone before, Bacon Felt, M c- 
Kay Works, Whitney Machine, 
Puffer Manufacturing Company, to 
mention a few. Time marches on. 
The reporter was doubly aware of 
this as he left Blanchard’s after his 
last visit!

Today I shall discuss the disabil- 
ity in connection with old-age and 
survivors insurance. Disability 
first came into the social security 
insurance picture in 1054. Until 
now, however, it was just a pro- 
vision to protect the insurance 


rights of a worker who became 
totally disabled after he worked in 
1 employment or self-employment 
I covered by the law. There* was to 
- provision to start paying benefits . > 
him after he was determined vo be 
disabled for any further gainful 
work. 

The 1050 amendments in vho no- 
rial security law change this, be- 
ginning with July 1057. a disabled 
person, age 50 or over, may he 
eligible to start getting monthly so- 
eial security insurance benefit pay- 
ments. It is no longer necessary vo 
wait until he reaches age 05 to have

his retirement payments start, nor 
is it necessary for an insured wo- 
man worker to wait until she ne- 
eomes (52, if she is disabled and nas 
reached her 50th birthday. 

To meet the requirements >f .lm 
new provision in the law, you mist 
he so severely disabled that you are 
not able to engage in any substan- 
tial work. If your disability is iust 
a temporary condition — one that 
will not keep you out of work per- 
manently, or for a long and in- 
definite period of time — you ire not 
eligible for benefit payments. Or 
if your disability is a kind which 
just makes it necessary for you vo 
slow down in work or work part 
time, you cannot qualify for month- 
ly benefit payments. However, if 
your disability — either physical or 
mental — is long-continued, has 
lasted for at least six months, and 
there is little chance of recovery in 
the future, you may be eligible for 


monthly benefit payments. These 
payments, which can start at age 
50, are the same as the amount of 
tin* o’d-age insurance nenefit you 
would he entitled to if you were '*5. 

Hear this in mind: the first month 
for which cash disability payments 
c n he made is July 1057. However, 
there will lie no benefit nayments 
for your dependents until you be- 
come entitled to old-age benefit 
payments at age (15 (or, in the case 
o f a woman getting disability pay- 
ments, at any time between age '52 
and (15). Of course, receipt of dis- 
ability benefits will not effect vhe 
payment of benefits to any of your 
eligible dependents in case you 
should die. 

The work requirements r or dis- 
ability insurance payments at age 
50, are: social security credit for 5 
years of work in the 10 years before 
the established beginning date of 
your disability, and 1V6 years of

work in the 3 years before vlmt 
date. Active military service at 
any time after September 15, 1040, 
and work in the railroad industry 
after 103(1 an count inward ;ho 
work requirements or disability 
insurance payments under certain 
conditions. However, if you are 
receiving another Federal disability 
benefit or a State or Federal Work- 
men’s compensation benefit for any 
month, the amount >f your disooif- 
ity insurance benefit will he re- 
duced by the amount of die other 
benefit for that month. 

If you apply for disability insur- 
ance benefits, you will be referred 
to a State vocational rehabilitation 
agency which will consider you for 
services which may help you return 
to gainful work. Disability insur- 
ance payments will he withheld 
from you if you refuse without good 
cause to accept rehabilitation serv- 
ices that may be offered vo you by 
your State agency. 

If you are now age 50 or over, 
have been in employment or self- 
employment covered by social 
security long enough to meet the 
above-stated requirements, are now 
disabled hut have never applied :for 
the "disability freeze" of your earn- 
ings record, you should get in vouch 
with your social security office right 
away. If you have already had your 
earnings record "frozen," there is 
no hurry about applying for the 
benefits payable at age 50. You 
have until December 31, 1957, to 
make your application without los- 
ing any of the payments. 

From what I have said, it is ap- 


parent that disability insurance has 
now become a part of the old-age 
and survivors insurance program. 
Under the amended law, disability 
benefits are payable also to children 
who become disabled before their 
18th birthday. In my next article, 
I shall explain ibis important 
amendment to the social security 
law.

One of modern medicine’s "most- 
wanted villains in cholesterol, a 
fatty substance whose habits are 
under close scrutiny in cardiac lab- 
oratories. 

Cholesterol is made up much like 
any other fat. It circulates through 
the bloodstream and normally 
washes harmlessly through the in- 
ner linings of the arteries and 3eeps 
back into the blood or is carried off 
without damage. 

But sometimes cho’est^rol piles 
up in the artery lining. This lar- 
rows and roughens the artery wails 
sets up lesions and paves the way 
for the blood clot that means — 
heart attack! 

The mere presence of a lot of 
cholesterol in the blood means noth- 
ing to most of us. But great im- 
portance is being attached in the 
research laboratories to the mole- 
cular form in which it is carried 
through the bloodstream. Scien- 
tists are working feverishly to es- 
tablish whether the presence of 
certain giant bodies called lipopro- 
teins prevents cholesterol from 
washing easily through the artery 
walls. If there is a significant re- 
lationship between the two, it could 
he a historic step forward in the 
business of living — longer — with 
your heart. 

Our medical detectives are work- 
ing as hard in the field of cure as of 
prevention. One of the hottest de- 
velopments in years has come from 
research with estrogens. 

Estrogens are female sex hor- 
mones. Women have much less 
heart disease than men, and their 
hormones, administered to male 
victims of atherosclerosis, actually 
have healed the deadly artery les- 
ions — widely in animal experimen- 
tation, on a limited basis with hu- 
mans. A drawback to this treat- 
ment is the fact that it brings un- 
pleasant "side" effects, yet it is a 
major step forward. 

In three week’s time, researchers 
can create the same kind of lesions 
which kill men through a high-fat 
diet in a chicken. Estrogens can 
repair much of this damage. 

The key to heart-attack preven- 
tion for the layman today is diet. 
This doesn’t mean, necessarily, a 
low-cholesterol diet; your body can 
manufacture huge amounts of it 
from other "building blocks." It 
does mean a low-fat diet, both for 
those who have had heart disease 
and those who would prevent it. We 
eat far too well for our own good. 

And until medical science finds a 
way for the body to absorb large 
amounts of cholesteral — triggered 
by high-fat diets — without nrtery 
damage, lean eating is the alter- 
native.

CHANGES IN YOUR 
SOCIAL SECURITY 

By Gerald J. Murphy 
(Manager of the Cambridge 

Social Security Office) 

In my last article I told of self- 
employed lawyers, dentists, and 
other professional people now cov- 
ered by social security. Under the 
1956 amendments to the law, their 
earnings started to count towards 
old-age and survivors insurance 
protection for themselves and their 
families as of Jnnuary 1, 1956. 
Naturally, they want to know how 
long it will take them to become 
insured under the law. 

To become insured under social 
security a person must have been in 
work covered by the law for a spe- 
cified length of* time. The amount 
of work required is measured in 
“quarters of coverage” which, in a 
general way, corresponds with a 
calendar quarter of work. A self- 
employed person gets 4 quarters of 
coverage for a year in which he has 
$400 or more in net earnings from 
self-employment. The usual re- 
quirements for becoming insured 
are one quarter of coverage out of 
every two calendar quarters elaps- 
ing after 1950, provided there arc 
at least six quarters of coverage. 
Under the amended law, a person 
who works continuously after 1955 
can become insured with fewer 
quarters of coverage. This change 
in the law permits self-employed 
professionals and others brought 
under social security as of the be- 
ginning of this year to disregard 
their years of non-coverage in ac- 
quiring an insured status under so- 
cial security. 

Ordinarily, benefit amounts are 
based on a person’s average earn- 
ings in employment or self-employ- 
ment covered by the law after 1950. 
If all the time elapsing after 1950 
were used in figuring this average, 
self-employed professionals newly 
brought under social security would 
have 5 years in which these earn- 
ings were not covered and would 
count against them. The amended 
law permits the dropping of these 
five years. 

A self-employed dentist, lawyer, 
or any other person whose work 
was first covered by social security 
this year, will not have his average 
earnings reduced when he qualifies 
for benefits because his work was 
not covered in the years 1951 
through 1955. 

In these articles, I have frequent- 
ly mentioned age 65 as the earliest 
age at which a person can qualify 
for old-age payments. This has 
been true since the beginning of so- 
cial security insurance payments. 
It still holds for men. The recent 
amendments, however, provide for 
the payment of benefits to women 
beginning at age 62. In my next 
article I shall explain how women 
— retired insured workers and wives 
and widows of retired or deceased 
insured workers — can start getting 
benefits payments at age 62.

coming Woburn game. John hurt 
his knee in the Cambridge Latin 
contest and hasn't played since. He 
underwent an operation for the re- 
moval of cartilage from the knee 
this week end and of course is out 
for the season, if not for good!

Well, here it is nearly Thanks- 
giving again and time to start 
thinking about the big Winchester- 
Woburn football game to be played 
this year Thanksgiving morning, 
November 22, at Connolly Memo- 
rial Stadium off Montvale avenue 
in Woburn, commencing at 10:15. 

Neither team carries an unblem- 
ished record into the holiday clas- 
sic, but the usual large crowd is 
expected to he on hand for the 
meeting of these ancient rivals, 
since a win for either one will 
make that school’s season a suc- 
cess, regardless of its over-all rec- 
ord. 

The Winchester- Woburn rivalry 
is one of the oldest in Greater Bos- 
ton, going back to 1891. Since that 
year there have been 49 games 
played with Winchester winning 24, 
Woburn 17, and eight ties. That’s 
close enough for anyone, and if 
you take the last ten games, you 
find Winchester winning (5; Wo- 
burn, 3, and one tie!, that memo- 
rable battle in the mud at Woburn 
in 1949, which Winchester will al- 
ways believe it won. 

If there is one thing you can ex- 
pect from a Winchester- Woburn 
game, it is the unexpected. The 
whole series is studded with upsets. 
The breaks have always loomed 
especially big in the battles be- 
tween the Tanners and the Indians, 
and the weather, too, has been a 
big factor. 

This is especially true if the 
game is played at Woburn, where 
rain or snow or a freeze before 
game time is likely to make the 
footing treacherous and handicap 
the team depending on speed to 
win. 

Any team playing at home has 
\ a real advantage, and this is par- 
ticularly true of Woburn, where 
fans, no matter how lukewarm 
they have been during the season, 
are always red hot in support of 
the Orange against Winchester. 
This factor, intangible though it 
may be, and the fact that the Tan- 
ners are generally at their peak 
emotionally against the Red and 
Black, sends Woburn into a game 
with Winchester in its own back 
yard in a position to be favored. 
Winchester has so often played 
poorly against Woburn, after oth- 
erwise good seasons, that every- 
thing else being equal, many habit- 
ually favor the Tanners, despite 
the factual record of their series 
with the local boys. 

This year neither team is of 
championship caliber, despite the 
fact that both were in the running 
for their league titles until just 
lately. Winchester’s defeat at the 
hands of Wakefield last Saturday 
knocked the Indians out of the 
Middlesex League championship, 
while Woburn’s loss to Marblehead 
disposed of the Tanners’ chances 
for a tie in the Northeast Confer- 
ence. 

Winchester’s won-and-lost record 
is better than Woburn’s this year. 
The Indians lost to Concord, 25-13, 
and to Wakefield, 12-6, in a game 
they definitely could have won with 
a little better luck. Winchester has 
won from Belmont, 25-0; Reading, 
19-6; Melrose, 27-6; Lexington, 
14-7; Cambridge Latin, 32-13; and 
Stoneham, 18-0. 

Woburn has lost to Swampscott, 
38-6; Wakefield, 27-13; and Mar- 
blehead. 26-13. The Tanners have 
a tie with Winthrop, and have beat- 
en Danvers, 19-0; Amesbury, 20-6; 
Reading, 12-6; and Methuen. 22-0. 
There surely is nothing in this rec- 
ord to make Woburn a favorite 
Thanksgiving on cold statistics. 

Winchester and Woburn have 
played two teams in common, 
Wakefield and Reading. Woburn 
beat Reading, 12-6, and lost to 
Wakefield, 27-13. Winchester beat 
Reading, 19-6, and lost to Wake- 
field, 12-6. You say which did the 
better! Winchester scored three 
touchdowns against Reading to two 
for Woburn and the Tanners scor- 
ed one more touchdown against 
Wakefield than Winchester. 

On the defensive side Woburn 
and Winchester are all even against 
Reading, while Winchester’s show- 
ing is better against Wakefield, tin* 
Indians holding the Scarlet to two 


touchdowns while the Tanners 
gave up four. 

There is nothing more dangerous 
than comparative scores when pick- 
ing a winner, and past Winchester- 
Woburn games have demonstrated 
conclusively how poor an index 
they can be. 

Against about the same sort of 
opposition Woburn has scored 118 
points and given up 116. Winches- 
ter has scored 154 points and al- 
lowed 69. If you like comparative 
scores and vital statistics, you have 
to give the nod to Winchester. 

We personally would rather rate 
this one strictly even, with the 
breaks and the will to win deciding 
the outcome. Neither team has the 
horses it had last year. Woburn 
has two good, if not great, backs 
in McGilvary and Lampher. Its 
veteran quarterback, Sal Carbone, 
overshadows Winchester’s Larry 
Longworth on size and experience, 
if nothing more. 

McGilvary may he the best run- 
ning back on the field Thanksgiv- 
ing. Winchester scouts have been 
high on him all year. Whether he 
and Lampher can match Winches- 
ter’s Captain “Moe” Russo, “Doug- 
ie” Thomson and the flashy Cosmo 
Paonessa only time will tell. 

Games are usually decided on the 
rush line, and here Woburn gene- 
rally has the edge. Winchester’s 
line played well against Wakefield 
and a similar showing against Wo- 
burn will give the Tanners trouble. 
The local line is big, but lacks ex- 
perience. How it will go against 
the Tanners’ tricky buck-lateral 
and split-T plays we can only guess. 

Wakefield had plenty of trouble 
moving on the ground against the 
locals. When Watson started to 
throw the ball, however, the picture 
changed. If Carbone has a good day 
pitching, Winchester can be in for 
trouble. However don’t overlook the 
fact that Longworth occasionally 
comes up with some worthwhile 
chucking. 

We still say, even Stephen, and 
take your pick! It is the intangibles 
that are likely to decide the winner 
come Thanksgiving.

UNION THANKSGIVING SERVICE 


The Union Thanksgiving Service 
°f the Winchester Protestant 
Churches will he held on Wednes- 
day evening, November 21, at 7:45 

at the First Congregational Church. 
1 he service will be eonducted by the 
ministers of the various churches. 
The preacher for the service will be 
lb’. Janies H. Robinson of New 
^ ork, who will preach on the topic, 
“Does God Have Anything To 
Say?” 

Horn in the Negro slums of Knox- 
ville, Tennessee, Dr. Robinson in 
timately knew the many depriva- 
tions which go with physical pover- 
ty; but he found a certain disturb- 
ing sustenance in the religious 
faith of his parents, even though 
it did not seem to him to have much 
bearing on the harsh reality he 
knew. His fight for an education 
and his struggle against almost jn- 
superable odds have been forcefully 
and touchingly described in his au- 
tobiography, “Road Without Turn- 
ing,” published in 1950. In this 
book he also relates how Christian 
faith and love made it possible for 
him to come to grips with the racial 
problem after having been all hut 
overwhelmed by it. 

When the family moved to St. 
Louis, he was able through sheer 
tenacity to enroll at Lincoln Uni- 
versity, where he worked his way 
through and graduated as valedic- 
torian of his class. Having decided 
on the ministry, he completed his 
studies at Union Theological Semi- 
nary in New York, where he was 
elected class president. 

Ordained by the Presbyterian 
Church, U. S. A., in 1935, he found- 
ed the Church of the Master and 
the Morningside Community Center 
in Harlem, with a starting mem- 
bership of less than fifty. Under 
his leadership, these institutions to- 
day provide religious guidance and 
practical assistance to more than 
2000 men, women and children of all 
races. He has also helped to found 
the Interracial Fellowship of 
Greater New York, the Sydenham

Fund for Negro Students. 

When Dr. Robinson was invited 
to deliver the 1955 Lyman Beecher 
Lectures at Yale University, it was 
the first time a Negro minister had 
been thus honored. “The American 
Church can boast of no more crea- 
tive preaching of the Word vhan 
that which has been practiced by 
James Robinson at The Church of 
the Master in New' York City,” de- 
clares Dr. Reinhold Niebuhr. At 
the same time, probably no minister 
in modern times has achieved his 
education and his position through 
a more torturous process of blood, 
sweat and cears.

With traffic moving more and more swiftly through the center 
t hief Charles J. ILirrold is beginning to wonder just how the continuous 
flow of cars and trucks is going to work out with regard to pedestrians 
when the construction work in the square is completed. He is strongly 
of the opinion that the new layout is not going to affect the number of 
trucks going through the square, and feels that in the long run it will he 
necessary to install some sort of traffic lights, or keep police officers 
on duty at both Hevey’s and McCormack’s corners. Those who arc* 
around the center habitually believe him. 


The Red Feather campaign is coming to an end, and although Win- 
chester has raised SO percent of its $57,800.00 quota, those charged w ith 
conducting the drive here are not happy over the fact that many people 
have not contributed at all to the United Community Fund. 

The local committee naturally wants to make its quota, hut is reluc- 
tant to ask those who have contributed to make a further contribution.

We hope you have read the series and so are better informed about 
how Red Feather pays off. We also hope that you good people who are 
going to send in a contribution to Community Fund won’t wait much 
longer! 

Some time during last Saturday night the last train ran through 
Winchester on the temporary tracks laid to take care of railroad traffic 
while the overhead was being built. Sunday all trains were upstairs, 
and will continue overhead for good. 

The first of the week saw the work of removing the temporary rails 
get away to a good start, and with this work went the removal of the 
railroad gates, a symbol of the grade crossing since the old Boston &

his three voyages. He claimed Aus- 
tralia for the British crown, dis- 
covered the Hawaiian Islands, dis- 
proved the existence of a vague 
“southern continent” and found a 
cure for scurvy, the scourge of 
sailors of his time, says the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. 

It is probably due to his use of 
citrus fruit in shipboard diet that 
English seamen are called “Lim- 
eys” to this day. 

Captain Cook’s life was a true 
Horatio Alger story. He first 
worked ns a shop boy for a grocer 
in the seaside village of Staithes in 
Yorkshire. Later he was appren- 
ticed to a coal shipper. While an 
apprentice, he begged a table and 
lamp from his employer’s house- 
keeper and began his self-taught 
education. 

Through his own efforts he be- 
came a master of navigation, 
mathematics and astronomy. His 
particular hero was Euclid, the 
Greek mathematician who has been 
called the “Father of Geometry.” 

In 1755, Cook volunteered into 
the Royal Navy as an able-bodied 
seaman having, as he afterwards 
said, “a mind to try my fortune that 
way.” His service coincided with 
the Seven Years War. After a 
period of valiant action he was pro- 
moted to sailing master. Later he 
made a brilliant survey of the 
hitherto uncharted coast of New- 
foundland, and recorded celestial 
observations which attracted the 
admiration of leading astronomers. 

H is first voyage, in 1768, was or 
ganized for both science and explor 
ation. English astronomers were 
highly interested in a transit of 
Venus which would not recur for 
more than a hundred years. Ap- 
propriate observations could be 
made only in the South Seas. There 
was still speculation about a large 
southern continent stretching some- 
where between Australia and South 
America. The government was de- 
termined that if there were new 
lands to discover they should not 
fall to France or Spain. 

As astronomer, surveyor and sea 
fighter, Captain Cook was tin* 
logical choice to command a South 
Seas expedition. He undertook the 
mission and accomplished all his as- 
signments. He observed the Venus 
transit, charted New Zealand, and 
proved that the supposed continent 
did not exist. 

On his second voyage Cook was- 
tin' first man to cross the Antarcti 
circle, sailing nearer the South Poh 
than any other explorer was to d 
for more than fifty years. It v 
on this voyage that he di^c" 
the cure for scurvy which was to 
save many lives.

Hawaii was discovered on his 
third voyage. The natives first 
treated Cook as a god, hut later 
they became sullen and vengeful. 
Finally a ship’s boat was stolen and 
the captain led a party to recover it. 
In the fight that followed, he was 
fatally stabbed in the back. 

Today a plaque at Koalakekun 
Bay, Hawaii, marks the spot 
where he fell on February 14, 1779.

SERVES BOTH MAN AND NATURE

t he black widow was selected for 
military service over other species 
because of the strength and elas- 
ticit y of her web, which has been 
fmind capable of withstanding com- 
pressed-air Masts of up to 90 
pounds. 

Female Boos the Work 

Spider webs, made largely by the 
dominant female, come in all shapes 
and textures, says the National 
Geographic Society. Threads range 
fimn invisible single fibers to com- 
bined lines woven into snares 
heavy enough to entagle a snake 
nr a mouse. 

In all, there are some 25,000 
known species of spiders, each with 
its own style of web. 

The black widow’s weave is 
coarse and irregular, with a central 
tunnel where she lies in wait for 
victims. A member of the poison- 
ous world-wide genus Latrodectus, 
she is fond of setting up housekeep- 
ing in dark, protected spots in and 
around human dwellings. Though 
she attacks man only on accidental 
contact, her bite is excruciatingly 
painful and occasionally has proved 
fatal. 

Naturalists call the symmetrical 
orb web the spider's masterpiece. 
Spun in many forms by the large 
Argiopidae family, it is distinguish- 
ed by dry radiating spokes that in- 
tersect and support sticky encircl- 
ing lines. 

One handsome creation of a 
tropical orb spider is a circular 
golden net more than three feet 
across. It sometimes ensnares small 
birds. 

Other web types include tangled 
mazes, closely woven sheets, fun- 
nels, hammocks, triangles, and 
“lamp shades.” The bowl and 
doily spider spins a double design 
— a horizontal sheet below an in- 
verted bowl. 

Lassoes Her Prey 

Even stranger is the way of the 
bolus spider. Swinging from a 
loose trapeze line, she draws from 
her abdominal spinnerets short 
lengths of thread that she finishes 
off with a sticky ball of silk. With 
these she “lassoes” passing insects, 
and draws in her prey. 

Besides building snares to catch 
food, spiders spin sacks to shelter 
their eggs and young. 

The raft spider ties leaves and 
twigs together with silken strands, 
and sails the open pond on the fin- 
ished craft. Underwater spiders 
make small domed tents of water- 
proof silk. 

Aerial spiders launch threads in- 
to the air and, carried by the wind, 
may float on a gossamer cloud for 
hundreds of miles. 

Man, too, has made odd use of 
spiders' work. From ancient times 
webs have served as health charms 
and remedies for disease. Applied 
to wounds, they checked blood flow. 
Primitive South Pacific peoples 
still make strong spider webs into 
fishing nets, bags, and headdresses. 

Acceptable silk fabric can be spun 
from spider thread, although such 
an industry is not commercially 
feasible. Research scientists, find 
spider webs especially suitable for 
collecting atmospheric particles. 
And artists have painted detailed 
portraits and elaborte landscapes 
on spider-web foundations with 
delicate engineering skill that rivals 
the spider's own.

RANK AS OLDEST TIMEPIECES 


It takes a shockproof, water- 
proof, antimagnetic watch to keep 
the wheels of modern civilization 
going. Time was when a knotted 
rope did just as well. 

Certain primitive tribes, who 
never split a second, carried ihc 
practice of dividing time by knots 
into the 20th century, the National 
Geographic says. On planning a 
party, a Guiana Indian chief sent 
identical strands to the coterie. 
Kach guest untied one knot every 
morning. And when he worked 
past the last one, it was time to 
honor the invitation. 

Debtors and creditors used the 
same twist. Should the day of 
reckoning come too fast, the debtor 
might wheedle a new cord or get 
leave to retie a few knots in the 
old one. 

Since the dawn of society, every 
civilization has been preoccupied 
with finding a better way to tell 
time. 

Cave man no doubt watched the 
movements of sun, moon, and stars. 
He gauged short spans of time by 
the shadows of trees and cliffs. It 
occurred to him one day that he 
could cause a neater, sharper 
shadow by setting lip a pole in a 
clearing, with a stone or stones to 
measure the march of the image. 
Ipso facto, the first crude sundial. 

The sundial's shortcomings are 
apparent, especially on dark days. 
Nontheless, it has served man long 
and well. The science of dialing 
was taught in British schools as 
late as the 17th century. It is 
possible to buy a modern sundial 
with a swiveling base, adjustable 
to daylight or standard time. 

Many thousands of years ago, an 
early hydraulics expert figured out 
a means of calculating time with- 
out sunlight. Of unknown national- 
ity, perhaps Chinese, the genius 
came up with the water clock or 
clepsydra — “thief of water.” In its 
simplest form the clepsydra is a 
bottle-necked vessel that gradually 
loses water through a tiny hole in 
the bottom. 

The water clock reached its peak 
of usefulness in the golden age of 
Greek and Roman oratory. Some 
speakers were suspected of putting 
muddy, sluggish water into their 
clepsydras to steal a bit more time. 

In time clever mechanics added 
wheels, dials, and ingenious gadgets 
to the clepsydra. One of the most 
famous was given to Charlemagne 
by the Shah of Persia. This gold- 
inlaid water clock featured 12 doors 
that opened in sequence and re- 
mained ajar to mark the hours vis- 
ually. At 12 o’clock, miniature 
horsemen popped out to close all 
the doors. 

Throughout its long service, the 
clepsydra had distinct disadvan- 
tages. Water freezes and evapor- 
ates. The clock was expensive and 
bulky. 

Sand was the answer. Origin of 
the handy, portable, nonfreezing 
sandglass is lost in time, but it 
may have been used in Alexandria 
at least 2M* centuries before the 
Christian Era. The hourglass in- 
spired a mode of dress in later 
years, and became a symbol of life 
in Father Time's hand. 

Fire has always been a conven- 
ient timekeeper. Chinese and Jap- 
anese burned knotted ropes. Al- 
fred the Great regulated his activ- 
ities with handed, timekeeping 
candles. In recent times Dutch nnd 
German farmers used lamp clocks 
with calibrated-glass oil vessels. 

Invention of the truly mechanical 
clock is generally credited to the 
10th-century monk Gerbert. Now- 
adays people everywhere depend 
more and more on it, and less on the 
old devices or natural phenomena. 

“It is past the time of the cock 
crow” may be a delightfully poetic 
phrase, but it hardly helps the 
harassed commuter catch the 7:02.

As the 1956 baseball season 
opens, the Abner Doubleday sides 
begin to choose up again. Did he 
or did he not “invent” baseball? 

The established leagues have ac- 
cepted the tradition that he did, 
says the National Geographic 
Society. The Baseball Hall of 
Fame was established at Double- 
day’s home town, Cooperstown, 
New York, to honor him and heroes 
of the game. Various sports his- 
torians have since raised shouts of 
protest. 

It is generally agreed that 
Doubleday devised the diamond- 
shaped playing field, but some ex- 
perts contest even that. 

The authoritative “Encyclopedia 
of Sports” says fiatly, “Those who 
acclaim Abner Doubleday as origin- 
ator of the game of baseball, those 
who fix 1839 as the year of its be- 
ginning and honor Cooperstown as 
the birthplace are wrong on all 
counts. 

Robert W. Henderson, former 
chief of the New York Public Li- 
brui'Y f 9 Main Reading Room, is 
equally positive, Ha Asserts that 
George Washington’s men nlayed 
baseball at Valley Forge, lie also 
quotes from “A Little Pretty Pock- 
et Book,” published in 1744: 

“The Ball once struck olT, 
Away flies the boy 
To the next destined post 
And then home with joy.” 

The poem is titled “Base Ball.” 
Similar games go much further 
hack. From the dawn of civiliz- 
ation throwing, running and catch- 1 
ing have been popular. Greeks, 
Persians nnd Norsemen played 
handball. The Romans hatted balls 
with bandaged fore-arms. In Egypt 
archeologists have found a leather- 
covered bull more than 30 centuries 
old. It is stuffed with papyrus but 
the segments of its cover are sewn 
like those of a modern baseball. 

The Fuzzy Wuzzies of the Sudan, 
immortalized as fighting men by 
Rudyard Kipling, have perhaps the 
strangest “hall game.” To settle 
differences they duel in a way that 
certainly fits Ty Cobh’s prescrip- 
tion of coming up “the hard way.” 
Each of two duelers takes his 
place in a circle marked in the sand. 
The circles are several yards apart 
and are equipped with mounds of 
baseball-size stones. The players 
then pelt each other until one re- 
treats from his circle in disgrace.

In these disasters, Civil Defense 
Medical Service will organize and 
direct medical resources and facili- 
ties to minimize the effects of the 
disaster. The American Red Cross 
will continue to augment existing 
community medical resources to 
make the necessary medical and 
nursing care available. Civil De- 
fense welfare personnel may assist 
the Red Cross disaster service un- 
der Red Cross direction. 

In such disasters as hurricanes, 
floods and other calamities, liaison, 
planning and exchange of infor- 
mation will continue between Red 
Cross and Civil Defense. 

Under war-caused conditions, the 
Civil Defense Agency has complete 
operational and financial responsi- 
bility, with the Red Cross turning 
overall its resources to assist Ci- 
vil Defense, which will direct all 
disaster operations.

DADS' NIGHT 
WASHINGTON SCHOOL 

The George Washington School 
was the scene of much activity on 
Tuesday evening, November 13, as 
the parents of its pupils visited the 
classrooms where they were wel- 
comed by the room mothers and 
had the opportunity to talk to the 
teachers, review the children’s 
work and enjoy the colorful art 
work done by the students. 

At 8:15 p. m. tho parents gath- 
ered in the auditorium where Mrs. 
Roland Hanson, president of the 
Mothers’ Association, welcomed 
them. Mrs. Hanson then presented 
Mrs. Walter Hutchinson, program 
chairman, who introduced Dr. Ah- 


med el Bindari, the speaker for the 
evening. 

Very appropriately, this being 
American Education Week, Dr. 
Binduri made an interesting com- 
parison of various school systems 
! in the countries where he has been 
1 educated and has traveled. First he 
j touched briefly on the methods of 
education in Egypt and Europe hut 
devoted most of his time to the 
schooling in Russia. Faced with the 
problem of raising literacy from 
twenty per cent to eighty per cent 
n large part of the national budget 
has been devoted to education in 
Russia. Schooling is mandatory for 
children between the ages of four 
and fifteen and it is hoped to ex- 
tend this through schooling equiva- 
lent to our high school and to the 
age of eighteen. There is no cen- 


tral control of tho school system, 
each community establishing its 
own system. However, most of Jieni 
are patterned after a model which 
exists in Moscow. It is Dr. Bindari’s 
opinion that the calibre of educa- 
tion in Russia is high and in fact, 
superior to that in the United 
States. After high school the stu- 
dents arc encouraged to go on to 
higher education and in fact, are 
paid by the government by a sys- 
tem not unlike our C». 1. bill. This 
has encouraged a large number of 
students to obtain higher education, 
particularly in technical fields. 

This was followed by a lively 
question and answer period when 
several people raised questions re- 
garding comparison of the Russian 
system with the United States sys- 
tem. 


Refreshments were then served 
by Mrs. John Wile, social chairmnn, 
and her able committee.

Predicting that this year’s Christ- 
mas mail will set a new nil time 
record, the Postmaster urged vhat 
you take the folllowing steps at 
once: Check your Christmas eard 
lists very carefully — make sure that 
each address includes the full name, 
street nnd number, city, zone nnd 
state. Then, secure Pamphlet No. 

2 at the Post Office, telling you nil 
about Packaging nnd Wrapping 
Parcels for Mailing, and Pamphlet 
No. 3, giving full details on Domes- 
tic Postage Rates and Fees. Stock 
Up on stamps at the same vime. 

Also, ask for free labels reading 
“All For Local Delivery” nnd “All 
For Out of Town Delivery,” so that 
you can speed arrival of your 
Christmas Cards by sorting nnd 
tying them in two separate bundles 
with the addresses all facing one 
way. 

A modest investment in heavy 
wrapping paper, sturdy empty car- 
tons, strong cord and craft paper 
adhesive tape will pay big dividends 
in safe deliveries of your cherished 
Christmas gifts. 

If you’d like to include your 
Christmas Cards or letters inside 
the packages with your gifts, just 
add the appropriate First Class 
mail postage to the postage for vhe 
packages themselves. This com- 
bination mail service recently in- 
troduced by the Post Office Depart- 
ment insures simultaneous arrival 
of your gifts and greetings. 

Remember, that only Christmas 
Cards carrying three cents, or nix 
cents Air Mail postage, may in- 
clude a personal message. Nothing 
more than a signature is authorized 
on cards mailed at the two cent 
Third Class rate, and be sure your 
return address is on every Christ- 
mas Card envelope — this is socially 
correct, and helps both you and 
your friends to keep your mailing 
lists up-to-date. 

After your gift wrapping and 
packing is complete and your 
Christmas Cards are addressed and 
stamped, plan your mailings so that 
those for the most distant points 
go first. Try to get all long-dis- 
tance mailings into the Post Office 
before December 10 and those for 
nearby points should be mailed by 
December 15.

Harriers Become First Team In History To Win 

New England Title Two Successive Years 


The war whoop <»f the Winchester Indians sounded loud anti clear 
in tht* crisp cold air of the Colby College campus last Saturday as the 
harriers swept to their second successive New England title. For the first 
time in the long history of the New Englands a title holder was suc- 
cessful in defending its crown. This unprecedented victory is one of 
the most outstanding accomplishment in New England sports annals. 

Winchester was one of the three teams selected to represent .Mass- 
achusetts this year. These teams are the top throe selected on a time 
basis for their first five runners from the 63 schools competing in the 
State meet. Scituate was the No. 1 team, Newton No. 12 and Win- 
chester No. 3. The New Englands include the top three teams from 
each of the six New England states plus the 10 top runners that are 
not members of the winning teams. In other words, the race embraces 
tlie cream of high school runners from the six-state area. In no other 
sport are so many line young athletes assembled to compete against 
each other. 

Winchester was defending title 

holder but was not conceded much 
of n chance against the favorite, 

Scituate, Waterville, Maine, New- 
ton, Portsmouth, N. II., and East 
Hartford, Conn. However, this 
Winchester team had a dogged de- 
termination to make it a tough 
fight for any other school and spent 
a rugged week oh an extended 
training schedule designed to cut 
down the time lag between them- 
selves and the other two Massa- 
chusetts teams. This hard work 
plus a will to win paid ofT as the 
Indians surprised the 17 other 
schools in thg field to take th<j 
crown once more! 

The Red and Black runners left 
for Waterville on Friday and spent 
the night at a hotel in that town. 

Up early Saturday, they found a 
clear, cold day with a light dusting 
of snow to greet them.

their waj through the maze of run- 
ners to at least a position of con- 
tention. The race progressed up- 
hill for a mile and a quarter, which 
proved to be to the liking of the 
Winchester team. 

At this check point all seven 
runners had moved into the top 
60 positions. They continued to 
pick up pl&tds on the down grade 
before leveling off for the last half 
mile. At this point began the race 
for the finish on the track. Capt. 
Ken Brown with a driving race for 
the wire took the top Winchester 
spot, finishing 0th with an excellent 
time of 13:55. The race was won 
by Harrold Hatch of Pemetie by a 
stride over Dave Moore of Natick, 
in 13:29:4. Harry Ekstrom, Win- 
chester’s second finisher, was 19th. 

After all the runners were in, 
a corrected list was made, elimi- 
nating individual runners, and then 
the 18 team scores were figured. 

Winchester’s team count resulted 
in one of the lowest totals, if not 
the lowest, ever made in the New 
Englands — 59. This count was 
made up by the finishing positions 
of the five team scorers as follows:

O’Connell 10 

Carlson 18 

Saurman 20 

Winchester’s other two varsity 
runners were Callahan in 21st and 
Don Seaver 35th. This finish was 
remarkable when it is realized that 
all seven Red and Black runners 
were in the first 35 of the 126 
team members competing.

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Scarlet Defeats Winchester, 

12-6, In Real Thriller 


Wakefield High beat Winchester, 12-6, last Saturday afternoon on 
Manchester Field in a hard-fought and closely contested game that 
kept some 4000 half-frozen fans tense with excitement from the opening 
to the closing whistle. 

The visitors hadn’t beaten Winchester since 1940, and Saturday’s 
long-sought victory was doubly sweet, for riding on the outcome of 
the game was the championship of the reactivated Middlesex Football 
League. The overjoyed Wakefield cohorts took tin* title hack home 
with them, leaving Winchester the hitter consolation of having given 
the victors a helluva hall game and actually outplayed them most of 
the wav. 


The Indians have nothing of 
which to he ashamed. They made 19 
first downs to 10 for Wakefield, 
rushing for 320 yards to 160 for 
the Scarlet. Each team threw three 
passes, Wakefield having an edge 
here, completing four for 55 yards 
and a touchdown, while Winchester 
made three good for 52 yards and 
had two intercepted. 

Winchester lost 60 yards in pen- 
alties, three being especially costly, 
while Wakefield drew only one five- 
yard penalty. The Scarlet fumbled 
once and Winchester twice, recov- 
ering once. 

The first half was all Winchester, 
the Indians making 11 first downs 
to three for Wakefield and rolling 
up 195 yards on the ground to 55 
for the winners. In the air the In- 
dians completed two of three pass- 
es of 38 yards while Wakefield 
didn’t try to throw the ball. 

Captain “Moe” Russo played well 
in a losing cause, and despite the 
late surge of Watson and Doucet 
that brought victory to Wakefield, 
was the outstanding player on the 
field for the greater part of the 
game. Without him Winchester’s 
cause would have been well nigh 
hopeless. 

“Doug” Thomson, too. ran well 
with the hall, getting Winchester’s 
only touchdown on an 18-yard off- 
tackle scamper. Russo, Flaherty 
and Bartlett played well on defense 
and the Winchester line played its 
best game of the season. 

Watson and Doucet were Wake- 
field’s big heroes, the former run- 
ning well and passing very effec- 
tively late in the going when the 
game rode on his pitching arm. 
Doucet ran hard, and his 29 yd. dash 
from his 22 to Winchester’s 49 gave 
Wakefield a great start on its win- 
ning touchdown drive. He also 
drove hard along the sidelines af- 
ter taking Watson’s pass for the 
score that paid off. Whether he 
could have run away from the 
speedy Paonessa, out of the game 
at that point with an injury, no one 
will ever know! 

Penalties lost the game for Win- 
chester, a fifteen yarder just before 
the half setting the Indians hack 
from what would have been a first 
down on the seven to a first 
down on the 26. Time ran out with 
the hall on the Wakefield two. Fast- 
er running of plays would defi- 
nitely have helped there. 

Another fifteen yarder in the last 
quarter set up Wakefield’s first 
touchdown, putting the hall on the 
one-yard line, first down, instead 
of second down and 20 on the 24 

The first penalty came at the 
end of a 59-yard drive from the 
Winchester 37 to the Wakefield 4. 
Longworth, on a clever bootleg 
play, had advanced to a first down 
at the 6 from the Wakefield 19. 

Only about five minutes of play- 
ing time remained and if Winches- 
ter could have scored at this point, 
it is dollars to the proverbial sink- 
ers they would have won. 

Russo bucked to the four and 
“Dougie” Thomson slanted off 
tackle to a short yard from pay 
dirt. On the next play. Thomson ac- 
tually went over hut a “hack-in - 
motion” call nullified the score and 
put the ball hack on the six. 

This was it, for on the next play 
a Longworth pass was intercepted 
by McDonough of Wakefield in the 
end zone. The Scarlet end fell as 
he was apparently trying to fight 
his way over the goal line, unfor- 
tunately for Winchester, just be- 
fore he made it. The play went as 
a touchback and the hall went to 
the 20. Wakefield started at that 
point to its game-winning touch- 
down. 

Whether turning hack Winches- 
ter so close to victory fired Wake- 
field beyond stopping, or Winches- 
ter sagged involuntarily after 
missing the score is hard to tell. 
Perhaps it was a little of both. 

At all events Wakefield went like 
a house afire? from then on and 
completely dominated play, going 
80 yards in eight plays, commenc- 
ing with Poueet’s sweep from the 
22 to the Winchester 49, behind 
some effective three-man blocking. 

Staying on the ground the Scar- 
let drove ahead to first downs at 
the 37 and 21, last-ditch tackles by 
Flaherty preventing longer gains. 

From the 21 ('anavan and Dou- 
cet picked up five. Watson then 
faded and tossed a flare pass out 
into the left flat. Doucet grabbed 
the hull between the ten and fifteen- 
yard lines and really drove along 
1 lie sideline into the end zone. 
Wakefield tried for the extra point 
by rushing but was piled up. 

First Half Ml Winchester 

Winchester completely doininnt 
ed play in the first half and twice 


missed scoring by narrow margins. 

The second quarter had just be- 
gun when the teams exchanged 
fumbles, Winchester recovering the 
Wakefield hobble on its own 37. 

From there Winchester drove to 
a first down at the Wakefield 10, a 
24 -yard pass from Longworth to 
“Vin” Murphy keeping the drive 
alive. 

Thomson picked up four, hut a 
fumble lost this yardage, Long- 
worth recovering, and a pass miss- 
ed its intended receiver all alone 
in the end zone. On fourth down 
Russo was stopped well short of 
the goal line and Wakefield took 
over. 

The Scarlet made a first down, 
but then had to kick and the hall 
was downed at the Winchester 27. 
From here Winchester put on a 
really impressive offensive that the 
half-time whistle stopped short of 
pay dirt. 

Russo and Thomson made it first 
down at the 42, Thomson picked up 
five yards and Russo bulled through 
to the Wakefield 42 and first down. 

Thomson hit off tackle to a first 
down at the Wakefield 29, and then 
broke through for a second first 
down at the 19. 

Winchester looked unstoppable 
at this point as Russo hanged 
through to the 11 and then swept 
to a first down at the seven. 

Here it was that a fifteen-yard 
holding penalty was assessed, put- 
ting the hall hack on the 26. 

Russo busted through for eight 
and then taking a pitchout from 
Longworth threw a pass to Mur- 
phy, who was downed on the five 
for a first down. Russo carried to 
the two but before another play 
could be run the half ended. 

Wakefield received the second 
half kickoff hut Winchester stopped 
the Scarlet at the Winchester 49 
and Thomson ran the Wakefield 
punt hack to his 30. From there 
Winchester went all the way in 11 
plays. 

Thomson picked up nine and 
Russo got the first down at the 
40. Flaherty and Russo got five 
and Thomson reached midfield for 
the first down. 

Flaherty reversed for five and 
Russo added four, with Thomson 
again making the first down at the 
Wakefield 37. Flaherty picked up 
two and Russo got away to the 
Wakefield 18 for first down. 

Here Thomson, with Russo 
throwing a key block, got through 
a hole at his own right tackle and 
scooted all the way into the end 
zone for the game’s first score- 
Russo’s try for the extra point 
from placement into the wind was 
wide. 

Wakefield had to kick after re- 
ceiving the kickoff and Winchester 
took over at its 41. Russo picked up 
some good yardage, but Winchester 
was assessed another 15 yarder for 
illegal use of hands, and was forc- 
ed to kick. 

Wakefield started at its 33, and 
aided by Watson passes to Mc- 
Donough and Doucet, moved the 
hall to the Winchester 14 for a 
first down, both Doucet and Wat- 
son contributing key rushes in the 
drive. 

At the 14 Watson dropped hack 
to pass and was smeared hack <>n 
the 24 by several Winchester line 
men who converged on him. 

With the Winchester stands 
whooping it up the hall went back 
and the Indians were penalized 15 
yards to thejr one-yard line for 
holding. Doucet slanted over off 
tackle for the touchdown, hut tins 
attempted point after was no good. 

Winchester played the second 
half without Paonessa, who sus- 
tained a leg injury and the loss of 
the little scatback was felt both on 
offense and defense. The summary:

NEW TELEPHONE DIRECTORIES 

Delivery of the 1057 alphabetical 
Boston and Vicinity Telephone Dir- 
ectory about a .3-weeks operation 
with favorable weather -begins 
November 15. Winchester sub- 
scribers will begin vo receive al- 
phabetical directories >n November 
10. Over 825,000 copies are to be 
distributed, on the basis of one per 
telephone in the directory area of 
45 exchanges. 

This delivery will he followed in 
early December by delivery of the 
companion volume, the 1957 Boston 
Classified Telephone Directory 
(Yellow Pages). 

The new alphabetical volume’s 
front cover carries a pencil sketch 
of the Public Garden bridge with a 
swan boat in the scene. The 80- 
year-old bridge — originally a true 
suspension bridge and still appear- 
ing as one — antedates the Vclo- 
phone’s birth in Boston (in 1876) 
by nine years. 

The New England Telephone & 
Telegraph Company reports that 
the pages of the new directory are 
minted on a blue-white paper, os 
pecially developed for improved 
readability. A cream-white paper 
was formerly used. 

Listing pages in the new alpha- 
betical directory total 1294, an in 
crease of 22 reflecting continued 
growth in telephones in service. 
Twelve pages and the inside front 
cover contain general information, 
including as a new feature, illus- 
trations and descriptions of various 
types of telephones instruments 
and other equipment for special 
needs. Listings in the hook total 
about 026,000, or about 14,000 more 
than in the old directory. They in- 
clude revisions arranged for prior 
to October 3, 1956. 

Some 500 men and women will be 
engaged in the delivery beginning 
Thursday, November 15, and in the 
work of checking delivery complete- 
ness and accuracy. Delivery per- 
sonnel will pick up copies of the 
old directory to guard against their 
continued use. 

Two things the Telephone Com- 
pany recommends: Examine your 
old directory before you part with 
it, to make sure nothing of value 
has been left in it. Check your list- 
ing in the new directory and report 
any error, even of the slightest.

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The Winchester Pee Wee Football 
Team celebrated their third year of 
existence by coming up with an un- 
defeated, untied season, sporting a 
record of six wins and no losses, 
^utscoring their opposition 205 to 
DG. 

The success of this year’s Pee 
Wee Team was due to superior 
coaching. The Winchester leam, 
running from both the single wing 
and the split “T”, operated more 
smoothly offensively and defensive- 
ly than any other team in the 
league. 

The Winchester Pee Wees were 
started three years ago by Scott 
Parrot of 1 Hilltop road, known in 
Winchester since childhood when he 
attended Winchester Public Schools. 
Scott later played Prep School foot- 
ball, hockey, and basketball at Bel- 
mont Hill, played hockey for the 
Junior Olympics, and football for 
the U. S. Marines at New River, 
North Carolina. He was a mem- 
ber of the class of 1045 at Dart- 
mouth hut left there and entered 
the U. S. Marines early in World 
War II. 

When asked why he started the 
Pee Wees three years ago, Scott 
points out that the third grade 
youngsters in his area were play- 
ing tackle football in the after- 
noons after school with sixth grad- 
ers twice their size, without either 
protective equipment, or super- 
vision. 

A couple of injuries to ihe young- 
sters brought the idea of organized 
Pee Wee football to mind. The 
first year was spent in inter-squad 
games, and inter-town games on a 
very informal basis. The follow- 
ing year, 1955, found Gloucester 
(Magnolia) scheduling two games 
with Winchester. Scott then was 
able to interest his Dartmouth pal 
Bill Riley from Medford in the pro- 
gram, and Medford, Magnolia, and 
Winchester made up the Pee Wee 
competition for the second year. 

This year Melrose came into the 
league. A home and home game 
between each member of ihe league 
was scheduled. With Winchester 
the only team to have completed 
the season, the league standings 
show that Winchester has insured 
themselves of ihe top spot.

The interest in Pec Wee football 
has grown both among the hoys and 
the parents since its start. It has 
supplied the boys with organized 
tackle football; competitive and 
hard-played as it is, quick whistles, 
required protective equipment, and 
good fundamentals have taken the 
place of sand lot pile ups and result- 
ing injuries. 

Next Fall Pee Wee football is 
open to any hoy in Winchester un- 
der thirteen years of age and under 
105 pounds. The squad will he cut 
to 24 boys by a predetermined 'late 
agreed upon by the league coaches. 

Six man football is played as it 
teaches the fundamentals better 
than does eleven man football. 


Tackling, blocking, and hall handl- 
ing is more of an individual under- 
taking in six man football. There 
are less pile ups which cuts down on 
injuries »fld the game is faster and 
W6re open. 

Melrose and Magnolia arc spon- 
sored by the Kiwanis, and the lat- 
ter by the Lions. Both teams have 
been outfitted with pads, helmets, 
sweaters, and six man football 
shoes. To date, neither Winchester 
nor Medford have been supported. 
It would be worthwhile indeed if 
the Winchester boys could get some 
help for next year. To date, the 
hoys have bought their own sweat- 
ers and supplied their own required 
equipment. 

With the squad necessarily hav- 
ing to he cut to 24 hoys, of course, 
there will he some hoys who come 
out for the team who will be cut. 
If there are any other Winchester 
men, or men from other towns who 
would like to organize a Pee Wee 
football team, the following coaches 
can give them the rules and details. 
In Winchester, Scott Parrot, Coach; 
Robert Johnson, Asst. Coach; in 
Melrose, William Haas, Coach; 
Robert Walker, Asst. Coach; in 
Medford, William Riley, Coach; in 
Magnolia, John Burnett, Coach; 
Don Lowe, Asst. Coach. 

The games are played on a field 
80' x 40'. There are four downs in 
which to make 15 yards for first 
down. Penalties have been decided 
upon to fit the size field and extend- 
ed yard markers. In virtually 
every other way, the game is played 
like regular eleven man football. 

The Winchester hoys along with 
their coaches Scott Parrot and Rob- 


ert Johnson have done a great job. 
The team played hard, and played 
to win. The boys memorized and 
used twenty-six plays and/or vari- 
ations. Spectators at the games 
will tell you it was sometimes im- 
possible to follow the hall and that 
bruising, blocking and tackling 
were featured. 

With the close of the 105fi season 
it is hoped the Winchester hoys 
will come up with another undefeat- 
ed season next year. Both Coach 
Parrot and Coach Johnson have im- 
pressed upon their boys that foot- 
ball like many other sports, is a 
team game, that being a good loser 
is as important as being a humble 
winner, that the schoolroom is the 
most competitive playing field there 
is, and that good sportsmanship 
and the proper attitude is the key to 
good athletics. 

It is hoped that Coaches Parrot 
and Johnson who have given much 
time to the development of this un- 
defeated team and this newly form- 
ed league will be given a boost in 
their effort to continue the pro- 
gram on a more complete scale next 
year, and that interest in Pee Wee 
football will grow in this area as 
has Pee Wee hockey in the past 
several years. Scott Parrot also 
coaches the Winchester Pee Wee 
hockey team at the North Shore 
Sports Center. This league includes 
Melrose, Saugus, Gloucester, Lynn, 
Swampscott, Marblehead, and Pea- 
body. It is the hope of both Mi. 
Parrot and Mr. Johnson that addi- 
tional teams will he formed in Win- 
chester and that another league 
may be started.

POLIO VACCINE AVAILABLE 


Parental request forms for ob- 
taining signatures for first and sec- 
ond inoculations for children in the 
15 through 19-year group will be 
issued in the high school (luring the 
last week in November so that the 
inoculations may be started early 
in December. 

Parental request forms for ob- 
taining signatures for the booster 
doses in children who have already 
received their first two doses will 
be issued in December through the 
schools. Parents of pre-school 
children may obtain these forms 
at the Board of Health Clinic. The 
original request form was only for 
two doses, so a new request form 
must be signed by the parent. 
These booster doses (third injec- 
tions) will be given after January 1, 
1957. 

Physicians are now able to buy 
Polio Vaccine in the drug stores for 
the inoculation of their patients 
who are 20 years of age or older. 
It is recommended that all adults 
up to the age of 45 years receive 
the vaccine.

An adult education program for 
Winchester may become a reality, 
if the plans proposed by the Cit- 
izens Advisory Committee on Adult 
Education are put into effect. This 
committee was created by the 
School Committee as a result of a 
survey by the League of Women 
Voters which indicated a definite 
interest in and need for a program 
of adult education in Winchester. 
Mr. Vincent Ambrose is chairman, 
and other members include Mr. Wil- 
liam F. Burns, Mrs. Roger Burton, 
Mr. Nicholas Fitzgerald, Mrs. P. 
1 Robert Griffith, Mrs. Wade L. Grin- 
dle, Mr. Hoyt C. Hottcl, Mrs. Ben- 
jamin T. Marshall, Mr. William 
Spaulding, and Miss Grace Wills. 

Thus far the principal task of the 
Committee has been one of inves- 
tigation. study, and recommenda- 
tion. It has attempted to discover 
specific educational areas in which 
there seems to be a definite interest. 
It has considered policies and pro- 
cedures with respect to the organ- 
ization and conduct of an adult 
educational program. In the event 
that the Town establishes such a 
program, the Committee will offer 
its assistance in securing the best 
possible personnel to staff the 
courses which are offered. 

Following considerable investiga- 
tion and several meetings, the Com- 
mittee met this week with the 
School Committee to offer its rec- 
ommendations. Members of the 
Committee were encouraged by the 
favorable reaction of School Com- 
mittee members to their proposals.

of an adult education program 
within a year.

Suburban residents had 50% of the 
10,000 below-cost chest X-rays the 
Boston Tuberculosis Association 
took last year. Residents outside 
of Boston proper were given below- 
cost care in the Association’s Shel- 
tered Workshop for arrested cases, 
and in the Prendergast Prevent- 
orium for children whose families 
have tuberculosis. Suburban resi- 
dents are admitted to the Associa- 
tion’s free home nursing and first 
aid classes. 

Hence it is logical, according to 
William F. Otis, Christmas seal 
sale chairman, for residents outside 
of Boston proper to be asked to buy 
the Association Christmas seals, 
just as they are asked to support 
Boston hospitals which serve them 
as well as residents of Boston. 

Suburban housewives and moth- 
ers owe a debt to the Boston Tuber- 
culosis Association for teaching 
health laws and cleanliness to the 
hundreds of South End women who 
daily travel to the better suburbs 
to cook, clean and baby-sit.

LEAGUE AIDS 

STATE PROBATION REFORM 


The Massachusetts League of 
Women Voters and especially Mrs. 
Alan Morse, former State League 
President, have just cause to bo 
very proud of the recent passage of 
the Probation Reorganization bill in 
tlie Massachusetts Legislature. 

This bill raises standards of pro- 
bation service for the state by limit- 
ing to a reasonable amount the 
number of cases handled by a pro- 
bation officer, fixing the compensa- 
tion for personnel, and setting up 
training programs and research 
studies relating to crime. It also 
establishes an impartial Committee 
on Probation to coordinate and de- 
velop the Department of Probation, 

Back in 1954 probation officers 
themselves opposed attempts to set 
up separate juvenile courts on the 
grounds that buildings without ade- 
quate or trnined personnel were 
worthless. League members noted 
this with interest and at the Fall 
Conference in 1954, decided to in- 
vestigate the complaints of vhe pro- 
bation officers, feeling that improv- 
ing Probation Service generally 
would benefit, juvenile as well as 
adult offenders and thus be a prac- 
tical approach to th*e problem of 
juvenile delinquency. 

Leagues all over the state went 
to work on the problem, unking vo 
judges. County Commissioners, and 
probation officers in their areas. In 
Boston Mrs. Morse called a meeting 
of key probation officers, with vhe 
help of Commissioner of Probation. 
Albert Carter. General areas of 
agreement were reached as to 
standards and goals for which the 
officers were aiming, and che latter 
were pleased to find that outsiders 
were interested in their problems. 

Then came the Charlestown 
prison riot and the first Wessell Re- 
port. This report mentioned the 
Probation Service only briefly in its 
over-all view of the entire correc- 
tional system, but its suggestions 
were in accord with the probation 
officers’ desires. No action was 
taken by the 1955 Legislature how- 
ever except to set up the adminis- 
tration of the Department of Cor- 
rection which led to the appoint- 
ment of Commissioner Russell 
Oswald. A committee was set up 
to consider the rest of the report 
and bring in proposals for legisla- 
tion the next year. 

Then the League, satisfied that 
the Probation Service needed im- 
provement, went to work on public 
relations. They called a meeting of 
about 60 organizations and many 
legislators to seek bi-partisan sup- 
port for legislation to solve the 
problems of the Probation Service. 

The second Wessell Report in the 


spring of T956 detailed precisely 
what the Longue believed needed 
change and the Legislative Com- 
mittee filed a bill seeking probation 
reform. During the summer 
Leagues blanketed the state with 
radio interviews, newspaper stories, 
and telephone calls. In October 
1956 Governor Dorter signed the 
bill for probation reform. Inciden- 
tally, the probation section of the 
second Wessell Report was Vhe oniy 
section acted upon by the Legisla- 
ture. Insert: In the words of vhe 
State League Bulletin editor, “Does 
it prove that conviction plus good 
public relations won the battle?”

WINCHESTER WOMEN ELIGIBLE 



Under the 1950 amendments to 
the Social Security Act, 100 women 
in Winchester between the ages of 
62 and G5 are now available for 
Old Age and Survivors Insurance 
payments, according io an estimate 
of the Cambridge District Social 
Security Office. Forty of these 
have already filed their applications 
and may expect co receive their first 
checks in December. The law has 
been written so that those who file 
at any time within the next year 
may still have their benefit pay- 
ments retroactive to November 
195G. 

Heretofore there has been a uni- 
form age at which benefit payments 
could start for all beneficiaries 
other than children and wives or 
widows with children in their care. 

That age was 65; it remains G5 
for male beneficiaries. The 195G 
amendments to the law, however, 
lower the age at which women can 
start getting payments at age 62. 

Widows will get the same month- 
ly benefit that they would have 
started to get at age 65 under the 
old law. 

Wives of retired insured workers 
and retired working women can, if 
they chose, start getting benefit 
payments at age G2. However, the 
monthly benefit amount payable to 
them will be somewhat less than the 
amounts of the benefits they would 
have received had they waited un- 
til age G5.

HAIL EARLY FOR CHRISTMAS’' 

Pointing up the need for your 
cooperation on his 1950 “Mail Ear- 
ly for Christmas” campaign, Post- j 
master Thomas J. Gilgun of the 
Winchester office says if you will 
follow these three simple rules, all 
of your gifts can be delivered be- 
fore Christmas Day: (1) Wrap 

them securely, (2) Address them 
correctly, and (3) Mail them early! 

Amplifying these rules, the post- 
master said, “Avoid the risk of 
mailing poorly wrapped packages. 
Use corrugated mailing cartons, 
plenty of heavy brown wrapping 
paper, and he sure that every pack- 
age is tied with strong cord. Car- 
tons containing several gift pack- 
ages should be stuffed with tissue 
or old newspapers to cushion the 
shocks. 

He also cautioned us that size 
and weight limitations for parcel 
post packages vary according to 
place of mailing and destination, 
and advises everyone to secure 
Pamphlet No. 2 at the post office, 
telling all about packaging and 
wrapping parcels for mailing, and 
Pamphlet No. 3, giving complete 
details on domestic postage rates 
and fees. 

Speaking about correct address- 
ing of Christmas gifts and cards, 
Mr. Gilgun said: “Be sure your 
Christmas mailing list is up to 
date and that you have the com- 
plete name, address, zone number, 
city and state for everyone on your 
list. Send all your Christmas cards 
by first-class mail, because they 
will be processed and delivered 
quicker, and they’ll be forwarded, 
or returned, if it becomes neces- 
sary.” 

Only Christmas cards sent first- 
class mail may carry written mes- 
sages, a custom everyone enjoys, 
Moreover, Christmas card enve- 
lopes smaller that 2*34 in. by 4 in. 
or larger that 9 in. by 12 in. re- 
quire hand cancellation, and thus, 
must carry first-clas postage. 

The postmaster urges everyone 
to secure free labels at the post 
office marked "All For Local De- 
livery” and “All For Out of Town 
Delivery.” Then, sort your Christ- 
mas cards accordingly, tie them 
in two separate bundles with each 
address facing the same way, and 
attach the correct label to each 
bundle. 

Early mailing of all Christmas 
gifts and cards is the biggest fac- 
tor in getting everything delivered 
before Christmas, according to Mr. 
Gilgun. The whole Christmas mail- 
ing period is a battle against time. 
Delays now in getting your Christ- 
mas cards and gift packages to the 
post office may cause a slow-up all 
along the line. Then, there’s always 
the danger that commercial ship- 
ments and incoming mail will con- 
flict with the outgoing operations. 

Postmaster Gilgun says that he 
is glad to see that many people are 
getting the Christmas gifts and 
cards for distant points mailed this 
week, pointing out that all mail 
going long distances should be sent 
before December 10 at the very 
latest. 

Christmas packages for local de- 
livery should be mailed by Decem- 
ber 15 and all Christmas cards for 
nearby destinations by at least a 
week before Christmas.

Under the Charter the UN can only obtain forces 
from the member nations. The member nations 
have never put any of their forces at the continu- 
ous disposal of the UN. The UN should have a 
permanent World Police Force of its own. 


Hungarian Freedom Station Broadcast — Nov. 3, 1956 

“ The Soviet Army is attempting to crush our 
troubled hearts. Their tanks and guns are roaring 
over Hungarian soil. Save our souls. SOS. ..SOS.” 

The UN has no force adequate to deal with a 
major power. It has no prospect of creating such 
a force until it can enforce real disarmament on 
all nations alike. Meanwhile, it can do little more 
than mobilize world moral opinion. If the Soviets 
fail to respond to this, Hungary is doomed. 


Lester Pearson, in the UN — November 1, 1956 

“I would like to see a provision authorizing the 
Secretary General to begin to make arrangements 
with member Governments for a United Nations 
force large enough to keep these (Egyptian- Israeli) 1 

borders at peace. My own government would be 
glad to recommend Canadian participation in such 
a United Nations force , a truly international peace 
and police force.” j 

There is now a UN emergency Police Force in 
Egypt to restore order. This is a great achieve- 
ment. Nevertheless, a “truly peace and police 
force” should enforce law on individuals as well 
as nations, so that the police need not go to war 
to stop war. )

“ I think that we should , and hope that ice shall , 
give our most earnest thought to the problem of how 
we can do more to establish and implement the 
principles of justice and international law.” 

Peace with justice under law requires an inter- 
national court empowered to try offenders, and 
to order binding settlements when international 
disputes threaten the peace. 


President Eisenhower, Broadcast — October 31, 1956 

“I am ever more deeply convinced that the processes 
of the United Nations need further to be developed 
and strengthened . . . There can be no peace without 
law . . . The passionate longing for peace on the 
part of all peoples of the earth compels us to speed 
our search for new and more effective instruments 
of justice.” 

We believe that the President spoke for the 
American people, and the people of all the world.

"LADIES IN RETIREMENT" 

BY UNITARIAN PLAYERS 

Edward Percy and Reginald Den- 
ham’s "Ladies in Retirement" pro- 
vided the Unitarian Players with 
a splendid opportunity for mood 
interpretation and characterization 
in their offering at Metcalf Hall 
last Friday and Saturday. The play 
has many moments rich in drn 
matie possibilities, and many of 
these were exploited to the full by 
a east that on the whole did an ex 
cellent job. I felt that the audience 
was gratified, and appreciative of 
a good evening’s entertainment. 

At the rise of the curtain a sir 
nerbly contrived set testified to the 
efforts of Stephen Morang and Ed- 
ward S. Read, Jr., and their able 
crew. The effect was complete even 
to the shadows so artfully rendered, 
which gave the aged-in-the-wood 
appearance of a pre-Tudor mansion 
on the Thames. Particularly com- 
mendable was the angled fireplace 
wall, which showed an original 
treatment. The furnishings, too, 
were entirely in keeping and a 
credit to Mrs. Arthur Uabot and 
her committee. The set seemed per- 
fectly livable, in fact, unusually so, 
except for the placement of the 
piano, which undoubtedly was due 
to the limitations of stage space, 
and probably presented a difficulty 
which defied solution. 

The costumes seemed to be au- 
thentic for the period, and the hats 
were especially charming; the 
makeup was expertly clone, and 
Miss Ellen Creed’s make-up in the 
last act was most commendable. In 
he last act the blue lighting during 
the "ghost" scene was extremely 
effective, and in general the light- 
ing was good, though during other 
scenes, in Act I notably, the dim- 
ming occurred a little too early to 
achieve maximum effect. 

As the attractive maid, Adele 
Jonah was breezy and pert and al- 
together charming. David Hols- 
worth as the scheming, rascally 
embezzler was at his best in the 
scenes with Adele, and in the final 
scene with his aunt when he takes 
his precipitate departure. He show- 
ed a great deal of competence in 
stage movement, as did Miss Jonah, 
whose dramatic final exit was truly 
convincing.

URGES SPIRITUAL BASIS 
FOR TRUE PEACE 

Lasting peace must have a spir- 
itual basis, and therefore can lie 
reached only as people learn to 
know God better, Hurry B. MacRae 
told an audience in Wakefield Sun- 
day afternoon. 

Mr. MacRae spoke in the First 
Congregational Church, Wakefield, 
under the auspices of the First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, in Bos- 
ton, Massachusetts. His lecture was 
entitled “Christian Science: Bringer 
of Peace.” 

Tracing peace to a source much 
deeper than its surface appear- 
ances, Mr. MacRae described it as 
being essentially spiritual in nature. 

He maintained that in order to 
find durable peace and keep it in- 
dividually and collectively, human- 
ity must turn squarely to the 
spiritual source of peace — in other 
words, to the divine Mind or God. 

The way to understand the spir- 
itual basis of peace, Mr. MacRae 
maintained, is through learning the 
truth about God and man, as re- 
vealed in the Bible — particularly 
the teachings of Christ Jesus — and 
in Christian Science. In its deepest 
sense, said Mr. MacRae, peace is a 
characteristic, or attribute, of the 
divine Mind who is God — and, to be 
permanently experienced by man, 
it must be a state of consciousness 
received from God. 

The way to peace, he told the au- 
dience, lies therefore in gaining a 
correct view of God and of man. 

It was this awareness of spiritual 
facts which made Jesus able to 
calm a storm, Mr. MacRae stated. 

“It is this correct view of our- 
selves and of our fellow man as 
children of God that enables us to 
heal the sick and to restore the sin- 
ner in this present time,” he said.

CHANGES IN YOUR 
SOCIAL SECURITY 

By Gerald J. Murphy 
Manager of the Cambridge 

Social Security Office 

Under the old social Security 
law, benefit payments to a child 
ended when the child reached 18. 
For most children, this provision 
still holds. A change in the law, 
however, now provides for the pay- 
ment of benefits under certain con- 
ditions to a disabled child after 
ago 18 if the child became totally 
disabled before age 18. 

To bo eligible for child’s benefits 
after age 18, the child must be un- 
married, and be dependent on a 
parent, step-parent, or adopting 
parent who is eligible for old-age 
insurance benefits, or who was in- 
sured for the purpose of survivors 
benefits at the time of his or her 
death. The mother of the child is 
also eligible for monthly benefit 
payments as long as she continues 
to have the disabled child in her 
care. 

I say “child” because the child’s 
benefit payments under this pro- 
vision in the amended law are based 
on a disability which became total 
before the child’s 18th birthday. 
However, the benefits continue in- 
definitely into adult years as long 
as the beneficiary remains totally 
disabled. Moreover, it is not neces- 
sary that the recipient of disabled 
child’s benefits have any work rec- 
ord at all under social security in 
order to get these monthly pay- 
ments. 

In writing the provision for dis- 
abled child’s benefits into the 
amended law, Congress gave recog- 
nition to a well-known fact. Dis- 
abled children are as dependent on 
their parents after attaining age 
18 as before and therefore it was 
felt that it was important to fill 
this gap in the Federal insurance 
program by providing benefits for 
children who would not he able to 
support themselves. 

We all realize the distressing and 
serious situation faced by people 
who have the care of a child who 
because of a mental deficiency nev- 
er grows up, or who because of a 
physical impairment requires con- 
stant care throughout life. The con- 
cern of these parents is the more 
acute because they are constantly 
haunted by the spectre of uncer- 
tainty — what will happen to the 
child when the usual family income 
is cut off* by the death or retirement 
of the family breadwinner. 

Parents of children who arc now 
disabled should get in touch with 
the social security office 2 Trow- 
bridge street, Cambridge. The first 
payments to disabled ehildren 18 
or over, whose disability became 
total before they reached age 18 
will be for January 1957. However, 
no monthly payments for the child 
and for the mother with the child 
in her care will be lost if applica 
tion for the benefits is made before 
the end of January 1958, because 
payments can go back for as many 
as 12 months before the month in 
which an application is made. 

It is well to realize that this pro 
gram of social insurance is now 
three-fold — it provides old-age ben- 
efits for men at age 65 and for wo- 
men at age 62; it provides survivor 
protection for young wives and mi 
nor children and to aged parents 
and dependent husbands; it pro 
vides benefits to the insured dis- 
abled worker after he reaches age 
50. These and other changes in the 
law which affect the working popu- 
lation and the nation’s families in 
general are described in special 
leaflets available at any district 
office of the Social Security Admin- 
istration.

school building needs for the next 
live years. The Committee pointed 
out that accelerated growth in 
school enrollments will make these 
needs felt earlier than had been an- 
ticipated. 

It will come as something of a 
surprise to many people to learn 
that school enrollments in Winches- 
ter have increased more than 40 per 
cent in the past seven years. Fur- 
thermore it is anticipated that a 
fairly rapid growth in the Town’s 
population muy expand enrollments 
substantially above present figures. 

The effects of this expansion are 
being felt most acutely at the Se- 
nior High School level, where the 
increased birth rate beginning in 
the early ,1940’s is now being reflect- 
ed in enrollments beyond the capac- 
ity of the building.. The Senior High 
School registered 737 pupils in 
1949, compared with this year’s en- 
rollment of 1,000 which is taxing 
the classroom capacity of the build- 
ing. Jt was originally estimated that 
additional building needs for the 
High School were several years 
away, but the Committee’s report 
indicates that more classrooms will 
he needed as soon as they can be 
provided to. accommodate steadily 
increasing enrollments. 

In another part of it** report the 
Committee noted that anticipated 
growth in the western section of 
the Town may necessitate construc- 
tion of a new. elementary school for 
occupancy in 1969 or 1960. Plans 
for large scale housing projects 
plus normal residence construction 
in that area are expected to cause 
a sharp expansion in elementary 
school enrollments in the next two 
or three years considerably beyond 
the capacity of the Parkhurst 
School.

While Massachusetts is fortunate 
ifi having no critical water shortage 
at this time, the increase in the 
usage of water in our homes (auto- 
matic washing machines, garbage 
disposals, dishwashers, air condi- 
tioners). the ever rising population, 
especially in industrial states like 
Massachusetts, and the tremendous 
increase in water consumption for 
industrial purposes warn us that it 
is not too early to start making 
long range plans for our water 
usage.

WINCHESTER EDITOR 
CALLS FOOTBALL CRAZY CAME 


Winchester’s Terry Nason, wide- 
ly known sports editor of the Boston 
ir lobe, in a recent feature article in 
tlie Globe sports section, ’alls Ymt- 
bnll a “crazy game,” played on Sat- 
urday, alibied on Sunday, seen on 
Monday! 

The, Monday business refers, of 
course to the motion pictures of vhe 
game which generally prove, ac- 
cording to Jerry, that nearly every- 
body who saw the game (especially 
the officials), was wrong in the first 
place. 

In support of his statement Mr. 
Nason goes on to state that movies 
prove from Penn State should have 
beaten Syracuse, Pittsburgh nhoutd 
have beaten Minnesota and Lou 
Lovely of B. U. didn’t tackle Bill 
Smithers of Holy Cross at B. U. 
field. 

“Movies,” says Mr. Nason, “arc 
the banc of football existence. The 
postgame interview has become an 
epic of hemming and hawing. 
Coaches don’t dare commit them- 
selves to a statement based on ob- 
servation — for fear their own game 
movies will make suckers of them. 

“ ‘Game movies,’ candidly con- 
fesses one coach, un-named, ’were 
originally intended for the purpose 
of correcting mistakes. Now 
they’re a means of second-guessing 
officials, players and newspaper- 
men.* 

“The game movie has created 
more ulcers in the whistle-toting 
profession than anything since the 
advent of the ‘Marietta Spread’.” 

The Nnson article is much longer 
than this and mighty interesting 
reading. Much of it deals with 
wrong calls by officials during :Coot- 
ball games, calls that have on occa- 
sion given the game co the wrong 
team. The writer, while admitting 
the costly errors of officials, chari- 
tably adds that it is a wonder vhey 
do not make more. Modern :"oot- 
ball, he finds, is too fast and en- 
velops too much territory for four 
men to properly supervise. 

And how does all this affect Win- 
chester? Well, if you saw vhe 
Wakefield game movies this year, 
you couldn’t see any holding by 
Winchester’s Art Stavaridis, vhe 
boy charged with this particular 
rule infraction late in the game. 

The resulting penalty gave 
Wakefield fifteen yards and a first 
down on the one, instead of a sec- 
ond down and twenty on vhe Win- 
chester 24. Wakefield scored Its 
first touchdown as a result of this 
penalty, and to rub a bit more sait 
into the wound vhe same pictures 
show the Wakefield boy using his 
hands on Stavaridis, which is a 15 
yard rule infraction for an offen- 
sive player. 


Of course the classic miscall in 
I Winchester’s hook will always < o- 
j main that 1941 decision mad ' n .lie 
Reading game which nullified a 
touchdown that would undauntedly 
have won t lie game 'or Winchester. 

The official ruled that “C’hucker” 
Roche, who threw what could have 
been a game-winning pass, threw it 
outside the field of play. The pic- 
tures show he not only throw the 
hall, hut also landed well inside vhe 
field of play after getting rid of 
the pigskin, caught for a T. 1). by 
Jimmy Haggerty. In vhe same 
game a Winchester hack in motion 
penalty nullified a Sam Tibaudo 
touchdown, yet the movies showed 
the back in question steady as a 
rock before the snap. 

Still another call that cost Win- 
chester the Woburn game m 1950 
was a very tardy decision vhat Bob 
Johnson hadn’t scored for Win- 
chester on what turned out vo be 
the Inst play of the game. The 
movies show two-thirds of vhe pile- 
up across the goal line and Johnson 
was well forward in vhe pile. He 
and the hall both were across vhe 
line when vhe players were un- 
vangled. 

Some times the movies arc :io 
help in trying to decide a contro- 
versy, as vhe angle at which vhey 
are Laken is of great importance. 
Often, too, as Mr. Nason states :n 
his article, the movies show vhe 
officials and not che coach, players 
and :Cans, were right. 

Football, like baseball, is a game 
of inches and decisions. ivlany 
times the calling of forward pro- 
gress, or the lack of it, a quick 
whistle or a to-the-fan-in-thc- 
stands inexplicable failure to sec a 
patent rule infraction means vhe 
game one way or the other.

Russo's Kicks the Difference 


Points-After Give Winchester 

14-13 Victory At Woburn 


The stout left foot of Captain “Moe” Russo place-kicked two points 
after touchdowns to give Winchester High a thin-edpe 14-13 victory 
over Woburn Hiph School in the annual Thankspivinp Day classic 
between these ancient rivals last week Thursday morning at the Con- 
nolly Memorial Stadium in Woburn. 

If it was Russo’s kicks that won the game, it was surely “Doup” 
Thomson’s desperation tackle of Bob Lampher at the five-yard line 
at the very end of the first half that saved it. Had Lampher scored, 
the Tanners would have left the field at the half a touchdown in front, 
and that touchdown, as things turned out. would have been plenty to win. 

Woburn had every right to lead 
at the half for it had completely 
outclassed the Indians over the 
first two periods, making seven 
first downs to two for Winchester, 
rushing for 215 yards to 81 for 
the locals. Winchester didn’t at- 
tempt a pass the first half and 
neither of those tried by Woburn 
was comnleted. Woburn’s two first 
half fumbles proved costly, the first 
leading directly to Winchester’s 
first touchdown, and the second giv- 
ing the outclassed Indians a chance 
to set up their other score. 

A huge crowd, estimated as be- 
tween 7500 to 10,000 jammed every 
available inch of space around vhe 
gridiron, and they had hardly set- 
t themselves in their seats, 

(figuratively speaking), when Win- 
chester had a six point lead. 

Woburn, strangely enough, chose 
to receive against a sweeping wind 
that aided Russo to get off a boom- 
ing kick into the Woburn end zone. 

Lampher ran the ball out and was 
hit hard by several Winchester 
linemen at the 10 yard line. 

The ball squirted straight up out 
of his arms and was pounced upon 
by Jackie McCormack and Vinnie 
Murphy, with Murphy finally com- 
ing up with the leather on the Wo- 
burn nine for a big break for the 
Indians. 


Russo was piled up with only a 
yard by the fighting Orange line- 


men. Thomson knifed through for 
three. Russo swept for four, and 
with the ball on the one little Co- 
simo Paonessa broke over inside his 
right tackle for the touchdown, 
leaping over a team-mate to do it. 

Then came the all-important 
point-after, and with the gale at his 
back Russo booted the ball squarely 
between the uprights to give Win- 
chester a 7-0 lead. 

The advantage was short lived. 
Donahue ran the kickoff to the Wo- 
burn 33, and McGilvary picked up 
six yards to the Woburn 39 before 
taking the ball again on a sweep 
left. 

With three men up ahead, the 
powerful Woburn runner got into 
the clear, his mates having easily 
boxed the too-close playing Win- 
chester end. Paonessa made a 
great try to get McGilvary at the 
Winchester 35, but he committed 
himself too quickly and the Tanner 
fullback bounced off his tackle at- 
tempt to straighten out and go all 
the way along the sidelines into the 
end zone to send Woburn into 
transports of delight. 

The Tanners didn't seem too cast 
down when Lampher failed to rush 
for the extra point. Woburn was 
offside on the play, but the penalty 
was naturally refused and Winches- 
ter led 7-6. 

Winchester couldn’t go after the 
kickoff and McGilvary made a good

Gil vary ran the kickoff back 
to ms 15, and die Tanners ripped 
and drove to the Winchester 25, 
where a good gain was nullified ny 
an °»side penalty, a pass fell in- 
complete and Winchester held for 
downs at its 31. 

The Indians were piled up three 
times by the Orange and Russo’s 
hick into the screaming wind went 
only from his 31 to the 35 yard 
line. 

This looked like it, as Lampher 
and McGilvary made first down at 
the 14. With third and six on the 

10 Captain Russo went out with a 
bruised rib, but Thomson stopped 
McGilvary with only two nna on 
fourth down Lampher failed to 
make it by a yard with Winchester 
Hiking over at its five. 

Here Thomson and Paonessa 
made it first down at the 16, but 
heiv a bad pass from center was 
barely recovered by Longworth on 
the Indians two. Woburn was off- 
side on the next play, but Winches- 
ter couldn’t take advantage of the 
yardage and had to kick. 

Joe Flaherty’s kick into the wind 
went out to the Woburn 33, and 
this time the Tanners would not be 
denied. 

McGilvary picked up seven and 
Lampher made first down at vhe 18. 
On first down, McGilvary from a 
fake handoff, rolled through a big 
hole in the Winchester line to dash 
18 yards for the score. He was 
tackled down close but got vhe bail 
into the end zone for the important 
six points. They quickly became 
seven as Anderson easily outsprint- 
ed the two left side Winchester de- 
fenders on a sweep into pay dirt. 

Winchester still led, 14-13, but 
the advantage looked pretty slim, 
and it bid fair to disappear alto- 
gether in the last seconds of the 
half. 

Winchester had to kick after re- 
ceiving the kickoff and Flaherty’s 
boot was blocked and recovered by 
Woburn at the Winchester 25. 

Lampher picked up good yardage, 
but Woburn was offside on the play 
und the ball went back to the 30. 
A long Carbone pass was broken up 
by Thomson, who narrowly missed 
intercepting the ball. 

McGilvary broke through for five 
and McGhee for seven, to put the 
hall on the 18. With just time for 
one play, Lampher swept right, and 
looked good to go all the way. 

“Dougie’’ Thomson, however, lit- 
erally shot across to intercept him 
and tackled him on the Winchester 
five, Lampher’s momentum carry- 
ing him approximately to between 
the one ana two yard lines as the 
half time whistle blew. 

He would have been a rash man 
who would have bet at half time 
that Winchester would win the 
football game, and he would have 
had little difficulty getting himself 
a wager, so completely had Woburn 
dominated play for the first two 
periods. On the Winchester side 
most fans were hoping the Indians 
would keep the score respectable 
while the Orange rooters could 
hardly wait for play to resume. 

When it did they were in for a 
surprise, for Longworth ran the 
kickoff back to the Winchester 27, 
and from there the Indians rolled 
up three first downs in a drive chat 
finally stalled on the Woburn 14. 

Key play in this advance was a 
fourth down and seven situation 
when Winchester sent Flaherty 
back, ostensibly to punt, but instead 
sent Paonessa wide around his left 
flank. 

Apparently trapped by two Wo- 
burn defenders, Cosimo cleverly 
ducked under the bigger boys, using 
his left hand to keep from going vo 
his knee. Pulling free, he advanced 
to the Woburn 24 for a first down 
that made Winchester’s chances 
look bright. 

They continued bright as Bartlett 
drove to the 20 and Thomson added 
five to the 15. On third and one, 
however, Longworth was dropped 
hack on the 19 before he could hand 
off the ball, and on fourth down 
Thomson missed the first dow» at 
the 14 by not more than two inuies. 
Winchester never threatened again. 

Woburn hud a good scoring 
chance just before the end of the 
third quarter when Lampher got 
away for 23 yards and a first down 
at the Winchester 20. The Tanners 
had the ball on the 14, fourth and 
four as the teams changed goals, 
hut Kerrigan got McGilvary at the 

11 to end the drive. 

Winchester had to kick, and Rus- 
so got off a corking boot with the 
wind from his own 13 to the Wo- 
burn 10, with McGilvary making a 
nice run back to the 35. 

Woburn was caught clipping on 
the play, putting the ball back on 
the Orange 20, and from that point 
on until the final whistle Winches- 
ter was able to contain the Tanners’ 
offense in Woburn territory, two 
Woburn fumbles aiding in so doing. 

Winchester had a great chance 
when it recovered the first of these 
two Woburn fumbles on the Tan- 
ners 35, but on fourth down a seven 
yard buck by Bartlett was still 
short and Woburn took over. 

Both teams fumbled in the next 
few minutes and though Woburn 
did chalk up a couple of first downs 
in the closing moments, one on the 
°nly completed pass of the game, a 
1” yard heave from Carbone to An- 
derson, the Tanners were still ten 
yards inside their own territory 
when the game ended. 

Woburn was pretty tired toward 
the end of the game, finding the 
going much harder the second half 
when Winchester’s defenses were 
much more effective. 

The Tanners still had a big edge 
statistic-wise, making six first 
downs the second half to three for 
Winchester and rushing for 123 
yards to 82 for the Indians. Wo- 
burn lost 35 yards in penalties in 
the game while those assessed 
against the Indians were refused 
fur downs. Woburn fumbled six 
times, recovering twice while Win- 
chester recovered one of its three 
fumbles. 

The Indians played most of the 
second period and all of the second 
half with out Cuptuin Russo, who 


was injured in the opening minutes 
of the second period. He was avail- 
able thereafter only to kick. Mc- 
Cormack, first string lineman, was 
also injured early in the game, and 
saw only limited service thereafter.

It is nice to know 1 
he won’t be around another autumn, 
hut at the same time it doesn’t help 
too much to know Carbone, slick 
ball handling Tanner quarterback, 
has another year and Bobby Lam- 
pher, fast, hard-running halfback, 
is only a sophomore. 


Ray Hayward, former Winchester 
High School faculty manager, was 
on the bench during the first half, 
and held a sort of old home week 
before the game and at the half. 
He turned up missing after vhe 
half, and probably went someplace 
where he could see the game! 


The big crowd was orderly 
enough and the spirit was good on 
both sides. Woburn was naturally 
bitterly disappointed at the out- 
come, but they took the defeat well. 
The Winchester fans, while jubilant 
at the outcome, didn’t do too much 
crowing. They couldn’t! 


Father Garrity, former St. Char- 
les clergyman, and a red hot sports 
follower, summed it up rather well 
when a Winchester fan said to him, 
“Well, we beat you, Father!” “Yes, 
but not by much,” said the smiling 
priest. Winchester will always re- 
member the protection he accorded 
the Indians when a crowd of youths 
were snowballing the locals as they 
were trying to defend their goal 
line in a close game at Woburn. A 
real sportsman is Father Garrity. 


Both the Winchester and Woburn 
Bands put on good half time shows, 
and the Winchester Sachemettes, 
the school’s girl tumblers, gave 
their usual slick exhibition in front 
of the Winchester stands. The 
girls put on their special Indian 
dance before going into their tumb- 
ling act. The band sounded fine in 
their performance of the Thanks- 
giving hymn, “Come Ye Thankful 
People, Come.” 


With the exception of our own 
Band, the Woburn tooters played 
the “Star Spangled Banner” the 
best we have heard it done this 
fall. They have come a long way 
in recent years. The Woburn 
Drum-majorettes, also, did a bit of 
somersaulting in their own right. 


Why the tumblers, drum-major- 
ettes, and cheer-leaders of both 
schools didn’t freeze to death we 
will never know. They surely were 
far from “bundled against vhe 
cold.” 


Whoever figured one gate open- 
ing was large enough to let the 
crowd out of the field after the 
game erred badly. The press around 
the narrow opening at times ap- 
proached dangerous proportions, 
and it is more by good luck than de- 
sign that some one wasn’t injured 
in the jam. 


Winchester had bad luck in the 
injury department if not in other 
respects. Captain Russo went out 
with a rib injury in the opening 
minutes of the second period and 
was not available thereafter except 
for kicking.

Carbone is one of the slickest ball 
handlers we saw all fall. Had Wo- 
burn lost him early in the season as 
Winchester lost its only offensive 
veteran, Johnny Chapin, its back- 
field very probably would not have 
functioned as smoothly on the holi- 
day as it did with smooth-working 
“Sal” at the helm. 


Winchester fans who were dis- 
gusted with their team’s showing 
may well remember that the In- 
dians played much of the game 
without Russo, McCormack and vhe 
boy on whom the coaches counted to 
makes its offense go, Johnny 
Chapin. It didn’t help any to have 
McCormack’s first-string replace- 
ment and his substitute among the 
seven squad members declared in- 
eligible before the game. 


Seems like the authorities might 
withold the marks until after vhe 
football season. The cross country 
runners, for instance, do not have 
to worry about marks because their 
season ends before the grades come 
out. We have often wondered how 
many other schools stand to lose 
players just before their big 
Thanksgiving day games. 


Woburn was unhappy over that 
clipping penalty late in the game 
that drove the Orange deep in its 
own territory, but the pictures show 
the cull was correct. The Winches- 
ter coaching staff claimed Wo- 
burn’s deep man was often in mo- 
tion illegally, but the officials turned 
deaf ears to their complaints. 


Maybe the law of averages ap- 
plied to the Woburn game as far as 
Winchester was concerned. The 
locals won one they looked good to 
lose, after losing one to Wakefield 
they looked like they would win. 


Those who said the game would 
be won or lost on the rushline were 
all smiles at the half as the Wo- 
burn forwards were driving the 
Winchester linemen hack into their 
own backfield much of the time. 
The second half the Woburn line 
had the edge, but the advantage was 
not so marked and at the end of the 
game the Indian forwards were 
playing the tired Tunnels pretty 
nearly even. 


Winchester’s one sustained drive 
came right after the second half 
kickoff and was good for 59 yards, 
all on the ground. Had the locals 
got that first down that “Dougie” 
Thomson missed by two inches at 


the 14, who can tell? The Indians 
were looking like a ball team about 
then, ard with the lift that would 
have come from that first down 
might have made it. Of course 
they might not have scored, too. 
They certainly didn’t come close 
thereafter. 


The wind put the hooks to the 
only other scoring chance the In- 
dians had in the second half. Ker- 
rigan recovered a fumble on the 
Woburn 35, and Thomson hit off 
tackle for five. Bartlett was oiled 
up for a yard loss on third aown 
Longworth passed out in the left 
flat to “Vin” Murphy. 


Murphy was in position to receive 
the pass unmolested and might have 
gone quite a way, certainly far 
enough for a first down, but the 
strong wind just blew the ball back 
and away from him, and that was 
it. 


Coach Knowlton thought his two 
sophomores, Migliaccio, fullback, 
and Graham, tackle, did well when 
inserted in the lineup. He also paid 
tribute to “Dougie*’ Thomson, a 
third sophomore who accounted for 
most of Winchester’s yardage off 
the tackles. Thomson’s nose was 
knocked off plumb and he was badly 
battered but was in there swinging 
at the end and was the only Win- 
chester boy to go all the way. 


Paonessa was handicapped by a 
leg injury sustained in the Wake- 
field game and a rib injury he pick- 
ed up early in the holiday game. 
Cosimo kept going in spite of every- 
thing and played a fine all around 
game. 


Bartlett lacked the experience, 
size and speed to be effective offen- 
sively, but he and Flaherty were 
great on defense. They with Thom- 
son and Paonessa saved the bacon 
time and again throughout the 
game, and especially in the first 
half when Woburn was running 
wild. 


Well, we’ll see you next year, and 
let’s not have another like this. At 
our age we just can’t take this sort 
of thing!

A medical examination is requir- 
ed if the policies have been lapsed 
more than three months, hut none 
is required if the policies have been 
lapsed less than three months and 
the policyholders are in as good 
health as they were on the date of 
lapse, Rlake said. 

Any Veterans Administration of- 
fice will he glad to assist veterans 
in reinstating GI term insurance, 
he added.

1. Sit down and plan your work 
before you start it. 

2. Approach each job with the 
idea of first things first — and what 
isn’t done today can wait until to- 
morrow. 

3. Organize your work into daily, 
weekly and occasional classifica- 
tions, and let other members of the 
family help. 

4. Plan your menus, list the 
baby’s needs, and shop only once a 
week. 

5. Use part-time maid service 
and n diaper service if possible. 

6. Keep the baby downstairs in 
the daytime and keep his clothing 
handy. Avoid needless steps. 

7. Use clothing that requires lit- 
tle or no ironing. 

8. Bathe the baby in the kitchen 
sink or bathinette — it saves your 
back. 

9. Make a game of eliminating 
as many steps and motions as pos- 
sible. 

10. When the baby naps, take one 
yourself. 

11. Be sure to rest regularly and 
stop at the first sign of fatigue.

The Registry has provided 28 
branch offices scattered throughout 
the Commonwealth from Hy minis 
to North Adams, and motorists are 
urged to make ‘over-the-counter’ 
applications at one of these branch 
offices in preference to mailing 
them to the Boston Office. 


Motorists should never relax 
their efforts to drive safely, Police 
Chief Charles J. Harrold said yes- 
terday. and they should make a spe- 
cial effort now to get their cars in 
shape for safe winter driving in vhe 
months ahead — for their own pro- 
tection and for the safety of their 
families. 

“It’s surprising to see how many 
motorists are caught unprepared hy 
snow and ice around this time of 
year,” Chief Harrold observed. “It 
reminds me of the fellow who could- 
n’t put storm windows on his home 
when it was cold hut didn’t put 
them on while the weather was 
mild because he didn’t need them.” 

One of the chief goals of the com- 
ing “Back the Attack on Traffic 
Accidents” campaign will he to 
urge motorists to winterize ‘their 
cars before winter really sets in. 

Chief Harrold emphasized that 
winterizing a car means more than 
changing oil and putting in anti- 
freeze. “Of great importance vo 
safety of the motorist arc the 
brakes, headlights, and other 
mechanical features of his car,” he 
said. 

“Live windshield wiper blades, 
defrosters in good working order, 
proper headlights, good tires and 
tire chains arc all items the motor- 
ist can check now so they’ll he ready 
when he needs them. 

National Safety Council tests 
proved that a pair of good tire 
chains are the host possible source 
of traction on traffic packed snow 
and ice. “Two full chains on rear 
tires are better than wishful chink- 
ing when the snow and ice con- 
ditions get had,” the chief advised. 

I “They will help eliminate traffic 
tie-ups as well as accidents.”

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EDITORIALS 

Have you noticed how many more pedestrians are using the cross 
"a Iks in the center these days? 


Surprising as it may seem, it really looks as though we will have 
to be doing something about additional room at the new senior high 
school. Superintendent of Schools Gilson tells the Star that this year’s 
100-pupil jump in enrollment has the high school at capacity right now, 
and with another increase of like size anticipated next year there will 
be real need for additional classrooms next September. 

Two factors have led to this situation, a continued high birth rate, 
and an unusual amount of building in Winchester, which promises to 
continue during the next two or three years. 

The junior high school looks good to go along for a while, but the 
high school definitely cannot wait as long. This year rooms are being 
tiNed as classrooms that were not designed for that purpose. 

At the elementary level the spot where additional school facilities 
are likely to be needed is in the West Side hill section beyond the I’ark- 
hurst building, which is not going to be able to take care of increases 
caused by intensive building programs there. 

The town has been growing population-wise and the impact of the 
growth is striking our schools, as it will other civic services in the 
future. It costs money to be a big town! Winchester is destined to 
find that out.

SOROKIN'S GARDEN 
WINS GOLD MEDAL 


The Massachusetts Horticultural 
Society, at its meeting on October 
11, awarded the Society’s gold 
medal to Professor P. A. Sorokin’s 
garden at 8 Cliff street. The cita- 
tion accompanying the award 
reads : 

“A flaming mass of azaleas and 
rhododendrons climbing a cliff 
crowned by a cascade of wisteria; 
the 22 years work of a sociologist 
who find in horticulture fulfillment 
of the spirit.” 

This garden, attracting thousands 
of visitors each season, has been 
increasingly featured by full page 
color photographs in such national 
magazines as Horticultural and 
House and Garden, and has become 
a distinct beauty spot in Winches- 
ter. 

From November 10 to 21, Prof. 
Sorokin was giving all-university 
lectures and convocation addresses 
at Cornell and St. Louis Universi- 
ties, as well as at several colleges, 
attended by audiences of from three 
to four thousand faculty members, 
students and distinguished honor 
guests. From February 10 to March 
10 next year, he will lecture at the 
University of Florida. 

Prof. Sorokin’s latest book, Fads 
and Foibles in Modern Sociology 
and Related Sciences, published in 
May of 195G, has been already 
translated into Spanish, and, among 
the high commendation of eminent 
scientists and scholars, was most 
highly evaluated by the London 
Times’ Literary Supplement of No- 
vember 2, 195G. 

A new volumn by Prof. Sorokin, 
American Sex Revolution: Mani- 
festations and Consequences, will 
be published on January 7, 1957, by 
Extending Horizons Press of Bos- 
ton.

On Monday evening, November 
26, the Fortnightly held its Guest 
Night in the Social Hall of the 
First Baptist Church. The pres- 
ident, Mrs. Paul H. Atwood, dis- 
pensed with any business so that 
the speaker of the occasion could 
begin at once. Mr. Saville R. 
Davis, noted columnist on the edi- 
torial staff of the Christian Science 
Monitor and recently returned 
from an extensive tour of the Far 
East discussed “The New World of 
Asia.” 

In an intimate manner he first 
amused his audience by describing 
some of his experiences with east- 
ern food delicacies, but soon turned 
serious in explaining economic con- 
ditions and social reactions which 
he found in Burma, India, and other 
adjacent countries. 

The ideas he had previously held 
(obtained mostly from newspaper 
reports) on the effect of Socialism 
and Communism in vhese places 
underwent considerable alteration 
under his own observations. With 
much skill and penetration he show- 
ed how these systems have worked 
out. In contacting people high and 
low he realized that the conclusions 
drawn by our distant judgments 
are often misconceptions or com- 
pletely erroneous. 

The figures of Nehru and Nasser 
with both of whom he conversed at 
some length were made more un- 
derstandable. The whole caik was 
most enlightening. He urged vhat 
we keep a kindly attitude toward 
the Asians who need understanding: 
quite as much as financial .aid. 
Questions from the floor opened up 
further lines of interest which were 
doubtless pursued during the coffee 
hour which followed.

Governor Hotter today made 
public a report from Chairman 
Daniel Tyler, .Ir., of the State 
Housing Board, reviewing hi dir- 
ection of the State’s housing pro- 
gram during the past four years. 

At the same tinie the Governor 
declared that Tyler’s record of effi- 
cient and economical management 
is “an enviable and notable one.” 

The Governor observed ( hat dur- 
ing the four-year period, Tyler hns 
accomplished a saving of more than 
$1,000,000 in the administrative 

costs of operating the State Hous- 
ing Board and approximately an- 
other $1,000,000 in subsidy costs. 

Tyler pointed out to Governor 
Herter in his report that when he 
assumed the chairmanship of the 
State Housing Board on February 
12, 1953, that hoard had requested 
a budget of about $619,000 fur the 
fiscal year starting July 1, 1953, 
and had 97 employees on its pay- 
roll aside from the hoard members 
themselves. 

For the present fiscal year, Tyler 
reported, the State Housing Board 
has a budget of approximately 
$300,000, has 37 persons in its em- 
ploy and throe consultants, one of 
whom works on a part-time basis. 

Under Chairman Tyler’s manage- 
ment of the State housing program, 
the amount the State must pay in 
subsidies for the low-rent. State- 
aided veterans’ housing projects 
throughout the Commonwealth has 
been reduced from $259.16 pe,- unit 
in 1952 to $237.46 for the present 
fiscal year. 

Tyler told the Governor that ihis 
reduction had been accomplished, 
notwithstanding the fact that the 
buildings which comprise the va- 
rious housing developments are get- 
ting older and are in need of an in- 
creasing amount of maintenance 
and repair work. 

Massachusetts’ old age housing 
program, inaugurated by Governor 
Herter, was launched under Tyler’s 
direction in 1954. 

At the present time 268 dwelling 
units in Beverly, Malden, New Bed- 
ford, Waltham, Worcester and Chi- 
copee are occupied by elderly per- 
sons. 

Now under construction are 45 
units in Brockton, 25 in Framing- 
ham, 20 in Ipswich, 42 in Holyoke, 
32 in Lynn, 36 in Revere and *75 in 
Springfield. 

Work will he started shortly on 
the erection of 29 dwelling units in 
Stoneham and 24 in Falmouth. Bids 
opened November 30 for the con- 
struction of 40 units in Everett and 
34 in Peabody. 

Contracts for financial assistance 
have been approved by the State 
Housing Board for 75 elderly hous- 
ing units in Lowell, 45 in Fitchburg, 
32 in Chelsea and 25 in Leominster. 

Cities to which elderly housing 
units have been allocated are Bos- 
ton, 200; Cambridge, 75; Gardner, 
20; Gloucester, 20; Lawrence, 35; 
Pittsfield, 40; Quincy. 45; Salem, 
30; Somerville, 75; and Woburn, 20. 

Towns to which allocations have 
been made are Ameshury, 20; Clin- 
ton, 20; Easthampton, 20; Mans- 


„nd Mill bury, 20. 
i The report submitted to Governor 
Herter revealed that Tyler took 
effective steps to cheek spiralling 
cost s in the State Housing Board 
after his appointment by the Gov- 
0, nor in February, 1953 

As a result of economies and 
savings made by Tyler, the appro- 
priation for the Housing Board for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1954, 
was cut from the proposed budget 
of $618,830 to $391,300. 

Following his policy of achieving 
savings wherever possible, Tyler 
reduced his budget to $329,076 for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1956. 
The regular budget appropriation 
for the present fiscal year was 
$298,050. 

Tyler stated in his report to the 
Governor that no appointments 
were made for political reasons and 
that where employees were dropped 
because there was no work for them 
to do, their positions were left un- 
filled. 

“In your inaugural message of 
January 8, 1953, you stated that

Indeed he should 
have done,” Tyler said in his report I jj 
to the Governor. 

“Not one of the positions which | J 
were eliminated in this office has | j| 
been filled,” Tyler informed Hie • 
Governor. “Not one political ap- J 
point mont of any kind lias been } 
made. If this office had a necessary | 
job and the person doing the job I J 
was conscientious, that person is j 
still here. 

“Our objective under your admin- 
istration,” Tyler declared, “was to 
give the taxpayers of Massachu- 
setts a dollar value for every dollar 
expended.”

A 121 -inch color television set in a 
transparent ease has just been 
placed on exhibit at Boston’s Mu- 
seum of Science. 

The set, capable of receiving 
black and white as well as any 
color in the spectrum from pastels 
to heavy shades, allows Museum 
visitors to see all 28 tubes in oper- 
ation. 

Given to the Museum through the 
Radio Corporation of America in 
cooperation with Jordan Marsh 
Company, corporate member of the 
Museum, the TV employs com- 
patible color, using a “dot sequen- 
tial system.”

By standing close to the screen, 
Museum visitors can spot these dots 
on the face of the picture tube. 
There are 900,000 of them and they 
produce the color in combinations 
of red, blue and green. 

Comparable to commercial sets 
selling for just under $500., the 
Museum’s TV has been set on the 
second floor of the East Wing in a 
rest area for more relaxed viewing. 
It will he tuned to receive afternoon 
color shows. 

The Museum, overlooking the 
Charles River, is open Tuesdays 
through Saturdays from 10 a. m.

condition by Christmas Eve. He 
point s out that by taking a little ex- 
pa care with your Christmas mail- 
ings now, you’ll avoid disappoint- 
ing friends and loved ones at 
Christinas time. 

He asks for your special cooper- 
ation to l»o sure that your return 
uddross ami the recipients address 
[s plainly typed or written on all 
labels and Christmas cards. Use 
zone numbers, and it’s a good idea 
to include an extra label inside your 
packages. Parcel Post size and 
weight limitations vary according 
to destination. Ask about them 
when you go to the Post Office to 
buy stamps. 

Speaking about stamps, the Post- 
master said, “Use three cent post- 
age on all your Christmas cards. 
This way they will he delivered 
promptly, and forwarded or return- 
ed, if necessary, providing you in- 
clude your name and address on 
your Christmas card envelopes.” 
First-Class postage on your Christ- 
mas cards enables you u> include 
handwritten messages, thus making 
your Christmas greetings more per- 
sonal. By including your name and 
address on each Christmas card en- 
velope, both you and your friends 
can keep your mailing lists up-to- 
date. 

The Postmaster urges that vou 
mail all of your out-of-town Christ- 
mas cards and packages immediate- 
ly, and certainly not later than De- 
cember 10. Christmas mail for 
local addresses should bo started on 
its way at least a week before 
Christmas. 

You can do both yourself and the 
Post Office a real favor by securing 
free labels at the Post Oflicc which 
read “All For Out of Town Deliv- 
ery” and “All For Local Delivery.” 
Place these labels on bundles of 
cards for local addresses and on 
those for out-of-town destinations. 

Try to mail your-out-of-town 
Christmas cards several days in ad- 
vance of those for local delivery, 
and those for nearby points should 
all he mailed by at least a week 
before Christmas. 

The cooperation of all business 
firms in postponing the mailing of 
circulars and catalogs until after 
December 25 is requested. 

The Postmaster expressed his 
thanks for the excellent response 
to his “Mail Early” appeals to date, 
hut warns, that only by stepping up 
all mailing of Christmas packages 
and cards immediately, can the rec- 
lord mail load he processed and de- 
livered on time.

The writer was 
told thnt Winchester was one of the 
first high schools in the country to 
institute automobile driver educa- 
tion. Beginning with twelve stu- 
dents the number has grown in the 
past seven years to one hundred 
! seventy-three. Mr. William F. 
i Branley is director of driver educa- 
tion in Winchester High School and 
has reason to be proud of his suc- 
cessful accomplishment. A child 
should have a certificate of fitness 
from a director of driver education 
before he is granted a license to 
drive. 

The solution of the traffic death 
problem, as well as that of child- 
hood delinquency, depends upon 
education in the schools and homes 
where parents understand and 
know children and do their duty by 
them. Adults who have had no 
home or school driving education 
nnd, as a result of the misfortune, 
become careless, reckless and often 
defiant, present a different and 
more difficult problem. There is a 
difference of opinion in how to solve 
it. In the state of Connecticut their 
licenses are taken away. That has 
lessened the traffic deaths there 
compared to states that have done 
nothing or used other means.

Clustered within n stone’s throw 
of each other are the residences of 
three practicing physicians, the new 
high school with an attendance of 
one thousand pupils, the enlarged 
junior high with five hundred ‘four- 
teen. Washington and Main streets, 
the town’s two most congested 
thoroughfares, meet opposite the 
high school and are joined by Mt. 
Pleasant street, a thoroughfare /or 
many automobiles coming down 
from the hillside. Three dead-end 
streets, Francis circuit, opposite Uie 
junior high, Fairview and Black 
Horse terrace nearby, add to the 
congestion at this place, the out- 
standing one in Winchester. 

Thousands of automobiles, noisy 
freight and gravel trucks and vans 
rush through this crowded place 
daily at a speed of 40 to 60 miles 
an hour. Many violate the stop 
signs. The writer has been in- 
formed that some have lost their 
licenses and some have been taken 
to court. The reason more has not 
been done about it is for lack of 
police personnel. 

Chief of Police Harrold told the 
writer that he is enthusiastically in 
favor of driver automobile training 
of pupils at the Winchester High 
School as conducted by Mr. William 
F. Branley, director of driver edu- 
cation — “it is just the thing,’’ he 
said. Chief Harrold is working on 
a plan to cope more effectively with 
the traffic problem. He will soon 
present it to the authorities. The 
struggle must go on to a successful 
finish.

When the Fortnightly Women’s 
Club became active in dramatics 
and organized a dramatic commit- 
tee Miss Mason joined the club and 
played leading roles in their produc- 
tions. She was a charter member of 
the Winchester Florence Crittenton 
Circle and of the Winchester Art 
Association. 

Miss Mason was on the building 
committee of the original Winches- 
ter Hospital and served the hospital 
for ten years as treasurer. She 
was also treasurer for many years, 
first the Pop Concert Committee, 
and later of the Winchester Horse 
Show Committee which furnished 
and maintained the operating suite 
of the hospital while raising an en- 
dowment of $10,000. 

For many years Miss Mason 
made her home here with her 
cousin. Miss Lizzie Norton Mason, 
who died March 8, 1952. She leaves 
a brother, John S. Mason of Haver- 
hill and two nieces. Miss Virginia 
and Miss Dorothy Mason. 

The funeral was held Monday 
afternoon at the late residence with 
the Rev. Robert A. Storer, minister 
of the Unitarian Church, officiating. 
Burial was in Mt. Auburn Ceme- 
tery, Cambridge.

Richard Rogers, manager of Win 
Chester’s Woolworth Store and a 
member of the Yuletide Lighting 
Committee, told the Star yesterday 
that plans are complete for the 
more adequate lighting of the busi- 
ness center during the holiday sea- 
son, and that the actual work of 
decorution will commence next 
week.

EDITORIALS 

There isn’t likely to he much enthusiasm locally for the bill that 
has been introduced in the Legislature seeking to turn the Boston 
Police Department over to the Metropolitan District Commission. Cities 
and towns which will have to pay a proportion of the cost of such a move 
will need a lot of convincing as to its merit. 


Those pie-shaped wedges in Waterfield road at the intersection of 
Thompson street are a long way from being as effective as the old 
traffic circle that was once there. Cars coming out of Thompson street 
headed for the Parkway now make a sharp left turn, and if there isn’t 
a collision there before Thompson street can be made a stop street 
it will he more by good fortune than design. A circle keeping all 
traffic going right would seem to a layman a much more effective way 
of controlling what is going to he pretty heavy traffic at peak times. 

Whether making Thompson street a stop street will prove sufficient 
restriction for those peak times is a question. Many believe there will 
have to be a police officer on duty at or near the post office when traffic 
is heavy if pedestrians are ever to get across the road. 


That was a nice party at the high school gym after the big holiday 
football game Thanksgiving Day. These Victory Dances have done 
much to promote a friendly feeling of good sportsmanship between 
Winchester and Woburn High Schools and have also indicated that teen- 
agers can have a good time while behaving themselves in exemplary 
fashion.

The Board of Health was notified 
this week by Dr. Roy F. Fecmster, 
Director of the Division of Commu- 
nicable Diseases, that a large lot 
of Polio Vaccine is due to go out of 
date in the near future. In order 
to use it up the Department of Pub- 
lic Health is temporarily making 
vaccine available to those aged 20 
through 29. 

The following is taken from a 
newspaper release given by Dr. 
Fecmster on December 3, 1956: 

“All persons under thirty are eli- 
gible to receive Polio Vaccine from 
State supplies until vaccine on 
hand, which is nearing its expir- 
ation date, is exhausted. There- 
after SUite vaccine can be given 
only to those under twenty. 

“The reason for the temporary 
inclusion of those aged twenty 
through twenty-nine is that the 
program came almost to a stand- 
still during September and October 
‘ and the vaccine which had been 
j purchased for distribution this fall 
l has stayed in the cold VMTn, This 
i is due partly to the small number 
! of teenagers fifteen through nine- 
teen who came forward for vaccine, 
hut there are thousands of children 
under fifteen who have not yet been 
included in the program. In fact, 

1 23 r r of those who have been eli- 
gible are still unimmunized. 

“Those between nineteen and 
thirty may now go to their family 
physicians, who will obtain the vac- 
cine from the local Board of Health. 
The only charge which the physi- 
cian will make will be for the ad- 
ministration of the vaccine. This 
makes vaccine available to young 
parents, a group which is usually 
harder hit than other adults. 

“Those who wish to avail them- 
selves of this opportunity must act 
at once. It is expected that the vac- 
cine will be used up rapidly. Some 
of the vaccine goes out of date De- 
cember 25 and the remainder Jan- 
uary 19. 

“This means that most college 
students, many teachers, nurses and 
internes will he able to receive State 
vaccine. Many calls have come in 
from these groups, but the vaccine 
has been denied to them up to this 
time because they were over nine- 
teen.”

Chapin had played 1 ittle 
on defense and Russo was •onsider- 
ed too slow for an offensive full- 
back. . 

This opinion continued over the 
first few games this year, with 
Chapin generally running from the 
fullback slot and Russo being re- 
legated to defense as he was a year 
ago. Up front there wasn’t any one 
capable of rallying a wavering 
rushline, due to lack of experience. 

Winchester got by its second 
game with Stoneham fairly easily, 
posting an 18-0 score, and Cam- 
bridge Latin proved no especial 
problem, the Indians winning 32-13 
with the visitors posting their sec- 
ond score against the scrubs. 

The Cambridge game, however, 
proved a costly one, for in it John 
Chapin, Winchester’s best offensive 
back, injured a knee and played no 
more all season. 

This put it squarely up to Captain 
Russo, and sturdy “Moe” worked 
hard under Coach Knowlton, doing 
a lot of extra running and shedding 
some 1G pounds in so doing. 

With loss of weight Russo’s speed 
improved considerably, and while he 
never was a gazelle, he did show a 
lot more offensive class, commenc- 
ing with the Lexington game. From 
then on Captain Russo was Win- 
chester’s meal ticket, the heavy 
duty hack who went after the two 
or three, yards the team had to get. 

Winchester just barely got by 
Lexington, 14-7, but looked better 
against Melrose, winning, 27-6. 
Against Reading the Indians had a 
'ot of luck in racking up a 19-G vic- 
tory. Winchester really rolled the 
second half against Belmont, turn- 
ing hack a team that bothered a lot 
of clubs this fall, 25-0. 

Then came the Wakefield game, 
and the Indians played their best 
game of the year while losing vhis 
contest and the Middlesex League 
crown to Wakefield. Over most of 
the game Winchester outplayed vhe 
vaunted Scarlet, and had it not 
been for several penalties that 
hurt Winchester and presented 
scoring opportunities to Wakefield 
the result very probably would have 
been different. 

For once Winchester’s line did a 
creditable job against Wakefield 
md it was surely on the ironic side 
hat the Indians lost that one. 

Against Woburn on Thanksgiv- 
ng just the reverse was true. The 
Tanners completely outclassed Win- 
•hester, but could only match vhe

LEAGUE PRESIDENT 
ACTS IN EMERGENCY 

The national organization of the 
League of Women Voters has alert- 
ed state nnd local leagues to the 
need for action in the present emer- 
gency in the Middle East. However, 
events arc happening so rapidly 
that it is difficult for individual 
citizens to keep up with them from 
day to day, much less for individ- 
uals end necessarily slow-moving 
organization.; to express carefully 
thought-out opinions on our foreign 
policy. Two things can be done by 
the L. W. V., however. One is to 
stir up thinking in our communi- 
ties, alerting the citizens of the 
seriousness of the situation, and on- 
couraging discussion and expres- 
sions of opinion by individuals. 

Mrs. John Lee, national presi- 
dent of the League, has, with the 
national hoard, taken the other pos- 
sible course of action. She has sent 
a telegram to President Eisenhow- 
er expressing the League’s position 
that the U. S. should rely on the 
U. N. in every possible way and 
that our action should he channeled 
through that agency. This step by 
Mrs. Lee is authorized by the fact 
that the L. W. V. platform calls for 
support and increased use of the 
U. N. Mrs. Lee suggested in a mes- 
sage to local and state leagues that 
individual members or any like- 
minded citizens could write similar 
letters or telegrams to their repre- 
sentatives, senators, or president. 

Mrs. Lee’s telegram reads: 

“The League of Women Voters 
oi the United States wishes to ox- 
press Its earnest support of the role 
of responsible leadership now being 
developed by the United States 
Government in the effort to solve 
through the United Nations the 
multiple world crisis. We believe 
a sustained policy of action through 
the United Nations is our only hope 
for meeting the immediate threat 
of war and for arriving at long- 
range solutions of the problems, 
political and economic, that produce 
recurrent crises. Recent events have 
strengthened our conviction that 
the United Nations can develop ef- 
fective ways of dealing with these 
problems if its member states are 
sufficiently dedicated to the full and 
continuous use of its resources. We 
urge that all our foreign policies, 
whether economic or political, be 
consistent with these ends. We take 
to heart your reminder, in your 
speech of May 25, 1956, that ‘the j us, in and out of Government, all 
responsibility for carrying forward ' vrying to develop the necessary

NEW TRAFFIC LIGHTS 

BUS TERMINAL IN PLAN FOR 
NEW CENTER LAYOUT 

New traffic lights have been in- 
stalled on the westerly side of the 
center, which eventually will con- 
trol traffic going southwesterly 
from Woburn around the corner at 
McCormack’s Apothecary and traf- 
fic going easterly along Church 
street and northerly from Common 
street which is to be one-way with 
everything moving toward the cen- 

Therc is a pedestrian light con- 
trol standard installed at McCor- 
mack’s corner which will enable 
those on foot to get across traffic 
at that point.

If the present plans are ap- 
proved all busses entering and leav- 
ing the square will stop at this ter- 
minal. 

Commuters should find this cen- 
tral terminal a great improvement 
over the several bus stops of the 
past, and merchants who have com- 
plained of bus stops in front of 
their places of business should also 
find the proposed new arrangement 
desirable.

A beautiful and impressive mem- 
orial service for Winthrop -and Mil- 
dred Lewis Travel 1, the later a or- 
mer resident of Winchester, \v.«s 
held Sunday, December L, at ,he 
West Side Presbyterian Church. 
Ridgewood, New Jersey. 

It followed the regular Sunday 
morning service and was conducted 
by Dr. Arthur Hughes and Mr. 
George Knight, min sters of vho 
Church, assisted by the choir. 1 he 
church was filled to capacity. 

Mr. and Mrs. Travell were both 
lost at sea near the coast of 1 hai- 
land when the coastal steamer on 
which they were passengers cap- 
sized and sank during a typhoon 
November 13, 1956. 

Forty of the fifty-two passengers 
were saved, five are known to have 
drowned. Mr. and Mrs. Travel 1 
who were the only Americans 
aboard, are two of the seven per- 
sons missing. Mr. Travell is known 
to have been in the water and Mrs. 
Travel! last seen clinging to an 
overturned lifeboat before being 
washed off by a huge wave. 

They were on a vacation trip 
from Mr. Travcll’s government 
duties in Bangkok. Mr. Travell 
has been with the International Co- 
operative Administration since 194S 
in the Far East and Mrs. Traveil 
joined him in 1951. They returned 
nome for Christmas in 1954 and 
were looking forward to being home 
again in March 1957. 

Their daughter Joann who grad- 
uated from Wilson College in 1956 
is now a student at (he Katherine 
Gibbs Secretarial School in New 
York City. Their son John is a 
junior at Dartmouth College. 

Mr. Travell was horn in Plain- 
field, N. J., in 1902 and graduated 
from Dartmouth College in 1923. 
He was the son of Hie late Ira . 
Travell, Superintendent of Schools 
in Ridgewood, N. J. His mother 
Airs. Margaret Travell and sister 
Mrs. Robert M. Bennett livo in 
Ridgewood. 

Mrs. Travell was born in Wo- 
burn. Mass., in 1906. She resided 
in Winchester for many years at- 
tending schools here, later return- 
ing to Woburn. She graduated 
from Boston University in 1926. 

Mrs. Travell was the daughter of 
Dr. Beniamin Lewis of Boston and 
Centerville, Cape Cod, and the late 
Mrs. Mabel Read Lewis of Wo- 
burn; and sister of Mrs. Carl A. 
Chaplin (Dorothy Lewis) of West- 
ford, Muss.

For members of the Macomher 
Corporation and the Gustin staff, 
Friday ended with a dinner at the 
Ship’s Haven in Lynnfield. During 
the day a telegram was received 
from Lester C. CJustin, president of 
the corporation, who is vacationing 
with Mrs. Gustin in St. Petersburg, 
Florida. 

The new Gustin plant is a one- 
story building of modern, but not 
extreme design, constructed so that 
it can be altered in the future for 
any purpose. Built of masonry 
with Macomher steel trusses and a 
steel roof, it is 3300 square feet in 
size and completely air conditioned. 

Inside the building are interior 
finishes of varied materials used 
with a view to permitting clients to 
see the finishes in actual use and 
thus get a better idea of which type 
of interior best suits their individual 
needs. Included are such features 
as cork floors, translucent ceilings, 
various types of wall panelling in 
fine furniture finishes, ceramic 
murals and plastic wall coverings. 


The reception room, which in- 
cludes facilities for the use of visit- 
ing clients has a tarazzo floor and 
combines ceramic tiles with fine 
pigskin on the walls. 

The building contains, in addition 
to the (Justins’ office, which is con- 
nected by inter-com with the other 
quarters, five administrative offices, 
two drafting rooms, and a confer- 
ence room with facilities for show- 
ing still and motion pictures, this 
last room finished with cork floor 
and walls. 

Featuring the drafting rooms, 
used by professional engineers vo 
prepare plans and drawings for 
clients, are translucent ••eilings 
with lighting above, which prevents 
shadows of any kind from forming 
on the drawing boards. 

In the (Justin office, a large rest- 
ful richly appointed room, your 
eyes arc immediately attracted to 
a large portrait in oils of the Cor- 
poration President, Lester C. Gus- 
tin, done by Richard V. Ellery. On 
another wall is a candid photo- 
graph of Stanley Macomher, foun- 
der of Macomher Incorporated and 
the present chairman of the hoard. 

The woodwork in the Gustin 
office is rich dark walnut panelling 
and the furnishings are walnut and 
leather, including a large davenport 
and lounge chair of a striking sand 
shade. The floor is cork and the 
ceiling of accoustic tile. Attractive 
aqua and gold drapes hide the win- 
dows at the rear, and above the 
windows is mounted a large carved 
and guilded wooden eagle of ihe 
sort you see in the old shops or over 
doors down Marblehead way. 

Lester C. Gustin, present pres- 
ident of The Gustin Corporation 
who lives in the Winchester Arms, 
the group house he built at 233 
Washington street, founded the 
firm of Lester C. Gustin in 1923 and 
was the first representative of Ma- 
comber Incorporated in New Eng- 
land, introducing steel joist con- 
struction to the area. He has been 
identified with the steel business 
since his graduation from Mass- 
achusetts Institute of Technology 
in 1913. Previous to founding his 
own firm he had been president of 
the Boston Structural Steel Com- 
pany in Boston. 

The firm remained Lester C. Gus- 
tin from 1923 to 1947, in which year 
Mr. Gustin was joined in business 
by his son, in a partnership to bo 
known as Lester C. Gustin & Son, 
which firm is now The Gustin Corp. 

Mr. Gustin’s son, Lester C. Gus 
tin, Jr., of 10 Hillcrest parkway, 
present treasurer of the Gustin Cor- 
poration, came to the firm after 
service in the European Theatre as

a member of the Corps of Engin- 
eers in the third Army with the 
rank of lieutenant colonel. He is 
now a member of the United States 
Army Reserve. For several years 
the Gustin firm was located in Bos- 
ton, and then for a short time in 
Stoneham before their present fine 
new plant was opened last August. 

Sharing the Gustin building with 
The Gustin Corporation is Jerome 
Bailey Foster, widely known Win- 
chester architect, who has an office 
and drafting room for general 
practice. Though not officially con- 
nected with the Gustin Corporation, 
Mr. Foster has worked closely with 
the Gustins in many projects and 
designed for the corporation its 
new business home. The Gustins 
were their own engineers. 

As the Star reporter left the fine 
now Gustin plant, his attention was 
called to a large colored architect’s 
drawing of the so-called Foster 
plan for securing adequate facilities 
for the town’s secondary school 
hy shutting off Main street at 
Washington street and joining the 
then junior high and senior high 
buildings with a new building ex- 
tending across the abandoned sec- 
tion of Main street. 

In mulling over the plan, propos- 
ed by Messrs. Gustin and Foster 
several years ago, and studying the 
picture, the reporter was struck 
with the many features of the Fos- 
ter plan which have been adopted in 
spite of the strong opposition ex- 
pressed to it hy the school author- 
ities at the time it was introduced.

Garrahan on the 54 years he has 
spent in the service of God as a 
nriest, it is well to recall the events 
through the years that have led to 
this day. 

Monsignor Garrahan was born 
November 24, 1874, in Framingham, 
attended the Framingham Public 
Schools and was graduated from 
Boston College in 1898. 

He entered St. John’s Seminary

Brookline, later serving as curate 
St. Stephen’s Framingham, for 
23 years. 

Monsignor was made pastor of 
8t. John’s, Hopkinton, in 1926, was 
transferred to the Sacred Heart 
Church in East Boston in 1928 and 
'assigned to Jeanne D’Arc Academy 
’n 1938. He was named pastor of 
St. Andrew’s Billerica, in 1939 and 
•anu* to Marycliff Academy as 
"liaplain in 19*18. lie was raised to 
Hu* dignity of Domestic Prelate in 
1955. Throughout his life Mon- 
;ignor Garrahan has shown great 
interest in the welfare of prisoners, 
has always been vitally concerned 
in the work of the missions, has al- 
ways been Maryknoll’s “number 


one” vocation scout and has earned 
the respect and admiration of all 
those who know him. 

The Star congratulates Monsig- 
nor Garrahan and wishes him many 
more happy years in this commu- 
nity. 

Monsignor Garrahan recently 
celebrated his 82nd birthday, and 
the following poem was written in 
honor of the event.

Rt. 3 Plans Being Closely Studied 


The Star has been informed by the chairman of the Winchester 
Board of Selectmen that it was announced last week in the Arlington 
Advocate that the Board of Selectmen of Arlington has presented a 
new plan to the Department of Public vVorks for the extension of Route 3. 

According to the description in the Advocate, this plan proposes 
the extension of Route 8 through the property of the Winchester Coun- 
try Club near Arlington street in Winchester and through the facilities 
of the club near Mystic street. 

The proposed route would then 
cross Mystic street by way of an 
overpass to the upper Mystic Lake. 
It would then pass over 1 ho upper 
Mystic Lake by way of a bridge 150 
feet off shore to the Medford side 
and thence extend along the east- 
erly shore of the lakes to an inter- 
change circle at Medford street. 

This plan would incorporate 
changes in two other similar pro- 
posals for extending the rfmto 
through the areas of the Country 
Club and the Mystic Lakes. 

It would substitute an inter- 
change circle at Medford street for 
an interchange at the junction of 
Mystic street and Old Mystic street, 
and it would carry the road further 
offshore in the Mystic Lake. 

The Board of Selectmen and the 
Planning Board of the Town of 
Winchester have been following 
closely the development of plans 
for the extension of Route 3. 

They attended a joint meeting 
with the Boards of Arlington and 
Lexington at the Department of 
Public Works several weeks ago. 
At that time, Commissioner Carl 
Sheridan made it clear that it is 
necessary to extend Route 3 south- 
erly from Route 128 and that traffic 
conditions prohibit any consider- 
ation of having Route 3 join Route 
2 . 

The Commissioner invited sug- 
gestions and, since that time, the 
Board of Selectmen and the Plan- 
ning Board of Winchester have re- 
corded themselves in favor of the 
route which was originally pro- 
posed two or three years ago. 

This route would extend south- 
erly through Winchester near the 
boundary line of Lexington to an 
area near the junction of Ridge 
street and Hutchinson road. It 
would then extend southerly in a 
direct line through a wooded area 
of Arlington, where there are rel- 
atively few houses, until it reached 
the area of Mystic street near the 
junction of Draper avenue. It 
would then continue to the south- 
erly end of the lower Mystic Lake. 

Before recording themselves in 
favor of the above-mentioned route, 
the Winchester officials studied 
carefully the advantages and dis- 
advantages of all routes proposed. 

It is clear to them that any pro- 
posal for the extension of Route 3 
commands a sense of responsibility 
because of the difficult problems 
presented for decision. It is their 
considered opinion, however, that 
the route favored by them would 
cause the least amount of per- 
manent damage to the natural as- 
sets of the communities of Win- 
chester, Arlington, and Medford, 
and that the greater community oi 
people would be least affected over 
the years. 

Last Monday, Representative 
Harrison Chadwick, Mr. Franklin 
J. Lane and Mr. Ralph H. Bonnell 
of the Planning Board, and Mr. 
George B. Redding of the Board of 
Selectmen met with Commissioner 
Carl Sheridan of the Department of 
Public Works. It is reported that 
Commissioner Sheridan is giving 
careful consideration to all possible 
routes and that his decision may be 
expected soon. At that time there 
will be an opportunity for a public 
hearing. 

In the meantime, the Winchester 
officials are doing everything that 
is reasonably possible to advance 
the best interests of the Town and 
the general community in a calm 
and dispassionate manner.

HAIL EARLY FOR CHRISTMAS 


Postmaster Thomas J. Gilgun 
said today that the mounting vol- 
ume of Christmas mail makes it 
vitally important for everyone \o 
help on his “Mail Early For Christ- 
mas” program. 

He reports that the flow of 
Christmas cards is running about 
the same ns last, year, hut mailing 
of gifts by Parcel Post is definitely 
behind schedule, and he urged that 
nil out-of-state parcels be sent by 
Air Parcel Post from now on. 

“Most people realize that the 
early arrival of a Christmas card 
or gift is always welcomed,” the 
Postmaster pointed out. “But there 
arc still some who have the mis- 
taken idea that a gift or card arriv- 
ing on Christmas Eve has a special 
significance. Actually, it is the 
thought behind the gift or card and 
not the time of arrival that is the 
most important consideration.” 

Every facility of the Post Office is 
being pressed into maximum serv- 
ice, extra trucks and personnel have 
been added with the goal of clear- 
ing all Christmas mail well before 
Christmas Day. 

In summing up the present situa- 
tion, the Postmaster said, “Try to 
bring your parcels and Christmas 
cards to the Postal windows before 
10:00 a. m. t or between 1:30 and 
3:30 p. m., to avoid the peak hour 
rushes. 

The Postmaster reminded us 
again that all gifts should be wrap- 
ped securely with heavy paper, or 
enclosed in sturdy corrugated car- 
tons and tied with strong cord. 
Write legibly, or better yet, print 
the recipients full name, street ad- 
dress, zone number, city and state, 
on all Christmas cards and mailing 
labels. Send all cards by First- 
Class mail, and be sure to include 
your name and address on the 
Christmas card envelopes. 

In conclusion, the Postmaster 
said, “We can make it a merrier 
Christmas for everybody if you 
will just follow these three simple 
rules: wrap your Christmas gifts 
securely — address your gifts and 
cards correctly, and mail them now!

HIGH SCHOOL HARRIERS 
HAD GREAT SEASON 



With the close of the great 1955 
Cross Country season, during which 
the Winchester High School Cross 
Country team made the almost un- 
precented grand slam of winning 
the Middlesex, State and New Eng- 
land Interscholastic Championships, 
it was hardly expected that the In- 
dians would have anything more 
than an ordinary season this year. 

This was especially so in view of 
the fact that last year’s “big three,” 
Osborne, Becker and Franson, had 
gone on to college. Winchester’s vet- 
eran and capable coach, Tommy 
Morse of the high school faculty, 
was confident of another good sea- 
son this fall, but hardly sanguine 
about equalling the record of last 
year’s superlative team. 

The call for candidates found the 
largest squad in history reporting, 
some 46 boys. Included among 
these were capable Captain Ken 
Brown and letter men Harry Eks- 
trom, Robin Carlson, Quent Rob- 
erts, and Bill Emerson. Dan O’Con- 
nell, Charlie O’Connor, and Billy 
Saurman were strong JV runners 
in 1955 and the return to the squad 
after a year’s absence of Mike Cal- 
lahan and Don Seaver added 
strength to the team. 

The season opened early and with 
the squad in only fair condition they 
were still able to take the measure 
of a good Wakefield team over a 
rugged 2.7 mile course. 

This opening win was followed 
by an easy victory over a weak 
Haverhill team running on the fine 
Haverhill course. Ken Brown won 
the race with the fast time of 12:28 
to lead his team to a 19 to 44 
triumph. 

The next meet was the long 
awaited one against the strong Sa- 
lem team. The victor here would 
probably win the Pilgrim Divisional 
title. The race was hotly contested 
and although Osgood of Salem won 
the top spot, breaking Lou Farrell’s 
course record in the process, the 
Red and Black team piled in to take 
the meet 25 to 34. This was a re- 
markable victory when it is realized 
that two varsity runners, Quent 
Roberts and Mike Callahan both 
were forced to drop out. 

Revere fell to the local runners 
easily as Brown, Ekstrom and 
Saurman finished 1, 2, 3. The last 
meet of the Pilgrim Division 
schedule was run against Reading 
on the home course. Captain Brown 
ran one of the finest races in the 
history of Winchester cross country 
as he shattered the course record 
established by Osgood of Salem, 
finishing in the sensational time of 
16:20. Emerson, Ekstrom and 
Saurman finished behind him to 
give the Red and Black a 16 to 47 
win. 

The dual meet season came to a 
close with a non-league meet with 
Stoneham. The local runners took 
the first six places in their best 
team effort winning 15 to 49. 

The Pilgrim Division Meet at Es- 
sex proved to he an all Winchester 
race as the Indians swept to a var- 
sity and junior varsity win and 
Ken Brown took revenge on Osgood 
of Salem as he captured the in- 
dividual crown heating his Salem 
rival by 150 yards. Robin Carlson 
completed the sweep by winning 


the JV number one spot by a couple 
of strides over his teammate Char- 
lie Clifton. 

The team groomed themselves 
for the MCCL meet realizing they 
were the underdogs to a powerful 
Newton Club. On October 26, the 
long victory streak of the harriers 
came to an end as Newton edged 
Winchester by a score of 60 to 66 
to take the MCCL title. 

Although the loss was a bitter 
blow the club determined to come 
back and come back they did with 
a decisive victory in the State Meet 
with Ken Brown a strong second to 
“Spike” Paranya who established 
an all class record for the course. 
This win also gave the team the 
opportunity to compete in the New 
Englands again as they had the 
third fastest club behind Scituate 
and Newton. 

Then came the most gratifying 
performance of the season as the 
team travelled to Colby College at 
Waterville, Maine, and, on a long 
course in a bitterly cold wind, swept 
to their second successive New Eng- 
land title. This win represented a 
splendid team ofTort with Captain 
Brown leading the Red and Black 
runners to the tape in 9th position, 
the really remarkable thing about 
this race was the fact that all of 
the Winchester runners finished so 
well. The team placed six of its 
seven runners in the first 34 with 
the seventh man in 59th out of a 
field of 168. The Junior Varsity 
also had an outstanding season as 
they raced undefeated through 
seven dual meets, won the Pilgrim 
title and captured the MCCL JV 
crown for the third straight year. 
What is most unusual is the fact 
that every dual meet was won by 
a perfect score (shutout in cross 
country) of 15 to 50. 

The team will say goodbye to 
several fine runners in June as 
Brown, Ekstrom, Callahan, and 
Quent Roberts graduate. However, 
the core of a good team remains 
with lettermen Carlson, Emerson, 
Seaver, O’Connell, O’Connor, Clif- 
ton, and Saurman ready to move 
into the top spots. Also strong JV 
runners like Van Ummerson with 
the fine Sophomore crop of Cooper, 
deRivera, Lewis, and Dreyer plus a 
good Freshman prospect in Nichols 
help to reduce a coach’s worry.

HUNT ON FOR WINNER 
OF RADIO AMATEUR AWARD 


Massachusetts now has 7440 
amateur radio operators and the 
search for an unsung hero among 
them is on, announced Brig.

He explained that radio amateurs 
are licensed by the Federal govern- 
ment, and form the nucleous of 
•mergency radio communications in 
Civil Defense and other emergency 
groups. He urged that anyone 
familiar with a significant public 
service performed by a radio ama- 
teur during 1956 report the facts to 
he Edison Radio Amateur Award 
Committee, General Electric Com- 
oany — sponsor of the Award — at 
Schenectady, N. Y. 

The principal award and several 
special citations are granted each 
vear in recognition of sacrifice and 
ingenuity displayed by radio ama- 
teurs in pei forming a meritorious 
public service.

Judging by the calls the Star has received the no parking on the 
southerly side of Waterlield road at the post oflice isn’t making much of 
a hit.

The motorist wasn’t blaming the police, who he said were merely 
doing their job, but he was critical of the parking restrictions at the 
post oflice, and especially disgusted with the islands that have been 
constructed in Watorfiold road to control traftic going to and from the 
parking lot south of the street. 

In this connection another motorist came up with the provocative 
suggestion of keeping Thompson street one way but reversing traffic 
so that no one would come out of Thompson street onto Waterlield road. 
With traffic going the other way on Thompson street it would be 
possible to remove the wedge-shaped Islands from Waterlield road and 
permit parking on that side, at least that was the view expressed to us. 

We are no traffic experts, but we take a dim view of the present 
setup at Waterlield road. Perhaps the stop sign at Thompson street 
Ih the answer. That however is not going to help the people who want 
to park opposite the post office while transacting business there. Are 
they going to be permanently out of luck, or is more consideration 
going to be given to traffic conditions at the Waterlield road-Thompson 
street intersection? It is the Star’s opinion that there should be.

If we open our homes 
to some of these young refugees 
would it not be well to start a bank 
account for them so that they could 
receive help with their necessary 
expenses, or to assist them in get- 
ting started when their year here is 
at an end. 

I am hoping my suggestions will 
find a way into the hearts of the 
people of Winchester. If through 
this letter and my efforts even one 
Hungarian student can find a tem- 
porary home in Winchester, my 
efforts will have paid off.

COMPLETE BUSINESS CENSUS 
FIGURES TO BE MADE 
AVAILABLE 


You will be interested to learn 
from the enclosed, that at a meeting 
of the special committee appointed 
by the National Newspaper Promo- 
tion Association and the Newspaper 
Advertising Executives Association, 
held with Dr. Burgess and other 
high officials of the Census Bureau, 
Tuesday, December 4, in Washing- 
ton, it was finally determined that 
complete figures of the Census of

Briefly, the article deals with the proposal, said to have originated ^Xont “md’ulcir^n^oro 1 doiwely 
with the Arlington town authorities, to have the new road sk.rt Ar- 
lington street in Winchester and go right smack through the Win- 
chester Country Club and across Mystic Lake at a point some 150 feet 
from the present shore line. 

Both the Board of Selectmen and the Planning Board have been 
in close touch with the locating of the new Route 3 as it affects Win- 
chester and have gone on record as favoring the plan arrived at by 
State engineers some time ago, a plan which places the new highway 
further west, going through an area of Winchester west of Ridge 
street and going Koutherly to the west of Morningside. 

Thus far in the discussion of the proposed new road Winchester 
has been generally less articulate than Arlington and much less vo- 
ciferous. Its town officers have gone on record as supporting the plan 
State engineers believed to be best. The local authorities have 
felt that nothing would be gained by stirring up the community over 
an issue which may not develop at all. 

The Commissioner of the Department of Public Works will decide 
where the road will go. He has assured both the Selectmen and Plan- 
ning Board that after his decision has been made there will be an oppor- 
tunity for all interested parties to be heard. 

The Commissioner knows now, through a recorded statement of 
the town’s elected officials, where Winchester stands in the matter of 
plans under consideration. If he should select the new route proposed 
by Arlington, that would take the Country Club and further cut down 
on the size of the Mystic Lakes, Winchester will undoubtedly make 
its opposition to such a plan both articulate and vociferous.

Buy Christmas Seals 


Telephone linemen have odd prob- 
lems. But perhaps the strangest 
came up recently in southeast Aus- 
tralia, where magpies began ring- 
ing wrong numbers and lerps dis- 
connected telephones. 

Investigation disclosed that the 
magpies, building nests atop tele- 
phone poles, were picking small 
threads from the wires — thus pass- 
ing electric current to switches that 
set off dial numbers. Engineer.: 
met the situation by providing the 
birds with hundreds of ready-made 
nests, so acceptable that the “wire- 
tapping” is reported virtually end- 
ed. 

The lerps, on the other hand, 
have so far proved less amenable. 
What is a lerp? 

Worst Blague in Years 
Lerps, explains the National Geo- 
graphic Society, are small, winged 
insects of Australia and nearby re- 
gions. They belong to the Psyllidae 
family of jumping plant lice. This 
season, the island continent is ex- 
periencing its worst infestation in 
past quarter of a century. 

The insects — of the common 
species Spondyliaspis eucalyptise- 
crete a honey-sweet substance of 
fine, whitish threads. These forms 
a woolly interior for a scaly cover 
that protects the young. 

Masses of the substance have 
been blown lately from eucalyptus 
and other trees onto telephone 
equipment. Often dampened by 
dew or rain, the tangled skeins were 
found to be enmeshing wires and 
causing short circuits that cut off 
telephone service over large areas. 

Australia’s sugar lerps, however 
nrc not always a nuisance to man. 
Aborigines long have appreciated 
the insect as a source of highly de- 
sired sweet. 

The natives sometimes suck the 
sugary scales directly from the 
leaves or twigs to which they cling. 
They also scrap off the scales and 
steep them in water to make a deli- 
cately flavored drink that is occa- 
sionally fermented. 

Manna Foretells Drought 
At times, quantities of the tiny 
lerp particles drop to the ground 
as “manna.” An old Australian 
tradition says that the presence of 
such manna in unusually large 
amounts is a warning of approach- 
ing drought. 

According to one tribal legend, 
the first manna to fall was sent 
long ago by the “All-Father” god, 
Byamee. It rained down from trees 
“like liquid honey” as a reward to 
the tribesmen who bad refused to 
be tempted by bee honey set apart 
for Byamee’s own use. 

After its first appearance, the 
story goes, manna was always pro- 
vided by Byamee to ease the hard- 
ships of drought.

FARM IMPROVEMENTS CUTTING 
BOBWHITE QUAIL POPULATION 


Good farming, rather than good 
niai ksnianship, looms as the big 
J.°r °f °ne of the farmers’ best 
inenda, the bobwhite quail. 

I he popular game bird thrives 
yvst in briar patches, weedy fields. 
i«‘n<'p rows, old orchards, and 
grassy stretches along the edges of 
forest*, the National Geographic 
Society says. Cover is essential 
for the bobwhite is a ground-dvvell- 
f r that forages for weed seeds and 
insects. It does not like to fly. 

Government wildlife experts say 
several trends in the southeastern 
1 nited State*, heart of the hob- 
white’s range, paradoxically are 
helping farmers hut reducing the 
‘piail population. The practices in- 
clude pasturing of more and more 
hi res, farming larger blocks of land 
with modern machinery, turning 
poor soil to pure stands of timber, 
hnd, possibly, the use of insecti- 
cides. 

Member of Pheasant Family 

Thick and plump, handsomely 
decked o u t in reddish-brown 
pcckled feathers, the bobwhite 
(Colinus virginianus) grows about 
*’i foot long. It is a member of the 
attractive pheasant family and one 
°f six quail species native to North 
America. Its European relative, 
the migratory quail, figures in Old 
Testament history. 

Buring their quest for the prom- 
ised land, the Children of Israel 
twice were providentially provided 
with quail. Even today, during mi- 
grations to Africa, large numbers 
may fall of exhaustion. 

Bolnvhites, on the other hand, 
stay put. The species ranges from 
New England to Texas and from 
Iowa to Florida, hut an individual 
seldom ventures far from the place 
where it was hatched. 

Northern winters and southern 
droughts thus impose severe hard- 
ships on the bobwhite. Fortunately, 
the bird is prolific, for it has numer- 
ous natural enemies — foxes, skunks, 
weasels, hawks, and owls. It is es- 
timated that 80 of every 100 birds 
alive in the fall will die or be killed 
in a year. 

When spring comes, the male 
bobwhite chooses a suitable nesting 
spot, perhaps a tussock of grass. 
Then it finds a good vantage on a 
rock or fence post and starts loudly 
calling its own name. The bird is 
in love. 

After mating, most males give up 
whistling. It is the surplus male 
that keeps calling “Bobwhite! Bob- 
white!’’ through the summer. 

Takes Interest in Family 

Unlike most game birds, the hob- 
white is a devoted mate and a good 
father. It not only helps build the 
nest, hut takes turns sitting on the 
clutch of 15 or so creamy-white 
eggs. If the mother should be kill- 
ed, the father bird incubates the 
eggs and brings up the chicks. The 
members of a family comprise a 
covey. 

During the day the quail family 
hunts for food in fields and brush, 
walking quietly in cover and skit- 
tering across clearings. Old and 
young are skilled at freezing when 
alarmed. If real danger threatens, 
the covey takes wing like an explo- 
sion of feathers. Gentle gathering 
calls round up the scattered covey.

NATION'S SCENIC PARKS ENJOY 
IMPROVEMENTS, 

RECORD CROWDS 

Nature’s year-long “spectacular”, 
the United States National Parks, 
has proved its enormous appeal 
once more. 

Some .‘12,000,000 visitors viewed 
the magnificent displays in the 180 
areas of the National Park Service 
during the first seven months of 
1950. One month alone, July, set 
an all-time record with over 10,000,- 
000 visitors, says the National Geo- 
graphic Society. By October, at- 
tendance should reach 46,000,000, a 
milestone toward the 80,000,000 
visitors expected in 1986, the golden 
anniversary of the Park Service. 

Improvements in facilities are 
making the parks even more enjoy- 
able. A midsummer ceremony at 
Yellowstone inaugurated a multi- 
million-dollar face lifting, to include 
a modern Canyon Village with cot- 
tage units, a lodge, and administra- 
tion facilities. Completion of who 
project next year is a step toward 
eliminating the developed area on 
the rim of the Grand Canyon of the 
Yellowstone River. 

Trailer Innovation 

The first trailer area of its kind 
in a national park opened this sea- 
son at Colter Bay in Grand Teton 
National Park, Wyoming, 'frailer- 
minded visitors to the wooded area 
on Jackson Lake, mirroring the 
Teton Range, found 110 paved 
spaces in staggered arrangement, 
oifering individual electrical and 
plumbing connections. 

Renovations are planned at the 
Government-owned McKinley Park 
Hotel in Mount McKinley National 
Park, Alaska, dominated by the 
highest peak on the North Amer- 
ican Continent (20,320 ft.). The 
area is favored for rugged views, 
invigorating air, and us wildlife, 
including caribou and white Alaska 
mountain sheep. 

Meanwhile, two national monu- 
ment areas, Verendrye in North 
Dakota and Fossil Cycad in South 
Dakota, have been abolished by 
Congress at request of the Park 
Service, which regards them as hav- 
ing less than national significance. 
It was earlier believed tnat Sieur 
de la Verendrye, first white man 
known to have entered North 
Dakota territory, had used a high 
point as an observation post, and 
had moved along to explore the 
Rocky Mountains. Subsequent re- 
search failed to substantiate the 
beliefs. Fossil Cycad Monument 
originally established in the Black 
Hills to preserve the remnants of 
prehistoric trees, but excavators 
found it impractical to remove the 
massive sandstone covering them. 

Utah Parks Consolidated 

Zion National Monument, a re- 
gion of beautiful clilfs and canyons 
that Mormon pioneers called the 
“Land of Zion,” has been consolid- 
ated into Zion National Park, re- 
sulting in a larger and more com- 
plete park area. The two areas, 
park officials explained, have sup- 
plemented each other in giving vis- 
itors a better understanding of the 
mobility of the earth’s crust. 

As summer waned, establishment 
of Pea Ridge National Military 
Park, Arkansas, and Horseshoe 
Bend National Military Park, Ala- 
bama, awaited donations of land to 
the Government. At Horseshoe 
Bend, on the Tallapoosa River, Gen- 
eral Andrew Jackson’s men defeat- 
ed Creek warriors in 1814, paving 
the way for white settlement. A 
Civil War engagement at Pea Ridge 
in 1862 thwarted a Confederate ut- 
tempt to take Missouri.

The beautiful format of the book 
deserves praise, as does the inter- 
esting jacket with its reproduction 
of an old manuscript copy of a 
passage from Livy, and its mathe- 
matical equations of solutions to 
language problems. 

A passage from the publisher’s 
synopsis on the jacket reads, “The 
volume is enlivened by recollec- 
tions of a lifetime of learning and 
teaching, and by caustic comments 
on the depredations of editors, phi- 
lologists and others.” The book is, 
however, primarily a book for 
scholars — by a scholar.

CONFIRMATION AT EPIPHANY 


Rt. Rev. Anson Phelps Stokes, 
Jr., Bishop of the Diocese of Mass- 
achusetts, made his annual visit to 
the Church of the Epiphany last 
Sunday morning, confirming a class 
of 44 children and adults at the 
9:30 service. The class was present- 
ed by the rector, Rev John W. Elli- 
son, and the church was filled to 
capacity for the service despite die 
inclement weather. 

Bishop Stokes preached the con- 
firmation sermon, and was also the 
preacher at the 11 o’clock service. 
It being Bible Sunday he spoke of 
the importance of the bible, not 
only to the clergy but to the man 
in the pew. 

Bishop Stokes likened the service 
of Confirmation to that of the Or- 
dination of a Priest, which he had 
administered only the day before 
he came to the Epiphany, and to the 
Consecration of a Bishop which no 
many saw on TV a few weeks ago 
when Bishop Frederick Lawrence 
was consecrated at Trinity Church 
in Boston.

In the 
service of Confirmation the bible 
is presented in spirit and not vis- 
ibly.

Ho covered City Hall during the 
administrations of Boston Mayors 
Curley, Nichols and Mansfield and 
the State House during the terms 
of Governors Ely, Curley, Hurley, 
Saltonstall, Tobin, Bradford, Dever, 
and Herter. 

Before being assigned to the poli- 
tical field, Vaugh was an all-round 
staff reporter. He was a member 
of the Post team of reporters who 
exposed the multi-million-dollar 
Ponzi swindle, helping his paper to 
win the coveted Pulitzer prize for 
public service. 

The Governor’s press secretary 
is well-liked among newsmen. He 
is past president of the Massachu- 
setts State House Press Associa- 
tion and the Boston Post Editorial 
Association. He is a member of 
the American Newspaper Guild, 
Veteran Journalists, Boston Press 
Club, Harvard 1920 Class Associa- 
tion of Boston and the Maison des 
Journalistes of Paris.

Jersey, said the other day that in 
Austria the Red Cross “took us in 
hand at the border and we got 
hand-to-hand treatment all the 
way.

AT CHRISTMAS 


Registrar of Motor Vehicles, 
Rudolph F. King, Chairman of the 
Massachusetts Highway Safety 
Committee, recently issued an ur- 
gent appeal to all highway users 
whether motorist or pedestrian to 
give highway safety greater atten- 
tion during the dangerous month of 
December than ever before. 

Holiday crowds, early darkness, 
ami unusual weather conditions in- 
crease traffic hazards.

"If we are to eliminate a repeti- 1 
tion of highway slaughter which 
last December resulted in the 
deaths of eighty-three persons, 1 
each and every citizen must coope- :

ing rules," continued the Registrar. 

"During the Christmas holiday 
period last year, seventeen persons 
were killed in highway traffic mis- 
haps. If you must have a Christmas 
party and wine and dine your 
guests, provide safe transportation 
for them so thnt these happy cele- 
brations will not end in tragedy,” 
concluded Registrar King.

Some elderly couples will receive 
their social security benefits this 
month combined into a single fam- 
ily check, Mr. Gerald J. Murphy, 
district manager of the Cambridge 
ocial security office, which services 
the Winchester area, announced to- 
day. Wives of retired workers who 
filed their claims within the last 
month or so will have their benefit 
amounts combined with their hus- 
band's old-age and survivors in- 
surance benefits based upon their 
own work records. 

Dp until now, Mr. Murphy said, 
retired workers and their wives 
have been paid their benefits each 
month in separate checks, although 
in many cases, one of them would 
take both of the checks to the store 
or to the hank to be cashed. Being 
paid their monthly social security 
benefits in a single check will make 
i the cashing of checks simpler for 
many of these eoufifra, and if they 
have been paying fees to have their 
checks cashed, they will now have 
to pay only one fee instead of two. 
Mr. Murphy emphasized that the 
combination of the husband’s and 
the wife’s benefits into one check 
in no way affects the rights of 
either individual to his or her bene- 
fit, nor the amount of that benefit. 
Both of them must sign their names 
on the back of the check before the 
check can be cashed. 

The new method of payment, 
which is being instituted on a trail 
basis, is expected to cut the ex- 
penses of the Government in issu- 
ing and mailing checks and to re- 
lieve congestion in post offices 
around the first of each month 
when social security and other Gov- 
ernment checks are mailed out. 

Since 1951 the Social Security 
Administration has combined bene- 
fit payments to children living in 
the same household into a single 
check. This procedure, by reducing 
the number of checks, has resulted 
in considerable savings. 

About a million and a quarter 
wives are entitled to benefits based 
upon their retired husbands’ social 
security accounts. For the present, 
combined checks will be issued only 
as wives of retired workers file 
their claims for benefits and are 
put on the social security benefit 
rolls, or in cases where payments 
to a husband and wife have been 
stopped for some reason, and are 
being started again. However, no 
combination of the social security 
benefits payable to a husband and 
wife will be made where they are 
not living together or where part 
of the wife’s benefit amount is an 
old-age insurance benefit based 
upon her own record of work under 
social security. Separate checks 
will also continue to be issued 
where either the husband or the 
wife has been determined to be 
incompetent to handle funds. 

Any beneficiary who for any rea- 
son objects to having his or her 
benefit amount combined with that 
of a spouse will be paid by separate 
check, Mr. Murphy said. He or she 
need only notify the social security 
office. The new procedure of paying 
husbands and wives by combined 
check, he pointed out, will not be 
extended to all elderly couples on 
the social security rolls before Sep- 
tember 1956, until it has proved 
successful and productive of the 
expected savings in administrative 
costs.

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Mrs. Paul W. Atwood opened her 
beautifully decorated home on Ar- 
lington street for the Christmas 
meeting of the Florence Crittenton 
League on Friday, December 14. 

Mrs. Vera I. McKenzie, the pres- 
ident, presided and Dr. Cart of the 
First Congregational Church open- 
ed the meeting with a very inspir- 
ing prayer. After the reports of 
the various committees, Mrs. Wal- 
ter D. Abbott, program chairman, 
introduced the speaker of the after- 
noon, Mrs. Ava E. Burrows, Intake 
Interviewer of the Crittenton Hast- 
ings House. Mrs. Burrows has an 
impressive background as a social 
worker, teacher and was at Har 
vard for five years with the Glueck 
Study which deals with the com- 
parison of delinquents with non- 
delinquents. 

Mrs. Burrows with her long years 
of experience working with young 
people and their problems gave a 
very interesting and enlightening 
talk on handling of the serious so- 
cial problem of the unwed mother. 
She stressed the point that there 
are no illegitimate children, just il- 
legitimate parents. 

She told of the attitude the public 
lias had toward the unwed mother 
over the years and said that today 
the public, instead of treating the 
unfortunate girl with scorn, was 
now becoming educated to the point 
where they realized these young 
people needed help and understand- 
ing as to why they find themselves 
in this tragic situation. 

Mrs. Burrows told her audience 
that it was very important for the 
public to understand that this ap- 
proach to the problem did not con- 
done the situation but aimed to get 
at the cause of the trouble. She 
told of the delicate handling of the 
distraught young women and their 
families when they sought help and 
said that they came from all kinds 
of social and economic backgrounds. 

According to social workers after 
studying thousands of ease his- 
tories, it is apparent that in many 
instances the unwed mother is a 
child of one dominating parent, 
more frequently the mother, who 
thinks she is a good parent. Mrs. 
Burrows stressed the importance of 
the parents co-operating in the up- 
bringing of their children and said 
one vital answer to this problem is 
a happy chlid. 

Mrs. Burrows made her audience 
feel that the work of the Florence 
Crittenton League is a challenging 
and rewarding job, one which is 
very important in our social struc- 
ture ana a group with which every 
member should be proud to serve. 

After a question period, Mrs. 
Crosby B. Kelley and her committee 
served a delicious tea. Mrs. Fred- 
erick W. Aseltine and Mrs. George 
B. Field poured.

“We believe that our Silvei Anni- 
versary All-American will do muj 1 
to emphasize the pursuit of ih< 
rounded human values in which ath- 
letics and education are joined, 
James added. 

Selection of the team member 
will he made by a hoard of some of 
the nation’s most prominent execu- 
tives, and each of those honored 
will receive a trophy in the shape 
of silver goal posts. 

Among others still working in the 
field of athletics who have been 
nominated are: Ray Eliot, football 
coach at the University of Illinois;

Murphy, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Vincent J. Murphy of Allen road, 
after a fine record on the high 
school gridiron nt Winchester ma- 
triculated at St. Joe’s in 1955. Af- 
ter playing freshman football he 
made the varsity team as a sopho- 
more this fall, starting all the 
Pumas’ games at fullback and roll- 
ing up an impressive offensive rec- 
ord. especially for a first-year man. 

“Big Mike” broke the conference 
record for most carries in a single 
game, carrying 31 times for a total 
of 117 yards, without being thrown 
for a loss.

I mil i enclosing a letter sent to 
m<’ by Richard Ebons, a member of 
this parish, describing the situation 
of the Hungarian refugees at Camp 
Kilmer.

On the basis of this 
conversation, it appears thnt the 
letter gave a substantially correct 
picture of a very disorganized nnd 
gruesome situation about two or 
three weeks ago.

Because of this, I have 
felt moved to omit portions of this 
letter which might be misinterpret- 
ed by th< careless render. The need 
is still tragic and desperate. Of 
this I have been informed by a tele- 
phone conversation with the Church 
World Service representative on the 
spot.

HORTOH OEMSEY DESCRIBED 
TEACHING BY TELEPHONE 


Mr. M. C. Swim of 20 Fells road 
was among the group of employees 
of the United States Steel Division 
in Allston in charge of the employ- 
ees’ campaign to contribute to 
CARE the money they would have 
spent in the exchange of Christmas 
cards. This year’s cheek will pro- 
vide supplementary food for 10 
Hungarian families for a year. 


Norton E. Demsey, Jr., director 
of pupil personnel services in the 
Winchester School Department, is 
the author of an article entitled 
“They Go to School by Telephone” 
which appears in the December is- 
sue of The Massachusetts Teacher. 
Mr. Demsey describes Winchester’s 
successful experience in bringing 
the classroom to two homebound 
children last year and he reports 
the findings of his statewide survey 
of this novel method of education. 

In reporting on Winchester’s ex- 
perience with the “magic box,” the 
name given to it by one of the child 
users, Mr. Demsey notes that one 
of the greatest values of this 
method lies in its almost mirac- 
ulous effect of the morale and in- 
terest of the children involved. 

Experience in teaching by tele- 
phone, suys Mr. Demsey, has indi- 
cated that certain conditions must 
be observed if the best results are 
to be achieved. Children below the 
fourth grade lack the necessary 
educational experience to enable 
them to properly visualize cluss- 
room activities; and youngsters of 
less than normal intelligence are 
likewise unable to benefit measur- 
ably from the use of the telephone. 
Regular teacher visits to the home- 
hound pupil are also a necessary 
part of the program. The cost of 
establishing and maintaining the 
service, according to Mr. Demsey, 
is “generally moderate, particular- 
ly in terms of its advantages.”

As we approach the final month 
of the year, a new all-time traffic 
fatality record is in the making. 
Should the usually heavy monthly 
toll recur this December, it would 
skyrocket the nation’s annual traffic 
death total above 41,000 — the high- 
est in history. 

It is of small comfort that the 
population death rate has held 
steady and the mileage death rot 
and registration death rate have de- 
clined regularly each year. f lhe 
staggering total of 41,000 traffic 
deaths, close to a million and a half 
non-fntal traffic injuries, the cost of 
over four and a half billion dollars 
and the untold misery brought io a 
million families each year compel 
us as a nation to take drastic action. 

In vlGTv of increasing traffic 
fatalities despite stepped-up traffic 
safety activities, it is time for us vo 
re-evaluate the problem and plan 
an all-out attack on the basic fac- 
tors which appear to be the main 
causes of traffic accidents. 

Beginning in December, generally 
the highest traffic accident month 
of the year, the attack should be in- 
tensified on all fronts. 

Here Are The Facts 

Last Christmas week end, a rec- 
ord 609 immediate traffic deaths 
were recorded from 6 p.m. Friday, 
December 23 to midnight Monday, 
December 26. A study made by the 
National Safety Council Statistics 
Division of 501 fatal accidents in 
which 564 persons died, pointed up 
the following facts: 

Excessive speed and drinking 
drivers were the two greatest in- 
fluences — having almost a three 
times normal effect — on the 1956 
Christmas Holiday traffic toll. 

Driving too fast for conditions or 
in excess of a stated speed limit 
was a factor in approximately 85 
per cent of those fatal accidents 
where information on speed was 
given. The annual average is 35 
per cent. 

Drinking drivers were involved in 
nearly 55 per cent of the fatal ac- 
cidents although normally they are 
involved in less than half of such 
cases. 

More fatal accidents happened 
between 6 and 9 p. m. than during 
any other time of the day. The sec- 
ond highest period was from 9 p. m. 
to midnight. 

Pedestrian deaths totaled 128 
with 36 per cent of these deaths 
occurring between 4 p.m. and mid- 
night Christmas Eve. 

In one third of the pedestrian 
deaths, the pedestrian contributed 
to the accident by crossing between 
intersections, stepping from behind 
a parked car or walking on a road- 
way. 

Public Action 

I — Support your officials 

Almost everyone is in favor of 
good traffic law enforcement, but 
officials seldom hear a word of 
praise for doing a conscientious job 
A pat on the back and a promise of 
election-time support might work 
wonders in one’s home precincts. 

II — Participate in local safety ac- 
tivities 

Whether safety is highly or- 
ganized into a “council,” “chapter,” 
“association,” or whether it is a 
side activity of the local club, get 
in! 

Ill The personal “crackdown.” 

Both drivers and pedestrians 
should he impressed with the idea 
that the Christmas holiday season 
is not a time for a letdown in cau- 
tious behavior but a time for extra 
care. In the hustle and bustle of 
the season, the lesson of last Christ- 
mas should not he forgotten. Here 
are some of the rules that spell out 
a safe December and Christmas for 
driver and pedestrian: 

For Drivers 

1. Stay alert to extra dangers. 
Don’t allow preoccupation with 
holiday concerns to divert your at- 
tenton. 

2. Slow down in bad weather and 
adjust your driving to conditions at 
all times. 

3. If you drive, don’t drink — if 
you drink, don’t drive! 

4. Remember darkness doubles 
danger. Slow down at sundown. 

5. Dim your lights on the high- 
way even though an oncoming 
driver fails to dim his. Maintain

6. Yi '!d the right-of-way to 
pedestrians in crosswalks. Do not 
pass a car that has stopped to per- 
mit a pedestrian to cross.

For Pedestrians 

1. Obey traffic signals and signs.

Watch for turning 
cars and keep alert all the way 
across. 

1 Never walk into the street 
from behind parked cars. 

5. Wait on the sidewalk — not in 
the street — for the green light ( or 
"Walk”) or for gap in traffic if in- 
tersection has no traffic signal.

7. When walking at night, wear 
or carry something white or reflec- 
tive to help drivers see you. 

8. While crossing streets don’t 
obscure your view with packages, 
an umbrella or a hat.

WASHINGTON ENTERTAINS 
RECORD NUMBER 
OF SEASONAL VISITORS 


The Nation's home town is set- 
tling down to normal after a wel- 
come stint: the care, feeding, and 
entertainment of 3,620,000 Friends 
and relatives in the vacation season 
of 1950. 

Never before have so many visit- 
ors trekked into Washington during 
a spring and summer. Some of 
them, according to the National 
Capital's newest guidebook, Doro- 
thea Jones’s briskly entertaining 
“Washington Is Wonderful,” will 
never leave. For Washington is 
largely a city of assimilated out- 
landers, nnd every American citizen 
has a vested interest in these 01 
square miles on the Potomac River. 

Second Largest Industry 

As evidenced by the 1950 visit- 
ation, Americans come in droves to 
look over their property. While a 
third of the employed among the 
Washington area’s 1,872,000 resi- 
dents work for the Federal Govern- 
ment, hosting some 5,000,000 visit- 
ors a year is the second largest 
industry, the National Geographic 
Society says. Chains of sight-see- 
ing buses around public buildings 
and monuments arc as much a part 
of the scene as the quadrennial rash 
of presidential aspirations. 

Some 750 airplanes land and take 
off from National Airport every 
day. About 230 trains thunder in 
and out of Union Station. At rush 
hour, Washington drivers share the 
overwhelming impression that ouch 
resident and visitor is trying to get 
to the same place at the same time 
in a separate car. 

Despite the bustle and a glitter- 
ing cosmopolitan veneer, Washing- 
ton at heart remains a small town 
that has never lost its country ac- 
cents. Not too many years ago, 
only 1 Vi centuries in fact, the 
capital area was a rolling wilder- 
ness of individual holdings, among 
them Widow’s Mite, Poor Tom’s 
Last Shift, Beall’s Levels, and 
Duddington Pasture. 

The Nation’s parade ground — 
Pennsylvania avenue, the broad, 
tree-lined link between the White 
House and Capitol — was a bit late 
in opening because farmer David 
Brunes had planted corn on thei 
route. It is presumed that the corn 
was left tQ ripen, but city planner 
Pierre L'Eni&nt promptly tore 
down a house that a prominent 
hanker was building on another 
proposed avenue. The City Com- 
missioners reprimanded L’Enfant, 
noting that their opinions should 
have been solicited on a “subject so 
delicate and so interesting.” 

Before Cars, Cows and Pigs 

As Mrs. Jones relates in her 
hook, more livestock seem to roam 
Washington than any comparable 
metropolis. One Senator, who took 
a dim view of the carefree pigs up- 
rooting his lawn, declared publicly 
and petulantly, “I am going to in- 
troduce a bill to have the Capitol 
removed!" 

The Capitol rose so slowly that 
another member of Congress com- 
plained to the House Speaker in 
1827: “It is a curious fact, sir, I oc- 
casionally meet, in my district, old 
men who worked upon this building 
in their youth, who are utterly as- 
tonished to learn that the Capitol 
is still unfinished.” 

Today's Washington is growing 
at an astonishing pace, but it re- 
mains an easy-going amalgam of 
all the people who came — and stay- 
ed. To the outlander, it is somehow 
reassuring to recall that Abigail 
Adams once strung out her wash in 
the White House’s East Room — a 

§ resent-day mecca. of society and 
iplomacy.

The reason: differ- 
ing customs, politics, and religions 
are superimposed on varied terrain, 
language, and racial and tribal 
groupings.

HERMIT PINE OF WINDY CRAGS 
DATED AS OLDEST KNOWN TREE 

Bristlecone pine, a scrubby her- 
mit of the Liniberline, joins the 
plant kingdom roster of earth’s old- 
est known living things. 

Three California spec imens have 
lived 40 centuries, having grown old 
before King Solomon nned Israel. 
The gaunt, nearly hark less vrees 
were dated by Dr. Edmund Sciiui- 
man, of the University of Arizona 
Laboratory of Tree- King Research. 
The United States Forest Service 
located this important discovery in 
the White Mountains of Inyo Na- 
tional Forest. 

The find puts the bristlecone 
pine (Pinus aristata) among na- 
ture’s true wonders. Yet the 
gnarled conifer keeps to such 
harsh, stormy peaks that it is sel- 
dom seen by lowlanders. The tree 
takes its place belatedly among 
other beloved plant Methuselahs — 
giant sequois, cypress, olive, yew, 
and chestnut. 

Titans of the Forest 

Earlier, giant sequoias were re- 
garded as the most ancient of living 
things, the National Geographic 
Society says. Several of the oldest, 
among them the General Sherman, 
span an estimated 3,500 years. 

As such trees provide a living 
link with the distant past, they 
have always held man’s great re- 
spect and affection. When lumber- 
ing threatened these ir replaceable 
trees in California, the Society and 
individual members donated $100,- 
000 to help preserve the finest in 
the Giant Forest of Sequoia Na- 
tional Park. 

Unlike the titans of the forest, 
the bristlecone pine is a “wind 
timber,” one of the tough species 
that flourish at the utmost rontier 
of trees. The tree’s normal range 
is an elevation of 8,000 to 11,500 
feet in the mountains of eastern 
California, Nevada, Utah, Colorado, 
northern Arizona, and northern 
New Mexico. 

Long prickles on the cone suggest 
the tree’s common name. Wind 
blows the winged seeds across deep 
valleys. Relatively few’ seeds find 
a friendly place to germinate and, 
as a rule, the survivors appear in 
open stands on far-flung peaks, 
clawing their roots into rocky soil, 
groudng slowdy through bitter 
winters and summer droughts. 

At extreme heights a bristlecone 
pine glow no Higher than a 
man in 900 years. Some rematn 
tw’isted shrubs. Others, at lower 
elevations, may stretch 35 or 40 
feet. Most stay w’ithin an average 
of 15 to 30 feet, with a short stocky 
trunk a foot to 30 inches in dia- 
meter. A few attain stem diameters 
of 8 feet or more. A season’s 

f rowth of stout, dark-shining nee- 
les may cling to the twigs for 15 
years. 

First Specimen Picked in 1853 
Scars are many. The burden of 
snow’ and ice bends the branches in- 
to grotesque, curiously beautiful 
shapes. Gale-driven sand sometimes 
rasps the reddish-browm bark from 
a tree’s windward side. 

The first specimen of bristlecone 
pine was collected in 1853 by a 
naturalist trekking through Colo- 
rado with a Pacific raihvay survey. 
He picked one coneless branch, 
probably meaning to get a better 
sample later. 

Though an Indian attack cost this 
collector his life some weeks later, 
his pine branch eventually made its 
way to eastern herbariums. 

Nearly a decade passed, however, 
before bristlecone seeds W’ere pick 
ed on Pikes Peak, Colorado. Then 
the hermit conifer of mountain 
summits was finally given a name 
and place among American trees.

GLEE CLUB ROLLICKS 
THROUGH WINTER CONCERT 

Despite one of the grimmest 
nights, wentherwise, to he seen 
this season, the Mystir Glee Club 
found a good-sized house applaud- 
ing as the curtains opened on their 
Wintei Concert last Saturday night 
at the Junior High School. And 
those who braved the sleet and 
snow were rewarded by what many 
termed "the host concert those men 
have ever had!” 

There were a host of changes evi- 
dt lit from the opening note, and 
[evidently all changes were to the 
good. The group was smaller, and 
perhaps, as a result, tighter in tilli- 
ng. Several new faces appeared in 
the line-up, adding some exception- 
ally good voices. The music was 
admirably suited to both the club’s 
abilities and to the audience's taste. 
Tin* Club established its own schol- 
arship fund. And to top it all off, 
the men went "dramatic” in Part

I warm, relaxed rapport between 
both sides of the footlights. 

Though the tenors need addi- 
tional strength in numbers, the 
improvement in the bass section 
more than olfset any shortcomings 
here. The group sounded in better 
balance than at any other time we 
can recall. Certainly the surround- 
1 ings gave an assist on this score. 

I For acoustically speaking, the Jun- 
ior High Auditorium is still the 
: town’s best public ball. The new 
color scheme and decor give a coin- 
1 mendable psychological lift, too — 
although one wonders who put 
Romberg's name in with Baeh, 
Beethoven and the other old mas- 
ters set in the Music Hoorn lloor 
titles. 

Perhaps the most admirable point 
about the Mystic Glee Club is its 
attitude. Though it is incorporated 
in a small town and draws its talent 
from a small town, it considers it- 
self anything but a small town glee 
club. You never hear a member 
apologize for a musical error via 
the excuse that this is only a group 
of businessmen singing for fun in 
their spare hours. The club con- 
stantly strives for perfection. 

Saturday night was no exception. 
Starting off with Haydn's "Great 
and Glorious,” a rousing bit of good 
programming and good music, the 
group commenced an evening worth 
remembering. "Great and Glorious” 
was well handled, especially the 
great contrasts in volume so typical 
of Huydn’s work. 

| The lovely "Widerspruch” follow- 
ed, a strange and beautiful number 
often sounding more like Debussy 
I than Schubert when the harmony 
moves up a minor third in tonics. 

, It includes a unison strain in minor 
— one of those spots where a sour 
note will out, if there’s to be one. 
There wasn’t. 

Though Nile's folk song story 
"Go Way From My Window” seem- 
ed a bit shaky in the opening attack, 
the men gave it full measure, feel- 
ing the number’s jazzy sevenths. 
The final number of the first set, the 
traditional Welsh "Men of Harlech” 
showed good balance and the spirit 
the number deserves. 

I Next came a bit of Gilbert and 
Sullivan, the Chorus of Peers from 
"Iolanthe.” Unfortunately it was 
introduced as "just good fun” — 


which, though G and S is, doesn’t 
mean it can he treated lightly. Al- 
though most anyone can sing a bit 
thnt sounds fine in the shower, it 
takes real practice and top tenors 
to keep "Chorus of Peers” above the 
level of the masses and lower mid- 
dle classes. It would seem advis- 
able, for the group to strive for 
better balance and transpose the 
arrangement down a fourth. 

The men showed their full colors 
in the following two offerings, "Hob 
A Derry Danno,” on a capella 
Welsh air, and Harris’s "Hullabaloo 
Balay.” "Hullabaloo’s” timing 
seemed ofT at one point, hut no one 
could notice, what with the magni- 
ficent bass solo of William Symes. 
Somehow Symes souunded — at least 
in the l alcony — strangely reminis- 
cent of Duncan in the role of Porgy. 
The club brought the chantey, and 
the second series of selections to a 
cracker-jack ending. 

After club president John Lyman 
nresentod a sizeable check to the 
Winchester Scholarship Founda- 
tion, to aid a Winchester High stu- 
dent major in music upon entering 
college, the club returned to offer a 
rich, haunting arrangement of "Au- 
tumn Leaves.” The rendition 
showed off the bass section admir- 
ably, and the coda — where piano 
carried the melody over the voices 
— sounded as mellow as a Norman 
Luboff styling. Ending part one 
was "Soon Ah Will Be Done,” one 
of those spirituals you can never 
hear too often. The club’s conduc- 
tor, the capable Allen Lannom, is 
one of those all-too-few men who 
knows how to handle spirituals such 
as this. Many of these numbers 
sing of death — or at least of trou- 
bles. And it seems the popular 
fashion to thus keep them in 
funereal tempo, to the point of be- 
coming maudlin. Actually, they 
were often joyful, to be sung in 
happiness of the glory of ending 
life’s toil and meeting the Lord. 
Lannom realizes this and "Soon Ah 
Will Be Done” literally bounced 
along, its dotted eighths getting all 
the emphasis the men could give 
without falling off the stands. 

The promised innovation came 
after intermission. Drifting onto 
a dark stage singing "O Come, All 
Ye Faithful,” the club took us right 
in with them for a Glee Club Christ- 
mas party. When the lights rose,

Mixed with the dialogue 
ami jokes came the roundish "The 
Holly and The Ivy,” plus the en- 
trancing “i, 0| || ow a Hose E’re 
Blooming." Both were capably 
handled. 


When the men launched into 
"1 was The Night Before Christ- 
mas, some of the audience must 
have held their collective breaths, 
realizing the arrangement was 
basically created for a mixed 
chorus. Surprisingly enough, the 
tenors did well, and the number — 
quite complex in tempo and key 
changes came through in fine 
fashion. The evening came to a 
dose with the glee club strolling off 
stage, singing "Silent Night.” 

H was an innovation — and well 
received as indicated by applause. 
The problem, when such a twist is 
tested, usually isn’t in the twist it- 
self, hut rather in the amount. And 
in tin* case at hand, the Mystic Glee 
Club hit it right. Three minutes 
more of horseplay would have turn- 
ed tin* evening into a program of 
a different kind. And u few minutes 
less would have turned the perfor- 
mance into a set of cues for intro- 
ducing the next number. It was all 
in good taste — the dialogue stuck to 
Christmas, and added a bit of know- 
ledge* for most of us, especially as 
to derivation of Christmas customs 
and symbolisms. We suspect the 
dub earned itself a host of new 
friends through its "hair down” 
second act approach, and through 
its intelligent approach to program- 
ming in general.

BAD STORM HIT WINCHESTER 


Though the precipitation was not 
particularly great, the storm that 
hit Winchester last Friday and Sat- 
urday was much more unpleasant 
and dangerous than many in which 
considerably more snow fell. 

The storm started early Friday 
morning with what had been rain 
during the night turning to big 
wet snowflakes about the time com- 
muters were starting for work. 
Early weather broadcasts predicted 
that in a few hours the snow would 
change to rain, but still the snow 
continued, all day and through the 
evening into the night. 

Saturday what had been snow

Dear Mr. Ellison: 

I take this opportunity to inform 
you of the urgent and immediate 
need of help for the Hungarian 
refugees 

Well meaning people have tried 
to help hut too little and often ir 
the wrong ways. It has been offi- 
cially confirmed that the threat of 
the Russian government to murder 
the families of those that flee a- 
cross the border into Austria has 
been carried out in many cases. The 
UN has just issued a report affirm- 
ing this. Thus whenever any little 
town receives a Hungarian family 
and pastes their pictures all over 
their papers and gives their names 
it takes only about 10 days for the 
machinery of Communistic bar- 
barianism to carry out its threats. 

Likewise the sickening speeches 
and parties that welcome these peo- 
ple and boast and tell them how 
lucky they are to be in America is 
just the wrong thing to do and to 
say. These people do not want par- 
ties and neither are they refugees 
to be pitied. Those that we have 
met are to a large degree profes- 
sional people and students that fled 
because they could no longer bear 
to live without freedom. They are 
in many respects the cream of Hun- 
garian vitality and resourcefulness. 
They did not come here to be pitied. 
Much less did they come here be- 
cause of our great material wealth. 

They came here only in the hope 
that someday they may return to a 
free Hungary. A Hungary that 
they love so much. 

There is one parish in Connec- 
ticut, however that has set up the 
proper machinery to take care of 
these Hungarian patriots. At the 
present time there are 21 Hungar- 
ians at St. John’s Parish, North 
Haven and as soon as they are 
ready to be released more will take 
their place. Their names or pic- 
tures are not publicized, nor are 
they lent out left or right to par- 
ties for spectators who are interest- 
ed enough to come and see them as 
one comes to the Zoo but whose 
hearts are hardened when the pros- 
pect of sacrifice on their part enters 
in the picture. 

All the information concerning 
the refugee’s background, including 
names and all communication with 
them is channeled through the Rec- 
tor for their protection. Students 
from Yale University and the Div- 
inity Schools are teaching them 
basic English. Their classes run 
from 9:00 to 6:00, six days a week. 
The local school provides the noon- 
day lunch. In working together 
and having recreation together they 
gradually gain confidence and the 
fear in their hearts soon melts in 
the fact of Christian love 

It must be emphasized that this 
situation is no time for denomina- 
tionalism. Those that are Roman 
Catholic are regularly taken by 
Father Haye of St. John’s to the 
nearest Roman Church for Mass 
and all the way to Bridgeport for 
Hungarian Confession. 

After they are somewhat relaxed 
from their horrible ordeal process- 
ing begins. Social workers with 
the aid of interpreters begin to com- 
pose a permanent record in the 
hopes that someday families may 


1 he re-united. At the end of the dny 
of study they are welcomed to thoir 
I temporary homes by the parishion- 
I crs. 

After two weeks of intensive 
training in English, when the Rec- 
tor considers them to he ready, lie 
allows them to he placed in posi- 
tions sited to their talents. Those 
thnt have the potential are pro- 
curred a scholarship for study in 
college. Many colleges *md univer- 
sities have recognized the tremen- 
dous potential thnt is among the 
refugees nnd have responded with 
these scholarships. 

It must he emphasized that th^sc 
are some of the most desirous peo- 
ple that ever came to our shores, 
and for so many people to be con- 
tinually calling in to take one of 
them as a domestic not only shows 
lack of understanding of the real 
situation hut cruel irony. 

The ideal situation is being 
worked out by St. John’s but this is 
only a small parish and can only do 
a small part. We as a Christian 
nation must rectify, if possible, vhc 
wrongs already incurred and see to 
it that this situation is improved 
immediately. For those that arc 
interested in further details, please 
address your inquiries to the Hun- 
garian Relief Committee of Berke- 
ley Divinity School, 38 Hillhousc 
avenue, New Haven 11, Conn. 

Each and every parish, if not by 
itself, in cooperation with one or 
more other parishes must set up 
similar processing centers. The 
need is urgent and must he acted on 
immediately. Let us not treat all 
21,000 of these valiant people in the 
same manner these first thousands 
have been treated. 

The cardinal points to keep in 
mind are: Go slowly — gain the con- 
fidence of a people branded with 
marks of fear. Get propc? clothing 
and good temporary homes for 
them. Set up study groups in Eng- 
lish and as soon as possible form 
adequate records with the aid of in- 
terpreters. 

Then when the time is ripe for 
each individual allow him to be 
interviewed for permanent or semi- 
permanent positions and find him 
proper housing with Godly people 
until he can stand completely on his 
own. 

May each and every one who 
reads this letter being sent all over 
the nation pray and meditate on 
what can ho done by each one of us 
and by our Parishes and please pass 
it along to someone else. God for- 
bid that we should fail in this our 
hour of trial.

Stamp cancellations of 
letter and Christmas card mail 
went from 692,000 to 707,000, or 
about a 2 r /c increase. 

The fact that people mailed early 
helped immensely in keeping things 
moving. 

However, the big feature was the 
inauguration of a government truck 
route relaying mail between offices. 
The truck would leave Somerville 
with mail which would normally 
come through the North Station 
and would come direct to Winches- 
ter. 

Winchester, in turn, would make 
up pouches for Woburn, Wakefield, 
Reading, Stoneham, Malden, Mel- 
rose, Medford. Lexington, Belmont, 
Arlington, Cambridge, Newton- 
ville (all the Newtons), and Somer- 
ville. 

Each office on the route would 
make up pouches for the other of- 
fices on the route and by this 
means, mail which would be collect- 
ed up to 8 p.m. in the evening, 
would be dispatched, and received 
at the office of its destination the 
same evening if it were one of the 
offices on the route. 

This eliminated the bottleneck of 
the mail all having to go to Boston 
before it could start on its way. 

As the mail for other places went 
by train the usual way, Winchester 
was able to “clean up” by 10 o’clock 
in the morning on the day before 
Christmas.

STANLEY DAY 

WINCHESTER MAN ADVISOR 
TO BUENOS AIRES PUBLISHER 


It has been announced by Dr. 
Roberto J. Noble, publisher and 
owner of the Buenos Aires morning 
paper “Clarin,” that he has engaged 
Stanley Day of Winchester to be 
his personal advisor and consultant 
in the design and construction of a 
new plant for his newspaper. 

It was Dr. Noble who purchased, 
at auction, the presses and other 
equipment belonging to the Boston 
Post which were in storage in New- 
ton Upper Falls. The presses had 
been purchased originally from the 
New York Daily News for install- 
ation in the proposed plant of the 
I Post on their property on Pearl 
street, Boston. These presses were 
purchased for $310,000, which was 
the highest bid at the auction con- 
ducted for the trustees of the sus- 
pended newspaper. The presses 
were manufactured by the Goss 
Printing Press Company. 

Since its founding in 1945, 
“Clarin” has been published in the 
plant of the evening newspaper 
“Critica,” but circulation and de- 
mand for a greater page capacity 
and better control of printing re- 
quired that “Clarin” establish their 
own publishing plant. Since the 
auction Mr. Day has been ih New 
York City reviewing with Dr. Noble 
the long list of equipment which 
will be required in the new plant. 
Some equipment and services have 
already been ordered. 

Dr. Noble, and bis assistant 
Charles Stehlin, will accompany 
Mr. Day on a tour of the most mod- 
ern newspaper plants in the United 
States in order to determine just 
what features they will want to in- 
corporate in their new building. 

It is the intention of Dr. Noble 
and Mr. Stehlin to make “Clarin” 
the most attractive and finest paper 
in South America. It already has 
the greatest circulation of that con- 
tinent. Its size varies from 24 to 48 
pages under present newsprint 
allowances. “Clarin” has its prin- 
ciple competition from “La Prensa,” 
which was restored to Dr. Gainza 
Paz last year after having been 
run by Dictator Peron’s supporters 
for several years. 

Dr. Noble has had a distinguished 
career as president of the Argen- 
tine Senate, Cabinet Minister and 
envoy extraordinary. He started in 
journalism after having graduated 
from the University of Buenos 
Aires in 1928, and working for “La 
Naeion and Libertad.” He was also 
successful in law practice. 

Once, though, he nearly lost 
“Clarin” altogether. That was 
when the State Department invited 
Dr. Noble to come to Washington 
for consultation on the breach in 
relations between the United States 
and Peron. “Peron didn’t like it,” 
Dr. Noble said. 

A year ago Dr. Noble received a 
Maria Moors Cabot gold medal at 
Columbia University in recognition 
of his role in the advancement of 
friendship in the Americas. 

The machinery which he is buy- 
ing here is costing him from 37 to 
40 pesos to the dollar as compared 
with 4 pesos to the dollar if he 
bought government imports. 

Mr. Stehlin snvs that the new 
“Clarin” plant will he the first all- 
new publishing plant to be erected 
in the Argentine in many years. Mr. 
Stehlin. who is Dr. Noble’s inter- 
preter for the trip, is general man- 
ager for public relations for the 
paper. He wears the rosette of the 
French Legion of Honor, a tribute 
♦ o his service in the French Air 
Force and Underground in the last 
World War. 

Mr. Day was trained in architec- 
ture at Syracuse University. He is 
registered in New York and Penn- 
sylvania and in the National Coun- 
cil of Architectural Registration 
Boards. He joined the Tlearst News- 
papers in New York in 1930 and was 
plant engineer for many of their 
building and expansion programs. 
He came to the Boston Post late in 
1952 as mechanical superintendent. 

It will be some months before the 
Days go to the Argentine because 
of the time required in obtaining 
new equipment and boxing it for 
marine shinment.

SOCIAL SECURITY 
TAX INCREASE 


VANDALS AT WORK 


Vandals damaged a string of 
lights around the front door of the 
home of Mr. Howard Wittet of 251 
Forest street Friday evening. The 
lights were ripped from the house 
and smashed on the sidewalk. 


The social security tax rate in- 
crease, effective January 1, 1957, 
has four significant features, ac- 
cording to Gerald J. Murphy, Man- 
ager of the Cambridge District So- 
cial Security Office, which services 
the Winchester area. 

The new rate means that 2M pci- 
eent will be deducted from the 
worker’s pay and an equal 2 X A per- 
cent will be paid by his employer. 
The former rate was 2 percent for 
each. 

The new rate for the self-employ, 
ed on income earned after 1956 will 
be 3% percent. This increace for 
the self-employed, however, will not 
affect the payment that they will 
he making in the next few months 
on their 1956 income. That remains 
at 3 percent. 

The entire proceeds of the in- 
crease is earmarked solely for the 
new disability income provision of 
the law. The totally and 'per- 
manently disabled employee or 
self-employed person who meets 
eligibility requirements can become 
entitled to monthly benefit pay- 
ments on attaining age 50. The 
first benefits will be for the month 
of July 1957. 

There is no change in the maxi- 
mum income that can be credited to 
a social security account for any 
one year. This remains at $4200.00.

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Winchester Hungarian 

Settlement Committee Organized 

Fifty people responded to a call to meet on the Sunday before 
Christmas at the Parish of the Epiphany to organize a town-wide 
committee to help settle some of the Hungarian refugees. The Rev. 
John W. Ellison, rector of the Parish of the Epiphany, took the initiative 
in calling the meeting by bis letter which was printed in last week’s 
Star and which was either distributed or announced in the various 
churches in town. 

The Rev. Mr. Ellison spoke at the meeting of his telephone conversa- 
tions with people in Connecticut, New York, anci New Jersey who are in 
charge of various phases of the refugee program. The role of the Army 
is only to transport the refugees to Cam]) Kilmer and to feed and house 
them while there. The Kcd Cross cares for their medical needs and 
tries to trace families. The so-called cooperating agencies include the 
responsibility of locating jobs and homes for them. These agencies 
include the National Catholic Welfare Council, Church World Service, 
and similar groups. 

Mr. Rowland Elliott, the person 
in charge of the Church World Ser- 
vice refugee program, told Mr. El- 
lison that the proposal outlined in 
the letter in last week’s Star is 
nearly the ideal approach which 
they would like to see being used 
everywhere. However, the sudden 
arrival of the refugees has pre- 
vented arranging such things on a 
national level. He also said he 
would rather trust a local group to 
become acquainted with the indi- 
vidual refugees and then after a 
week or two to find the right job 
for them than he would trust him- 
self to do it on a paper- work basis. 
He promised the complete coopera- 
tion of his staff in the efforts of the 
W inchester Com mi ttee. 

Mr. Ellison also pointed out that 
Dr. and Mrs. Laszio, residents of 
Winchester, will he our own trans- 
lators, and that Mrs. Anne Austill, 
the director of Christian Education 
in the Parish of the Epiphany, has 
a certificate in teaching basic Eng- 
lish to foreign groups, which she 
has done extensively in Japan and 
Boston.

WINCHESTER BUILDING FIGURES 


Building Commissioner William 
B. MacDonald has released the 
figures appearing below for build- 
ing in Winchester during 1956. The 
figures were released December 26. 

The total for new buildings this 
year is $1,702,350.00, less than those 
of 1956, when the total was $2,412,- 
651.00. There were 106 new homes 
built here in 1955 to 94 this year. 

Last year’s alteration and reno- 
vation figures were substantially 
higher than this year’s total, but 
practically all of that was due to 
the fact that the $500,000 spent to 
alter and renovate the high school 
was included in the ’55 total. 

This year’s figures are: 

94 New Dwellings $1,393,100.00

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EDITORIALS 

With the last chime of the clock at midnight next Monday night 
1957 will take over, and the year, 1956, will be a thing of the past. 
What will the New Year hold for Winchester? 

There are a number of things to think about in connection with the 
coming year in a purely parochial sense. Winchester, of course, shares 
in the concern over national and world events, but right at home there 
are things shaping that can have a material bearing on the town's 
future. 

Chief among them is, perhaps, the proposed extension of Route 3 
from 128 through Winchester to Boston. One of the plans under con- 
sideration proposes to extend the highway through one of the finest 
sections of Winchester and the Winchester Country Club. The effect 
upon the town of such a move is incalculable. 

Another plan that will bear watching is the MDC proposal to take 
the town’s reservoirs and watershed as a recreation spot in the Fells. 
The town will, and should, oppose this plan with every resource at its 
command. 

The future of motorboating on Mystic Lakes is another matter in 
which Winchester rightly has a great interest. A move was made this 
past year toward curtailing the nuisance these boats have caused one 
of the finest residential sections of the town, but eternal vigilance will 
be necessary if any permanent relief is to be obtained. 

Two important committees will be reporting in March, the fiscal 
committee and the town oflices committee. The first, many believe, 
has the power to completely change the town's way of doing business, 
and the second undoubtedly will make suggestions for the housing of 
town offices and departments that will at the least prove controversial. 

Then, what of the schools? We have already been told by those 
who should know that our high school is operating at pupil capacity 
right now, with increased enrollments expected at the result of increased 
building in the West Side hill district. What about the larger police 
force that is going to be necessary to handle the steady flow of traffic 
that seems to have increased instead of diminished since the construc- 
tion of the overhead. 

What about the traffic situation at the post office and on Common 
street and Waterfield road generally. How about parking, when the 
temporary measures that have obtained during the construction of the 
overhead are done away with? These are only some of the questions 
for which we will have to find answers during the year that lies ahead. 
There can be some $61,000 riddles in the lot! 


It must have been heartening to Mr. Ellison to get such a gratifying 
response last Sunday to his call for aid for the Hungarian refugees in 
this country. The town can well be proud of the start that has been 
made, hut it should be understood (hat it is only a start. Much remains 
to be done, but Winchester, with a reputation for seeing things through 
when there is a real need, can be depended upon to assume its obligation 
in this latest call. The character of the steering committee would seem 
to guarantee that. There are many ways in which a lot of people can 
help. In another column of this paper appear the names of the com- 
mittee heading the relief effort here. Get in touch with any of them 
if you want to help.

RICH COMSTOCK LODE 
TO BE WORKED AGAIN 

A multimilHon-dollnr hole in the 
ground is to he reopened. 

This is the Comstock Lode in 
Nevada, producer of vast wealth in 
gold and silver during a lusty 
period of American history. 

One of the richest mining ureas 
ever developed, the Comstock help- 
ed finance the North in the Civil 
War, provided the basis for several 
American fortunes, rejuvenated 
San Francisco, and lifted California 
from a depression, the National 
Geographic Society says. As oper- 
ations declined, the Comstock left 
on its doorstep one of the most 
famous of ghost towns, Virginia 
City. 

Modern Methods To Try Again 

The Consolidated Virginia Mining 
Co., one of the best-known names 
on the Comstock in its biggest boom 
period, the 1870’s recently announc- 
ed it will resume work, developing 
with modern methods low-grade 
ore deposits unprofitable in earlier 
days. 

Discovered in 1859 by a group of 
placer miners, the lode lies between 
two rock faces in western Nevada. 
It was formed perhaps 60 million 
years ago, geologists believe, by the 
upwelling of subterranean fire and 
steam. These earth fires still burn 
beneath the lode. Water as hot as 
170 degrees Fahrenheit, gushing 
into the shafts, stopped deep min- 
ing efforts at the 4,000-foot level. 

The men who worked these deep 
mines, sometimes in niches so hot 
their bodies had to be sprayed with 
cold water, sought boisterous re- 
creation on the surface. 

Culture and Decorum 

Although more decorous than 
many mining camps of the period, 
Virginia City had its moments of 
excitement. Memorable was the 
opening of the first opera house 
which, with its successors, was to 
provide a showcase for such stars 
as Modjeska, Joe Jefferson. Buffalo 
Bill, Lotta Crabtree, and Edwin 
Booth. 

Two feuding mine superinten- 
dents attended the opening in tail- 
coats and Colt revolvers, which they 
soon put in use. Their friends 
joined in the fusillade across the 
orchestra, puncturing a few 
diamond-studded shirt fronts and 
the new curtain, embellished with 
a genuine handpainted represen- 
tation of the Lakes of Killarney. 
Luckily, no one seemed to carry 
more than six shots when in eve- 
ning dress. The battle subsided, 
and the show went on. No one was 
seriously hurt. 

The history of the Comstock is 
laced through the stock deals of all 
kinds; battles under the earth be- 
tween workers of adjoining mines; 
and such tactics as influencing the 
market by confining the miners un- 
derground to simulate a bonanza. 

Gold and silver from the Com- 
stock started many men toward 
wealth, among them George Hearst, 
father of the late publisher Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst. But the 
group that profited most consistent- 
ly from the Comstock was the 
brokers who handled the stocks of 
the various mines. More than 50 of 
them acquired substantial fortunes. 


GEOGRAPHIC ODDITIES 
AND BRIEFS 


The oldest known specimen of a 
flowering plant has recently been 
found in the San Juan Mountains of 
Colorado, the National Geographic 
Society reports. A palmlike growth 
that flourished 165 million years 
ago, it left the imprint of its leaves 
on Colorado’s red rock. Fossil ex- 
perts have discovered seven . such 
imprints. The largest was 18 in- 
ches long. All predate by at least 
ten million years the fossil of a 
flowering plant from Normandy, 
previously believed to have been 
the oldest. 


When gold was discovered on 
January 24, 1848, in California’s 
South Fork American River north- 
east of present-day Sacramento, 
San Francisco was suddenly de- 
populated “as if by a plague.” One 
report said that of a population of 
about 900, all but a dozen left for 
the diggings. Thousands of east- 
erners soon swelled the city to far 
beyond its original size, however. 
By 1862 the population was 34,700, 
the National Geographic 
says.

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DRY TORTUGAS, DROWSING 
IN TROPICS WERE PLANNED 
AS "GULF GIBRALTAR" 


Ghosts of long past dramatic 
.•vents haunt the l)ry Tortuga* 
which drowse under the tropical 
sun in the Gulf of Mexico. 

The little group of seven coral 
keys, OS miles west of Key West, 
Florida, has hern set apart as a 
United States National Monument 
since 1935, says the National Geo- 
graphic Society. Chief feature of 
the preserve is the impressive ruin 
of old Fort Jefferson, the Civil War 
prison over which President Eisen- 
hower flew recently for a sky view 
inspection. 

But the Dry Tortugas story goes 
back long before the War Between 
the States — to the romantic figure 


<>f Ponce do Leon, seeker of the 
Fountain of Youth. The Spanish 
explorer landed on the rocky islets 
in 1513, during his voyage of dis- 
covery along tin* east Florida coast. 

Home of Big Turtles 

Ponce do Leon gave his find a 
name that stuck: “Tortugas” for 
the giant turtles he and his men 
took there for meat, and “Dry” be- 
cause the islands lacked not only a 
Fountain of Youth, but even drink- 
ing water. 

Later, pirates used the Dry Tor- 
tugns as a hideout from which to 
swoop down on treasure-heavy gal- 
leons sailing to Europe from the 
New World. The pirate lairs were 
not completely cleaned out until the 
islands came into United States 
possession with the acquisition of 
Florida in 1821. 

Under American control, the Tor- 
tugas sprang to life. In 1825, the 


first lighthouse was built on central 
Garden Key, to protect the young 
republic’s increasing traffic with its 
rich Louisiana Purchasi reg ion. 

Work began in IS 10 on massive 
Fort Jefferson, planned ms .m “Gulf 
Gibraltar” overlooking the Atlantic 
passageway between Florida and 
Cuba. 

A six-sided brick structure, the 
fortress was built to accommodate 
a garrison of 1,500 men and 450 
guns. It covered most of 1 (5-acre 
Garden Key. With walls 8 feet 
thick and 50 feet high, it was the 
largest of the United States 19th- 
century coastal defenses. 

Obsolete but Useful 

The fort also gained the dubious 
distinction of becoming obsolete 
before it was complete — the result 
of the invention of rifled cannon, 
which proved capable of making a 
shambles of such brick walls. 


Obsolete or not, Fort Jefferson 
served Union forces throughout ihe 
Civil War. Though it saw no direct 
notion, it bulwarked the blockade 
of southern ports, and was used 
during and after the war as a fed- 
eral prison. 

The fort’s most famous inmate 
was Dr. Samuel Mudd, sent there in 
18(55 for giving medical aid to Lin- 
coln’s fleeing assassin, John Wilkes 
Booth. After two years in the 
dungeon, Dr. Mudd was brought out 
to fight a yellow-fever epidemic 
that had stricken the post surgeon 
and was sweeping the fort. Event- 
ually, Dr. Mudd was pardoned for 
bis heroic work in checking the dis- 
ease. 

In succeeding decades, the United 
States made several attempts to 
use the Dry Tortugas ns a naval 
base. The ill-fated battleship 
Maine sailed for Cuba in 1898 from 


Tortugas harbor. In World War I, 
a seaplane base was 'stablished 
there, but Inter abandoned. 

Today, because of lack of trans- 
portation facilities, the small cus- 
todian stuff at Fort Jefferson Monu- 
( mont sees relatively few visitors 
(4,331 in 1965). The islands, speci- 
fically Bush Key, have been inherit- 
! ed by migrating birds, chiefly the 
sooty terns which flock there to 
nest each year by scores of thou- 
sands. 


The Persian Gulf is less salty 
than other seas, the Nntionnl Geo- 
graphic Society says. Fresh waters 
from Iraq’s Tigris and Euphrates 
Rivers pour into the Gulf, and its 
juncture with the Gulf of Oman, 
an arm of the Indian Ocean, is so 
narrow and crooked that little salt 
water enters.

UNDERSEA CAMERA WILL 
PROBE DEEPEST DEEPS 


A camera designed to take the 
world’s first photographs in the 
greatest deeps of the sea has been 
successfully tested for the National 
Geographic Society. 

The inventor is Dr. Harold E. 
Edgerton of the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology. His new 
camera has withstood pressure of 

17.000 pounds per square inch — 
more than the pressure of water at 
the greatest known ocean depth, the 
35,640-foot Challenger Depth ofT 
Guam — Society president Dr. John 
Oliver LaGorce reported. 

Trials at sea from the French 
oceanographic ship Calypso in the 
Mediterranean, Ked Sea, and In- 
dian Ocean are described in the cur- 
rent National Geographic Society- 
Calypso Expeditions. 

Three-mile Thread 

Dr. Edgerton first had to test a 
nylon line by which he hoped to 
lower his 100-pound camera and 
electronic lights. The braided 
cable, three miles long yet less 
than Vi -inch thick, seemed only a 
thread. 

With a chunk of pig iron simulat- 
ing the camera, the line went down 

14.000 feet from a small boat off 
Cape Matapas, Greece. It reached 
bottom without mishap. Calypso 
left the boat untended, using it as 
a radar target for survey work sev- 
eral miles away. 

When a Greek fishing trawler 
spotted the seeming derelict boat 
and tried to haul it aboard, the 
scientists watched with glee 
through glasses as the fishermen 
found the boat anchored in 14,000 
feet of water. 

Later, Dr. Edgerton’s camera 
went down 14,000 feet to make the 
deepest photographs yet obtained 
in the Mediterranean. In the black 
abyss three miles down, it recorded 
shrimps, one small fish, and an old 
tin can. 

So strong was the nylon line that 
once, when a towed dredge snagged 
on an obstruction 10,000 feet down, 
it stopped the 360-ton Calypso and 
dragged it backward. 

"The success of the abyssal cam- 
era and the nylon line conjures up 
a picture,” writes Captain Cous- 
teau: "A ship — we trust it will be 
Calypso — rides anchored by much 
larger nylon cables over the deep- 
est place in the sea while another 
of those miraculous weightless lines 
lets down the camera to reveal to 
man the uttermost depths.” 


From the Calypso’s Mediter- 
ranean and Indian Ocean cruise 
came some of the most remarkable 
undersea color photographs ever 
taken. They were made by Na- 
tional Geographic Society writer 
and photographer Luis Marden, 
free-diving with an Aqualung, 
hand-held submarine cameras ana 
lights. 

During his work Mr. Marden 
dived as deep as 217 feet, along the 
face of a coral reef off Assumption 
Island, a small wind-whippea dot 
in the Indian Ocean 240 miles from 
the northern tip of Madagascar. 

In this submarine Eden of clear 
blue water, jungles of coral glowed 
with color and flashed with life. A 
60-pound grouper, as unlovely and 
ponderous as an ocean hippopot- 
amus, decide the photographer wae 
a fascinating visitor and for days 
followed him everywhere through 
the depths. 

In four years of the Calyp30 ex- 
peditions, Captain Cousteau hae 
revolutionized undersea photo- 
graphy and research by the use of 
free-diving equipment. Television 
has been taken to the depths. An- 
cient ships have been discovered 
and excavated, their secrets prob- 
ed. Still a mystery is the so-called 
“deep scattering layer,” but it has 
been studied by expedition scien- 
tists and much has been learned 
about it. 


Some 8,000 Explorer Scouts en- 
camp each summer at Philmont 
Scout Ranch — the largest such 
camp in the world and a boy's 
dream of the Wild West come true.

Buffalo, elk, and deer 
roam the plains. Mountain lions 
prowl lonely canyons, and trout a- 
bound in the ranch’s streams.

their own homes, and enough spnc 
for 54 refugees was accounted for. 

The majority of the refugees are 
young “unattached” men — either 
unmarried or men who for various 
reasons left their families behind. 
Many wives with small children did 
not want to wade through swamps 
and forests, but remained in the 
hopes that their husbands can send 
for them later. The next largest 
group includes married couples 
(mostly young) and then couples 
with children. Orphaned children 
are being kept in Austria until 
every means of finding relatives 
has been exhausted. A few teen- 
agers and many in the 18-22 age 
bracket are among them, some of 
whom should be sent to college. 

The local plan is to provide n 
temporary refuge in homes, so that 
these people can bo taught some 
thing about the many gadgets, ap- 
pliances, and plumbing in an Amer- 
ican home. For the first few weeks, 
they will have classes in English 
from 9:00 a. m. to 5:00 p. m. at the 
Parish of the Epiphany parish hall, 
including the showing of U. S. 
Army orientation movies. After a 
few days, they will be interviewed 
to find their educational and work 
experience. It is hoped that the 
professional social workers in Win- 
chester will help with this phase. 
The local service clubs are being 
asked to undertake the task of find- 
ing jobs for them.

Mr. George 
Redding, chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen, was present and 
agreed to investigate whether the 
Wadleigh School building could be 
used as headquarters. Mrs. Ross 
Cunningham was appointed to be 
in charge of transportation, includ- 
ing organizing auto caravans to go 
to Camp Kilmer to bring the ref- 
ugees here. Dr. Edward Rendall 
will be in charge of medical ser- 
vices for them. 

Although there has been no time 
to consult the various churches, the 
steering committee felt that every 
church in town would be willing to 
receive clothing in good, clean con- 
dition for these people. A large 
quantity of all kinds of men’s 
clothing will be needed. 

Many people can help by con- 
tributing financially. Although 
some people have offered to provide 
both housing and food, ft was 
agreed by the committee that a 
food allowance should be available 
to each family taking one or more 
refugees into their homes. 

In many instances, these people 
will be settled in a job and a per- 
manent home within a few weeks. 
With some, it may take a few 
months. It is understood that for 
reasons which may arise later, they 
may be moved from one temporary 
home to another. Therefore, offers 
to house them for a month or more 
will be gladly received. It is advis- 
able to place them in twos and 
threes, so that they will have some- 
one to talk to while learning Eng- 
lish. Experience has shown that in 
two weeks of intensive training, 
they can learn to say whatever they 
want to say. 

Orientation sessions will be held 
for those who will house them. A 
small leaflet of a few necessary 
phrases in Hungarian and English 
will be prepared. These cannot be 
purchased yet, because the few 
available have been rapidly snatch- 
ed up in stores. 

Present plans call for the arrival 
of a group of about twenty ref- 
ugees on January 2. 

Contributions of cash or check 
may be made to the Winchester 
Hungarian Settlement Committee 
at any bank in Winchester. To be 
certain of taking advantage of in- 
come tax deductions, such checks 
can be made out to “Rector’s Dis- 
cretionary Fund” and marked “ref- 
ugees” in the comer. 

The next meeting of the steering 
committee will be on Sunday, De- 
cember 30, at 4:00 p. m. at the Par- 
ish of the Epiphany. Any commu- 
nity organizations interested in 
participating in this program 
should send a representative to that 
meeting.

SOCIAL SECURITY 
FOR SERVICE PERSONNEL 

M/Sgt. Alexander N. Raftopou- 
los, local Air Force Recruiter for 
this area announced today that 
anyone entering the Air Force after 
January 1, 1957 should have a social 
Social Security System effective 
January 1, 1957. 

The Recruiter stated that Social 
Security is a major step forward in 
financial protection for Air Force 
families. Social Security will pro 
vide old age benefits for the service- 
men at age 65, in addition to any 
retirement income he may have, and 
provide monthly survivor income 
for a service widow with children 
children alone, a widow at age 62, 
and dependent parents. The sur- 
vivors are also paid a monthly 
compensation by the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration. 

Under the provisions of this new 
coverage, Air Force and other mil- 
itary personnel will contribute two 
and one fourth per cent of their 
basic pay up to a maximum of $350 
per month with the government 
paying part of the monthly credits 
towards Social Security protection. 
Monthly deductions will range from 
$1.56 to $7.00 per month. In this 
was, the serviceman obtains Social 
Security coverage based on actual 
earnings rather than under the old 
plan whereby they received credit 
for $160 monthly earnings Free, 
security number at time of enlist- 
ment. This results from a new law 
passed by Congress earlier vhis 
year which places all airmen and 
other service personnel under the 

Application forms for obtaining 
a Social Security Card Number are 
available at any U.S. Postoffice or 
Social Security Office. It normally 
takes three to five days after mail- 
ing applications before the card is 
received by the applicant. 

Sergeant Alexander N. Rafto- 
poulos emphasized that those who 
plan an Air Force career are now 
assured of life-long protection for 
their dependents.

OSGOOD SYIVANIA MANAGER 


Richard M. Osgood of Winchester 
has been appointed manager of tho 
Waltham Laboratories of Sylvania 
Electric Products Inc., it was an- 
nounced today by Henry Lehne, 
general manager of the company’s 
Electronic Systems Division. 

Mr. Osgood formerly was man- 
ager of the Avionics Laboratory at 
the Waltham facility. Before join- 
ing Sylvania, he was Chief of the 
Electronic Defense Systems Div- 
ision of the Air Material Command, 
U.S. Air Force. He succeeds Dr. 
O. G. Haywood, who has resigned to 
accept a top executive post with 
Emerson Electric Manufacturing 
Co., St. Louis, Mo. 

In his new post, Mr. Osgood will 
have responsihilty for the Avionics 
Laboratory, the Missile Systems 
Laboratory, and the Applied Re- 
search Laboratory, the three activ- 
ities constituting the Waltham 
Laboratories. 

The laboratories are engaged in 
multi-million-dollar projects for all 
the Armed Services involving ad- 
vanced research and development 
in the fields of passive defense, 
communications, guided missiles, 
radar, computers, and control sys- 
tems. Development of the passive 
defense system for the recently an- 
nounced B-58 Hustler, the nation’s 
first supersonic bomber, has been a 
major program at the Sylvania 
Waltham installation. 

Mr. Osgood joined Sylvania in 
1955 as manager of equipment fab- 
rication at the Waltham Labor- 
atories, becoming manager of the 
Avionics Laboratory in March of 
this year. 

As chief of the Electronics De- 
fense Systems Division of the Air 
Material Command, Mr. Osgood 
held the rank of Colonel. He was 
responsible for the coordination of 
the design, production, and install- 
ation of a semi-automatic Air De- 
fense System for the continental 
United States and a Distant Early 
Warning Radar Linq, at the north- 
ern edge of North America, known 
as the “DEW Line.” 

Mr. Osgood began his research 
and development work in military 
electronics for the Air Force fol- 
lowing his graduation from the 
United States Military Academy at 
West Point in 1941.

NATCHEZ TRACE PARKWAY 
FOLLOWS FRONTIER TRAIL 
OF HARDSHIPS 


On Natchez Trace, where early 
frontiersmen stumbled in fear and 
darkness. A m eric a n motorists 
speed today with an ease unimagin- 
able 150 years ago. 

The 450-mile Natchez Trace 
Parkway, which memorializes Jie 
wilderness path that once linked 
Nashville, Tennessee, with Natchez, 
Mississippi, is almost half finished. 
It follows as closely ns possible the 
route of the original trail, much of 
it now almost obliterated. 

Bison Built First 
The original builders were Bison, 
says the National Geographic So- 
ciety. Returning year after year to 
favorite feeding grounds and salt 
licks, they heat many paths with 
their hoofs. The Indians linked 
the paths nnd soon there was a 
trail, snaking like a slack thread 
around treucherous swamps and 
impenetrable clumps of forest. 

In the early days people called 
the passageway Chickasaw Path for 
the Indians that trod it. It was 
also known as Notchey Trace for 
the “notched” trees that marked the 
route, as well as Natchez Trace — 
“trace” coming from the French 
word for track or line of footprints. 

By 1800 Congress had established 
a post road over the route. Settlers 
used it, too, on their way west. But 
the principal users were the “Ken- 
tucks,” the flatboatmen who floated 
cotton, sugar, and flour down the 
Ohio and Mississippi Rivers to New 
Orleans. 

Because they couldn’t push their 
boats upstream, the rivermen sold 
them in New Orleans and walked 
500 miles home — 25 miles a day or 
three weeks in all — over Natchez 
Trace. 

These Kentucks, with their un- 
shaved faces and long, matted 
manes, were sturdy fellows. They 
could “wade the Mississippi.” they 
boasted, “leap the Ohio,” and “whip 
their weight in wildcats.” They 
used to bet on beating the post 
rider to Nashville. “Walking” 
Johnson, known as the greatest 
edestrian of his day, actually did 
eat the mail three times. 

Horse Stuck in Mire 
Notwithstanding, many of them 
never got home. They fell victim 
to rains, floods, hurricanes, and dis- 
ease. Even those who could afford 
horses didn’t have it easy. Horses 
swam across streams, while vhe 
riders made their way on improvis- 
ed rafts and bridges. Many a horse- 
man, crossing a swamp, had to 
leave his mount behind, its feet 
stuck in the bottom clay, pinned to 
certain death. 

Until the Federal Government 
took a hand in improving the road 
after 1800, there were no inns along 
the way. And when the taverns did 
come, so did bandits. A man could 
sleep at one of these “stands” for 
12Vz cents a night, but he might be 
robbed of all the profits he had col- 
lected in New Orleans. 

Many hardy Kentucks fell to the 
knives or guns of the “land pirates.” 
Explorer Meriwether Lewis, of 
Lewis and Clark fame, died of bullet 
wounds at Grinders Stand in Ten- 
nessee three years after returning 
from the West. 

Other famous men who rode or 
walked the Trace included John 
James Audubon, Henry Clay, Jeff- 
erson Davis, Aaron Burr, and An- 
drew Jackson. In the War of 1812, 
Jackson marched a brigade of Ten- 
nessee militia over the road. On 
that hard trip the men so admired 
Jackson’s tough leadership they 
gave him a name that stuck through 
history. “Old Hickory” it was. 

GEOGRAPHIC ODDITIES 
AND BRIEFS 


Giant sequoias, earth’s largest 
living things, sprout from seeds so 
small that one ounce, in theory, 
could produce 6,700 trees, the Na- 
tional Geographic Society says. Full 
grown, the largest trees probably 
weigh 2,000 tons, the displacement 
of a small steamship. 


Killer whales, among the fiercest 
of all sea creatures, actually are 
dolphins. They hunt in packs, swal- 
'owing snicall seals and porpoises 
whole. Although these bloodthirsty 
marauders grow to only 30 feet, 
they will attack and kill large 
whales, the National Geographic 
Society says. 


Magnet for many visitors to 
Washington, D C, is the classic 
Thomas Jefferson Memorial on the 
Tidal Basin. The heroic statue of 
the standing Jefferson is clothed in 
a greatcoat — a likeness of the coat 
that was given to him by General 
Thaddeus Kosciusko, the Polish 
patriot of the American Revolution. 


The first aircraft flight in the 
British Empire took place on the 
frozen waters of Baddeck Bay, 
Nova Scotia, February 23, 1909. 
The plane, the “Sliver Dart,” was 
built by the Aerial Experiment As- 
sociation pioneered by Dr. Alexan- 
der Graham Bell, inventor of the 
telephone. With an engine that 
sometimes delivered only eight 
horsepower, the plane flew that day 
for half a mile, the National Geo- 
graphic Society says.

BAHJO PLAYING MAKES 
AN AMERICAN COMEBACK 


For millions of melody-minded 
Americans — particularly those with 
a nostalgic flair — banjos are strum- 
ming full tilt again. 

The rythmic instrument’s sud- 
den popularity reverses a period of 
nearly three decades of eclipse. 
During the “jazz age” of the 1920’s 
the banjo’s energetic sound set the 
pace for popular music. Then, un- 
der a change of musical patterns, 
banjos gave way to the guitar, a 
quieter member of the same family. 

Several influences may account 
for the banjo’s resurgence, among 
them a growing interest in folk 
music and square dancing, the Na- 
tional Geographic Society says. 
Moreover, a liking for banjo music 
was brought home by many Amer- 
ican soldiers from service in Eng- 
land, where the instrument’s popu- 
larity has persisted. 

Needed: More Music 

Banjo playing’s strong comeback 
is reflected in the number of skilled 
performances heard on television, 
radio, and juke boxes. Enthusiasm 
has outdistanced music scored es- 
pecially for the banjo. 

The South, where post-World 
War II New Orleans jazz helped to 
revive the banjo, remains the larg- 
est market for new instruments. 
Interest, however, is nationwide 
among both professionals and ama- 
teurs. Members of Yale Univer- 
sity banjo clubs of the 1920’s re- 
cently enlivened a music festival 
there with the songs of their college 
days. 

Banjos vary widelv in quality 
and price. Some designed for the 
stage flash with gold-plated parts, 
carved inlays and gleaming stones. 
But there is the essential sameness 
of a round body, long neck and 
drum-head to amplify the sound. 

Crude forms of the early banjo 
were introduced into North Amer- 
ica from West Africa, as adapt- 
ations of a guitarlike instrument 
played by the Arabs. 

In the mid-19th century, a native 
of Banjoemas, Java, produced a 
new version of the instrument by 
covering a cheesebox with goatskin 
and attaching a handle and violin 
strings. The modern name comes 
from the first two syllables of his 
town, some say. 

Early Americans delighted in the 
banjo’s “folksy” sound and its ver- 
satility in rhythm and melody. The 
“clinks” and “whangs” resounded

at picnics and barn dances and 
often raised frontiersmen’s spirits. 

Banjoist Joe Sweeney accom- 
panied the singing Confederate 
cavalryman, Jeb Stuart. Sweeney 
is credited with making banjos 
from sugar gourds, cat hides and 
mule’s tail huirs. 

Minstrel Music Maker 
Around the turn of the century 
the banjo came to typify scores of 
roving minstrel shows. “In a clever 
performer’s hands the banjo soems 
capable of doing everything— bells 
chime, water ripple, birds sing,” 
one enthusaist declared. 

Regard for the banjo has never 
dampened in the mountains of Ken- 
tucky, Virginia and the Carolinas. 
Generations of fathers have taught 
sons to strum away, thus preserv- 
ing treasured folk songs. 

When the English explorer Sir 
Ernest Shackleton’s ship was 
crushed in Antarctic ice during 
voyages begun in 1914, he rescued a 
banjo, calling it a “vital mental 
medicine.” During banjo serenades, 
even penguins had seemed to enjoy 
spirituals, Irish jigs and the pop- 
ular song, “It’s a Long Way to 
Tipperary.”
